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PREFATORY    NOTE 

The  objects  of  the  Ontario  Society  are  set  fortk 
in  its  Constitution  as  follows  : 

"To  unite  the  various  Pioneer  and  Historical 
Societies  of  the  Province  in  one  central  head  or 
organization,  thereby  the  better  to  promote  inter- 
course and  co-operation  on  the  part  of  all  such 
societies  ;  to  form  neiw  societies  ;  and  to  promote 
and  extend  the  influence  and  benefit  thereof. 

14 The  Society  shall  also  engage  in  the  collec- 
tion, preservation,  exhibition  and  publication  of 
materials  for  the  study  of  history,  especially  the 
history  of  Ontario  and  Canada  ;  to  this  end  study- 
ing the  archaeology  of  the  Province,  acquiring  docu- 
ments and  manuscripts,  obtaining  narratives  and 
records  of  pioneers,  conducting  a  library  of  histori- 
cal reference,  maintaining  a  gallery  of  historical 
portraiture  and  an  ethnological  and  historical  mu- 
seum, publishing  and  otherwise  diffusing  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  history  of  the  Province  and  of 
the  Dominion,  and,  in  general,  encouraging  and  de- 
veloping within  this  Province  the  study  of  history." 

As  the  years  pass  by,  it  is  felt  that  the  import- 
ant work  here  aimed  at  becomes  the  more  pressing, 
and  I  believe  a  strong  effort  should  be  made  to 
cover  the  field  more  thoroughly  than  has  been  here- 
tofore possible. 

Two  allies  are  necessary  to  the  Society  :  the 
trained  student  of  Canadian  history,  and  the 
man  and  woman  of  historical  tastes,  whose 
leisure  may  be  devoted  to  this  fascinating 
pursuit  and  whose  labours  are  invaluable.  To  both 
classes  the  Society  makes  an  earnest  appeal  for 
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direct,  personal  interest  and  assistance.  On  its  part 
it  will  endeavor  to  maintain  a  standard  of  publica- 
tion worthy  of  the  best  the  Province  can  reach  in 
Canadian  historical  research. 

The  Society  strongly  urges  on  the  Affiliated 
vSocieties  the  duty  of  collecting  and  preserving  tht 
vanishing  pioneer  history  of  the  Province,  and  to 
them  promises  all  the  encouragement  and  help  its 
f united  resources  can  afford. 

The  Annual  Report  now  issued  shows  the  need 
oi^iinited  and  aggressive  effort  in  order  to  realize 
our  moderate  hopes.

FIRST  DAVS  PROCEEDINGS 

WEDNESDAY.  JUNE  5TH 

The  first  session  opened  at  2.30  p.m.  in  the 
Historical  Hall. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  and  of  the 
meetings  of  the  Council  (see  Appendix  I)  were  read 
and  confirmed. 
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PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 

The  President  delivered  his  Annual  Address  as 
follows  : 

Moving  from  the  western  section  of  tliis  Pro- 
vince, this  year,  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  has 
gathered  for  its  thirteenth  annual  meeting  in  Napa- 
nee.  In  the  city  of  Brantford  we  met  a  year  ago, 
a  brief  period  in  human  or  national  life,  yef  what 
history  is  often  made  in  so  short  a  time,  what  out- 
standing events  occur,  and  what  an  important  bear- 
ing they  often  have  on  the  future  of  a  country,  and 
on  the  generations  that  follow  those  active  in  the 
affairs  of  the  present.  In  Canada,  in  common  with 
other  countries,  how  great  has  been  the  change,  how 
marked  the  advance,  how  steady  the  onward  march 
in  the  national  progress,  and  how  continuous  and 
unabated  the  national  prosperity.  The  Dominion 
has  enjoyed  unprecedented  expansion  along  all  lines 
and  has  not  only  maintained  its  proud  position, 
but  more  firmly  established  itself  among  the  nations 
of  the  world.  The  benefits  accruing  from  the  in- 
creased trade,  the  expanded  industrial  and  comaner- 
cial  activities  have  not  been  confined  to  any  one 
class  of  the  community,  nor  to  any  one  section  of 
the  country.  They  have  been  general  from  Sydney 
on  the  east  to  Prince  Rupert  on  the  west  and  all 
have  participated  therein.  All  this  is  adding  to  the 
history  of  the  most  important  and  notable  confed- 
eration of  provinces  the  world  has  yet  seen  and  is 
leading  to  the  proud  and  prominent  position  Can- 
ada is  destined  to  attain  among  the  great  nations 
of  the  earth.  This,  however,  is  a  subject  for  anoth- 
er time,  the  intention  at  the  present  not  being  to 
attempt  a  treatise  on  the  economic  progress  of  the 
country,  but  to  make  a  few  remarks  on  the  im- 
portance of  conserving  the  available  historical  data 
of  the  years  past,  and  of  noting  and  recording  cur- 
rent events  in  order  that  they  may  be  preserved  for 
the*  future,  and  likewise  to  refer  to  the  efforts  being 
made  in  this  direction/ 

Within  recent  years  the  Governments  of  the  Do- 
minion and  of  a  number  of  the  provinces  have  be- 
come alive  to  the  importance  of  this  phase  of  na- 
tional interest  and  have  established  well  devised 
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bureaus  of  archives.  These  are  officered  by  persons 
heartily  in  sympathy  with  the  work  in  which  they 
are  engaged  and  excellent  results  have  so  far  been 
attained.  The  bureau  created  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, though  comparatively  speaking  of  recent 
inception,  has  already  reached  so  large  proportions 
and  its  work  has  become  of  so  important  and  ex- 
tensive a  character  that  a  building  has  been  special- 
ly provided  for  its  use.  In  the  provinces,  and  in 
Ontario  particularly,  the  work  has  been  going  on 
steadily  and  the  time  may  not  be  far  distant  when 
our  Provincial  Government  may  deem  it  necessary 
to  lend  further  aid  and  provide  more  amplo  accom- 
modation. 

While  these  organizations  have  been  carrying  on 
their  respective  undertakings,  directly  under  Gov- 
ernment supervision  and  control,  it  is  desirable  that 
the  splendid  work  which  has  already  been  done  by 
the  Ontario  Historical  Society,  and  the  various  lo- 
cal societies  throughout  the  Province,  should  also  be 
encouraged  and  promoted.  Kach  of  these  in  its  re- 
spective field  is  accomplishing  much  valuable  work. 
Each  has  added  its  quota  until  to-day  there  are  on 
record  hundreds  of  pages  that  will  prove  untold 
treasures  to  future  historians  as  well  as  fountains 
of  inspiration  to  unborn  generations  of  loyal  Cana- 
dians. Since  its  organization,  the  Ontario  Histori- 
cal Society  has  been  fortunate  in  having  many  ac- 
tive workers,  each  by  faithful  service  directly  or  in- 
directly contributing  to  its  annual  successes.  The 
practice  of  meeting  in  various  parts  of  the  Province 
lias  helped  to  draw  together  a  fraternity  to  whom 
the  story  of  the  development  of  this  Province  ap- 
peals, and  has  aroused  an  interest  and  created  an 
enthusiasm  that  have  brought  to  light  many  long 
forgotten  events  that  otherwise  might  have  remain- 
ed forever  lost  to  the  students  of  Canadian  history 
as  well  as  to  posterity  in  general.  The  Society 
has  thus  given  prominence  to  a  branch  of  education 
that  broadens  the  view  of  the  people  at  the  present 
a£e,  that  brings  before  them  the  struggles,  pioneer, 
political,  educational,  and  religious,  of  the  genera- 
tions past,  reminds  them  of  the  perseverance,  de- 
termination, energy  and  ambition  of  those  who  con- 
tributed so  largely  to  the  development  of  early 
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days  and  won  for   us  the   many  advantages  we    en- 
joy  in  this  fair  land. 

To  place  the  information  thus  gathered  in  a 
form  in  which  it  might  be  available  for  all,  this 
Society  has  already  published  nine  volumes  of  Papers 
and  Records  and  hopes  to  continue  adding  to  the 
number.  These  do  not  include  all  of  the  contribu- 
tions received,  but  are  ample  to  demonstrate  that 
there  is  in  the  Province,  indeed,  in  every  Province 
of  the  Dominion  a  place  for  such  an  organization  as 

the  Ontario  Historical  Societv.

Though  this  parent  or  Provincial  Society  has  been 
active  in  the  wider  field,  the  thirty  affiliated  socie- 
ties have  also  done  excellent  and  permanent  work. 
From  the  east  to  the  west  where  these  organiza- 
tions exist,  they  have  proved  accepted  and  valued 
aids  to  the  local  educational  institutions.  They  have 
unearthed  a  great  mass  of  raw  material  which 
has  not  only  created  an  interest  in,  but  developed 
a  love  for  matters  concerning  the  early  history  of 
people  of  the  community.  Facts  heretofore  forgot- 
ten in  the  maze  of  years  have  been  revived  and  to- 
gether these  have  been  woven  into  interesting  chap- 
ters worthy  of  recognition  as  history.  Numerous 
volumes  have  been  published,  ensuring  the  preserva- 
tion of  innumerable  events  in  the  early  settlement 
of  the  different  sections  of  the  Province  and  giving1 
permanence  to  the  historical  researches  of  the  num- 
erous workers. 


To-day  we  are  meeting  upon  historical  ground, 
in  a  part  of  the  Province  overflowing  with  memor- 
ies of  devotion  to  the  British  flag  and  to  British 
institutions.  The  environment  is  to  the  historical 
student  and  the  lover  of  historic  romance  such  as* 
will  arouse  in  them  a  new  interest,  "Will  widen 
and  strengthen  their  minds,  will  open  up  new  vis- 
tas of  experience  to  their  sight,  will  fire  their  imag- 
ination and  awaken  echoes  in  the  silent  places  ofi 
their  souls."  On  all  sides  are  monuments  of  those 
days  of  the  struggles  and  privations  of  pioneer  life, 
of  which  the  present  age  knows  so  little  through 
the  school  of  experience,  while  the  sons  of  those 
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whose  loyalty  caused  them  to  follow  the  British 
flag  north  of  the  Great  Lakes,  have  added  lustre  not 
only  to  the  public  life  of  Canada,  in  the  judiciary, 
the  pulpit,  the  colleges,  the  legislative  halls  of  the 
provinces  of  the  Dominion,  hut  in  the  mother  of 
parliaments  across  the  sea.  It  is  fitting  that  at- 
tention should  be  given  to  this  branch  of  Canada's 
history  and  it  is  gratifying  that  so  much  of  the 
history  of  the  past  has  beien  secured,  and  recorded, 
be  remiss  not  to  mention  the  valuable  work  done  by 
and  thus  saved  from  oblivion.  In  passing  it  would 
the  Lennox  and  Addington  Society,  an  organization 
which  through  its  various  publications  has  placed 
before  the  public  much  that  must  prove  of  value  to 
those  who  in  years  to  come  will  delve  into  the 
story  of  the  laying  of  the  foundation  of  the  politi- 
cal structure  whicli  gives  to  the  Canadian  people 
freedom  and  liberty. 


While  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  is  exercis- 
ing its  influence  towards  encouraging  the  study  of 
local  and  municipal  history  and  accomplishing 
much  in  that  respect,  the  thought  occurs  that  this 
work  might  be  greatly  advanced  and  made  more 
effective  were  our  educational  authorities  to  take 
the  situation  more  seriously.  Local  history  is.  im- 
portant to  the  Canadian  youth,  more  so  than  the 
martial  episodes  of  Henry  VIII  or  the  love  affairs 
of  good  Queen  Bess,  interesting  as  such  may  be. 
Were  county  and  municipal  history  given  a  place 
in  the  curriculum  of  the  higher  forms  of  the  public 
schools  and  possibly  the  lower  forms  of  the  high 
schools,  a  new  interest  would  be  aroused  and  a  friijore 
patriotic  spirit  developed.  The  boys  and  girls  would 
learn  to  appreciate  the  accomplishments  of  their 
forbears,  a  love  of  the  beautiful  and  of  the  heroic 
in  life  would  be  stimulated  and  a  more  intelligent 
and  higher  estimate  of  the  arduous  toils  and  the 
cruel  privations  of  the  earlier  settlers  would  be  en- 
gendered. 

Boys  and  girls  nowadays  find  little  to  encourage 
them  to  study  the  history  of  the  lands  across  the 
seas,  or  even  of  the  general  past  of  their  own  con- 
tinent. History  to  them  is  a  passing  story,  to  be 
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got  rid  of  as  quickly  as  possible.  To  arouse  a  pro- 
per spirit  in  this  important  branch  of  study  would 
be  a  worthy  aim  and  might  perhaps  be  attained  by 
a  proper  beginning.  Where  is  the  youth  who  has  not 
the  curiosity  to  learn  the  story  of  his  native  tov^n 
or  city,  of  the  farm  upon  which  he  lives,  of  the 
school  which  he  attends,  or  of  the  log  school  which 
sheltered  his  father  or  mother  ?  Where  is  the  youth 
who  is  not  interested  in  the  story  of  the  settlement 
of  his  township,  town  or  city  ?  To  gratify  this  na- 
tural desire  and  thus  cultivate  a  thirst  for  wider 
historical  study,  might  well  be  encouraged  by 
our  schools  and  this  Society  and  would  bear 
a  rich  harvest  of  reward  in  the  future.  To 
know  thej.r  own  locality  and  Ontario  as 
it  once  was,  a  wilderness  with  the  settle- 
ments miles  apart,  with  the  wolves  howling,  with 
the  base  of  supplies  several  days'  journey  distant, 
with  the  thousand  and  one  other  trials  of  the  first 
coiners,  should  arouse  in  the  hearts  of  the  young  a 
love  and  respect  for  their  forefathers,  whose  plucky 
pioneering  has  provided  for  the  present  and  the  fu- 
ture generations  this  glorious  heritage  which  \ve  now 
enjoy  and  the  advantages  in  which  we  so  richly 
participate.  Last  year  a  step  was  taken  by  this 
Society  in  the  direction  outlined  in  the  effort  to  in- 
duce the  teachers  to  take  a  deeper  interest  in  Can- 
adian history.  To  go  further  and,  through  the  teach- 
ers or  by  other  available  means  to  reach  young 
Canada,  is  even  more  desirable,  and  the  trust  is 
that  this  Society  will  not  be  slow  to  adopt  any 
wise  measures  to  attain  this  worthy  goal. 


Canada  has  now  reached  the  time  in  its  history 
when  it  is  its  privilege  to  celebrate  the  semi-centen- 
nial and  centennials  of  important  events  and  per- 
sonages. To  all  of  these  it  will  be  unnecessary  to 
refer  at  length  as  reports  will  be  presented  and 
papers  read  dealing  with  the  several  anniversaries 
now  before  the  Canadian  people. 

This  year  marks  the  hundredth  anniversary  of 
the  war  of  1812-14,  and  it  is  fitting  that  the  story 
of  the  stirring  events  of  that  eventful  period  in  the 
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nation's  history  should  be  closely  studied.  This 
meeting  of  our  Society  may  prove  but  the  first  of 
a  series  of  gatherings  and  organizations  which  will 
unite  for  that  purpose  and  to  mark  in  some  perman- 
ent way  the  conclusion  of  the  first  century  of  peace 
between  the  two  largest  and  most  important  coun- 
tries in  the  world  speaking  the  English  language. 
The  subject  has  been  given  special  prominence  in 
this  year's  programme,  and  the  several  papers 
which  will  be  presented  will  deal  with  its  different 
phases  arid  place  before  this  Society  briefly  and 
concisely  the  history  of  the  years  of  turmoil.  The 
celebration  of  the  centenary  of  peace  has  been  enter- 
ed upon  by  organizations  specially  arranged  for  the 
purpose,  but  as  yet  it  remains  for  the  Ontario  His- 
torical Society  to  take  hold  actively. 

Five  years  hence,  Canada  will  pass  the  first  half 
century  since  the  Fathers  of  Confederation  accom- 
plished their  great  work,  and  laid  the  foundation  of 
our  national  greatness.  This  semi-centennial,  Do- 
minion Day,  1917,  may  rightfully  be  termed  the 
Canadian  Jubilee.  The  federation  of  the  provinces 
is  an  outstanding  event  in  the  history  of  Canada, 
and  should  be  fittingly  marked  and  celebrated. 
Karly  it  may  seem  to  commence  moving  towards 
its  celebration,  but  if  such  is  to  be  accomplished  on 
a  scale  that  is  in  keeping  with  the  present  position 
of  the  Dominion,  it  is  time  that  preliminary  consid- 
eration should  be  entered  upon.  To  participate  in 
an  undertaking  of  this  nature  is  the  pleasing  privi- 
lege of  all  Canadians,  and  none  will  more  gladly  as- 
sume their  share  of  the  necessary  responsibility  than 
the  Ontario  Historical  Society. 

The  erection  of  a  monument  to  the  great  Shaw- 
nee  chief,  Tecurnseh,  who  one  hundred  years  ago 
came  to  the  assistance  of  the  British  and  nobly 
and  bravely  stood  side  by  side  with  them  until  his 
death  would,  though  somewhat  belated,  be  a  mani- 
festation of  gratitude  for  services  rendered  at  a 
critical  time  in  the  history  of  this  country.  This 
brave  and  resolute  warrior  who  proved  himself 
loyal  to  the  British  Crown,  did  his  great  work  in 
Western  Ontario  and  it  is  from  that  section  that 
the  strongest  appeals  come  for  the  recognition  of 
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this  valorous  chief.  Where  he  is  buried  is  unknown, 
but  near  the  spot,  at  least,  should  be  erected  by 
Canadians  a  monument  that  would  never  permit 
his  name  to  pass  out  of  history. 


With  age  comes  increased  responsibilities  and 
new  demands.  Such  is  the  situation  in  which  the 
Ontario  Historical  Society  is  to-day.  Since  its  in- 
ception the  Society  has  been  fathered  by  the  Minis- 
ters of  Hducation  and  none  have  been  more  kindly 
disposed  towards  it  than  the  present  occupant  of 
that  office,  Hon.  R.  A.  Pyne.  So  far  it  has  had 
its  home  under  the  departmental  wing,  though 
having  no  official  connection  with  the  Government 
other  than  the  fact  that  the  different  secretaries 
have  been  identified  with  the  office  of  the  Minister 
of  Education .  It  would  appear  that  the  time 
has  now  been  reached  when,  if  the  Society  is  to 
continue  to  occupy  a  place  as  a  progressive  and 
forceful  organization  fulfilling  the  destiny  for  which 
it  was  intended,  some  changes  must  take  place. 
There  is  no  cause  to  complain  of  what  the  Honor- 
able Minister  of  Rducation  has  or  has  not  done  ; 
indeed,  in  the  crowded  building  occupied  by  his  de- 
partment, and  no  doubt  at  great  inconvenience,  he 
has  found  space  for  the  Society's  library  and  has 
on  many  occasions  placed  his  own  office  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Council.  What  appears  necessary  is  in- 
creased accommodation,  rooms  where  the  Society's 
valuable  library  of  several  hundred  volumes  would 
be  easily  accessible  to  the  public  and  where  the 
Council  and  members  of  the  Society  may  hold 
meetings  without  becoming  a  burden  or  inconveni- 
ence to  others.  Several  suggestions  have  been  of- 
fered, among  others  that  the  Honorable  Minister  of 
Education  be  approached  with  a  view  of  securing 
accommodation  in  the  new  wing  of  the  Provincial 
Parliament  Buildings.  Another,  and  one  which  merits 
consideration,  comes  from  Dr.  Geo.  H.  Locke,  Chiei 
Librarian  of  the  Public  Library,  Toronto.  It  is 
that  the  Society's  library  be  transferred  to  the 
city's  reference  library  on  College  street,  as  a  loan, 
upon  terms  similar  to  those  governing  the  John 
Ross  Robertson  and  Hall  am.  collections.  Dr.  Locke 
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offers  to  give  it  space  in  that  fireproof  building, 
classify  and  catalogue  the  volumes  and  to  accom- 
modate the  Council  on  the  occasions  of  its  meet- 
ings. The  correspondence  in  connection  with  this 
subject  will  be  laid  before  this  meeting. 


This  year  your  Society  was  again  represented 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Historical 
vSociety  which  assembled  in  Buffalo,  December  2yth 
to  29th,  by  your  president  and  by  several  other 
members  including  Past  Presidents  Barlow  Cumber- 
land and  Dr.  Coyne  and  Miss  Janet  Carnochan. 
The  program  of  the  meeting  was  exhaustive  in  de- 
tail, and  covered  a  wide  range  of  subjects.  Can- 
adian history  was  given  a  prominent  place  and  a 
number  of  Canada's  leaders  of  thought  along  this 
line  were  contributors.  In  the  discussion  following 
a  paper  on  the  productive  work  of  the  Hereditary 
Patriotic  Societies,  Mr.  Cumberland  took  part, 
presenting  in  an  able  way  the  proud  position  at- 
tained by  our  Society  and  the  widespread  influence 
it  has  exercised  in  arousing  an  interest  in  the  study 
and  preservation  of  local  history.  Mr.  Cumberland 
supported  his  presentation  of  our  position  by  care- 
fully arranged  statistics  and  by  a  broad,  well-pre- 
pared review  of  the  work  of  the  more  active  of  the 
affiliated  societies.  Needless  to  say,  the  paper  was 
well  received,  and  among  those  present  were  manv 
surprised  but  sincere  admirers  of  the  Ontario  His- 
torical Society. 

The  President's  Address  was  received  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Special  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

Mr.  Clarkson  W.  James  presented  the  Secre- 
tary's Report  :

Your  President  and  Secretary  have  been  very- 
active  throughout  the  year  in  promoting  the  inter- 
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ests  of  the  Society.  A  voluminous  correspondence 
has  been  conducted,  opening  up  excellent  avenues 
for  historical  research.  We  are  striving  to  extend 
our  operations  as  rapidly  as  possible  with  the  view 
of  covering  every  point  of  historical  interest. 

Your    Secretary    is  pleased  to  report  a  marked 
increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Society.     We  are 
proud    and    honored    in    the    knowledge    that    His 
Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Connaughti  deemed  our 
Society  worthy  of  his  distinguished  patronage,  and 
graciously  consented  to  become  an  ex-oflicio    mem- 
ber.

FINANCIAL. 

The  Financial  Statement  presented  by  our  Trea- 
surer shows  the  business  affairs  of  the  Society  to  be 
in  a  flourishing  condition  and  reflects  credit  upon 
the  careful  management  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

LIBRARY. 

Our  Library  has  been  enriched  by  the  addition 
of  many  valuable  Reports,  Records,  Transactions, 
etc.,  of  Historical  Societies,  Universities  and  Lib- 
raries, received  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  a 
complete  list  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Annual 
Report  herewith  submitted. 

COMMITTEES. 

The  Committees  appointed  at  the  Annual  'Meet- 
ing are  expected  to  present  most  encouraging  re- 
ports for  your  consideration.  The  Historic  Sites 
and  Monuments  Committee  have  made  a  special  ef- 
fort for  this  occasion.  Every  item  of  interest  has 
been  faithfully  dealt  with,  making  the  report  a 
most  valuable  one  to  the  student  of  current  histori- 
cal events. 

The  reclamation  of  Fort  George  at  Niagara  ; 
the  improvement  of  Fort  York,  Toronto,  the  long 
delayed  work  on  which  is  promised  to  commence^ 
immediately  ;  the  erection  of  a  monument  to  the 
great  Indian  Chief,  Tecumseh,  and  a  fitting  recog- 
notion  of  Canada's  hero,  General  Brock,  are  live  is- 
sues with  which  the  Society  is  at  present  engaged, 
and  which,  it  is  expected,  will  be  successfully  ac- 
complished. 
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RE-ORGANIZED  AND  NEW  SOCIETIES. 

Your  Secretary  is  also  pleased  to  report  that 
the  Frontenac  Historical  Society  has  been  re-organ- 
ized and  has  applied  for  affiliation  with  the  parent 
Society. 

A  new  Society  has  also  been  formed  in  Berlin, 
Ontario,  as  the  direct  result  of  a  recent  visit  made 
by  your  President  to  that  enterprising  town. 

During  the  year  the  Ontario  Historical  Society 
has  been  represented  at  the  American  Historical 
Congress  at  Buffalo,  N.Y.,  and  at  the  meeting1  of  the 
Royal  Society,  Ottawa,  President  Williams  and  Mr. 
Barlow  Cumberland  being  the  delegates  selected. 

Since  our  last  Annual  Meeting  in  the  City  of 
Brantford  no  important  changes  have  occurred  in 
the  Society's  work.  The  programme  then  outlined 
for  the  ensuing  year  has  been  somewhat  affected  by 
the  formation  of  a  semi-military  society  working 
along  similar  lines.  The  society  in  question,  as  a 
mark  of  special  favour,  and  an  evidence  of  its  inten- 
tion to  work  in  harmony  with  its  sister  institu- 
tions, added  the  names  of  several  of  our  prominent 
members  to  its  executive  committee.  Notwith- 
standing the  strong  appeal  made  by  the  large  and 
influential  deputation  which  waited  upon  the  Gov- 
ernment, I  regret  to  state  that  no  satisfactory  re- 
sult was  obtained.  This  unfortunate  failure  upon 
the  part1  of  those  from  whom  great  results  were  con- 
fidently expected,  leaves  the  Ontario  Historical  So- 
ciety at  the  present  time,  without  any  definite  plan 
of  action  for  celebrating  the  centenary  of  those  stir- 
ring military  events  which  took  place  in  1812-14, 
the  result  of  which  preserved  our  beloved  Canada  as 
a  part  of  the  British  Empire.  The  Ontario  Histori- 
cal Society  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
the  people  of  this  Province  and  Dominion  with  a 
practical  knowledge  of  Canada's  historical  life  and 
development  and  the  encouragement  of  patriotic 
and  loyal  sentiments  which  should  characterize  the* 
citizenship  of  this  favoured  land.  In  the  interests 
of  Canadian  patriotism  we.  cannot  afford  to  lose  the 
opportunity  of  impressing  upon  those  charged  with 
the  conduct  of  affairs  of  state  their  duties  as  trus- 
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tees  of  this  magnificent  Province  and  Dominion,  and 
again  urge  the  necessity  for  some  national  demon- 
stration to  mark  the  centenary  of  the  death  of  that 
gallant  hero,  who  sacrificed  his 'life  for  our  beloved 
country  one  hundred  years  ago. 

The  programme  prepared  for  this  meeting  con- 
tains much  that  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the 
Society's  future  life  and  welfare,  and  we  trust  that 
each  item  presented  for  discussion  will  receive  the 
most  careful  consideration. 

In  conclusion  permit  me  to  again  direct  the  at- 
tention of  the  Society  to  the  wide  field  provided  in 
this  Province  for  historical  research  and  point  out 
the  necessity  for  increasing  the  facilities  for  organ- 
ization. This  can  be  best  accomplished  by  having  a 
competent  official  whose  whole  time  would  be  at  the 
disposal  of  the1  Society  for  lecture  and  organization 
work.  I  have  again  to  thank  the  President  and  Of- 
ficers for  many  courtesies  extended  throughout  the. 
year.  Our  official  relations  have  been  of  the  most 
pleasant  nature  ;  the  interests  of  our  Society  have 
been  safeguarded  and  I  feel  confident  that  our  en- 
deavors to  impress  upon  the  people  of  this  Province 
their  duties  as  citizens  will  be  crowned  with  suc- 
cess.

FRATERNAL  GREETING. 

Mr.  Warner  read  a  telegram  from  the  Michigan 
Pioneer  &  Historical  Society,  then  in  session,  con- 
veying fraternal  greetings.

Canon  Starr  the  telegram  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Resolutions. 

CENTENARY  OF  BROCK'S  DEATH. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  United 
Empire  Loyalist  Association  of  Ontario  asking  for 
the  co-operation  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society 
in  celebrating  the  centenary  of  the  death  of  General 
Sir  Isaac  Brock,  at  Qucenston  Heights,  in  October 
next,  and  enclosing  a  number  of  suggestions  as  to 
the  form  of  the  celebration.  The  communication 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  for 
report, 
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REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 
HISTORIC  SITES   AND  MONUMENTS. 

Clarance  M.  Warner,  Chairman,  reported  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  another  in  which 
the  Ontario  Historical  Society  has  done  very  little1 
towards  the  building  of  monuments  and  the  mark- 
ing of  historic  sites.  In  consequence  your  commit- 
tee has  again  to  offer  a  report  which  tells  of  the 
work  of  others  or  of  work  which  might  be  done  in 
the  future. 

The  plan  followed  in  preparing  this  is  similar 
to  that  of  the  1911  report  and  it  is  hoped',  that  it 
will  aid  in  calling  to  the  attention  of  those  who  are 
able  to  build  suitable  memorials  the  work  that 
should  be  done. 

CANADIAN   MONUMENTS  AND  MEMORIALS. 

I 

Under  this  somewhat  general  classification  we 
give  a  list  of  the  work  which  has  been  done 
throughout  the  Dominion  during  the  year.  Should 
some  items  have  been  overlooked  it  is  hoped  that 
attention  will  be  called  to  them  in  order  that  they- 
may  be  referred  to  at  a  later  date,  as  these  lists 
will  show  future  generations  what  was  done  in  this 
day  to  honour  the  memory  of  the  worthy. 

On  July  5th,  1911,  Canada  paid  a  fitting  tribute 
to  the  memory  of  her  heroine,  I/aura  Secord,  thei 
monument  to  whom,  erected  by  the  Dominion 
Government  on  Queenston  Heights,  was  unveiled  by 
Charles  Moss.  The  inscription  on  the  monument 
reads  :  "This  monument  has  been  erected  by  the 
Government  of  Canada  to  Laura  Ingersoll  Secord, 
who  saved  her  husband's  life  in  the  battle  on  these 
heights,  October  13,  1812,  and  who  risked  her  own 
in  conveying  to  Captain  Fitzgibbon  information  by 
which  he  won  the  victory  of  Beaver  Dams." 

The  Bishop  of  Toronto  dedicated  and  unveiled  a 
memorial  window  and  tablet  in  memory  of  the  late 
Archbishop  Sweatman  in  St.  Alban's  Cathedral 
(Anglican)  on  June  14,  1911. 
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The  Canadian  High  Comma  ssi  oner,  Lord 
Strathcona,  unveiled  in  London,  England,  on  June 
16,  1911,  a  memorial  tablet  in  the  room  in  West- 
minster Palace  Hotel,  where  forty-four  years  e.go 
(June,  1867)  the  Act  of  Canadian  Union  was  fram- 
ed. 

A  memorial  pulpit  was  erected  in  the  old  Eng- 
lish Church,  St.  Thomas,  Ont.,  in  June,  1911,  in 
memory  of  Maurice  Scollard  Baldwin,  Bishop  of 

On  June  22,  1911,  the  date  of.  the  Coronation  of 
King  George  and  Queen  Mary,  the  People's  Chimes 
in  St.  John's  Church,  Peterborough,  Ont.,  were 
dedicated  with  great  ceremony. 

The  citizens  of  Thamcsville,  Ont.,  have  erected  a 
boulder  on  the  battlefield  of  Moraviantown  to  com- 
nu'inorate  the  military  prowess  of  the  great  Indian 
Chief,  Tecumseh.  The  inscription  reads  :  "Here  on 
October  5,  1813,  was  fought  the  Battle  of  the 
Thames  and  here  Tecumseh  fell.  Erected  by  the  citi- 
zens of  Thamesville  A.D.  1911." 

The  Nova  Scotia  Historical  Society  is  marking 
notable  spots  in  Halifax  by  placing  aluminum^  tab- 
lets signifying  the  historic  events  to  be  commemor- 
ated. A  tablet  was  placed  on  the  gate  post  of  the 
residence  of  the  Honourable  B.  F.  Pearsons,  at 
Emscotte,  Northwest  Arm,  marking  the  birthplace* 
of  Joseph  Howe  who  was  born  in  1804.  Governor 
MacGregor  unveiled  it  on  July  24,  1911,  and  Mr. 
Justice  Russell  gave  a  fine  and  very  appreciative 
eulogy  of  Howe. 

The  South  African  Memorial,  which  stands  at 
the  foot  of  University  Avenue,  Toronto,  was  com- 
pleted in  September,  "1911,  by  the  placing  in  posi- 
tion of  the  apex  figure. 

The  Nova  Scotia  Historical  Society  unveiled 
another  tablet  on  October  10,  1911,  to  mark  the  site 
of.  the  first  printing  press,  and  the  place  in  Halifax 
where  the  first  newspaper  published  in  Canada  was 
printed.^  The  press  was  established  in  1751  by  Bar- 
tholomew Green,  jr.,  and  the  first  newspaper,  "The 
Halifax  Gazette,"  was  published  by  John  Bushel  in 
1852, 
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At  the  meeting  of  the  Women's  Canadian  His- 
torical Society  held  in  Ottawa  on  October  27,  1911, 
a  committee-  was  formed  to  bring  before  Parliament 
the  matter  of  a  symbolical  memorial,  to  be  placed 
on  the  Plaza  between  the  two  bridges.  The  ladies 
are  also  most  anxious  to  have  definite  arrange- 
ments made  for  the  erection  of  a  statue  of  Colonel 
By. 

The  twelve-pounder  gun  which  was  part  of  the 
armament  of  "D"  Battery,  Royal  Canadian  Field 
Artillery,  in  the  South  African  campaign,  is  to  be 
placed  in  the  City  Hall  Square,  Ottawa,  according 
to  a  decision  made  on  November  2,  1911. 

A  stained  glass  window  in  St.  George's  Church. 
John  St.,  Toronto,  in  memory  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Goldwiii  Smith,  was  dedicated  on  Saturday,  Decem- 
ber 16,  1911.  Mrs.  Smith  was  identified  with  the 
work  of  St.  George's  for  about  fifty  years  and  the 
window  is  placed  immediately  above  the  pew  for- 
merly occupied  by  her. 

The  association  formed  in  Toronto  with  the  ob- 
ject of  having  a  suitable  memorial  erected  to  com- 
memorate the  victories  of  the  War  of  1 812  waited 
on  Premier  Borden  on  February  5,  1912,  and  receiv- 
ed his  promise  of  favorable  consideration  to  a  re- 
quest that  the  Government  build  a  suitable  memor- 
ial arch  in  Queen's  Park,  Toronto. 

Mr.  John  Ross  Robertson  of  Toronto  presented 
his  most  valuable  collection  of  historical  pictures 
to  the  Toronto  Public  Library  Board,  for  the  free 
use  of  the  citizens  of  Toronto,  on  January  29,  1912. 
The  collection  is  the  result  of  over  thirty  years' 
work  and  represents  a  large  expenditure  of  money. 
It  is  the  most  complete  collection  of  prints,  maps 
and  pictures  of  Upper  Canadian  History  in  exist- 
ence. 

On  January  19,  1912,  a  memorial  tablet  was  uii- 
veiled  at  the  new  Public  Library  building  in  Toron- 
to by  Mr.  Justice  Kelly.  It  tells  of  the  events 
which  marked  the  progress  and  completion  of  the 
building  and  mentions  Andrew  Carnegie,  "Esq., 
through  whose  generosity  it  was  erected!'  The  tab- 
let is  of  bronze  and  the  lettering  is  in  relief.- 
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The  Toronto  City  Council  decided,  on  February 
19,  1912,  to  commemorate  the  heroism  of  Burrell 
Hecock  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  who  gave  his  life  in  an 
attempt  to  save  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eldridge  Stanton  of 
Toronto,  who  lost  their  lives  on  the  ice  bridge  at 
Niagara  on  February  4,  1912.  A  suitable  tablet  will 
be  erected  by  the  joint  efforts  of  the  City  of  Toron- 
to, City  of  Niagara  Falls,  Ont.,  and  Queen  Victoria 
Niagara  Falls  Park  Commission. 

A  memorial  pulpit  is  being  erected  in  St. 
George's  Church,  Graf  ton,  to  the  memory  of  the 
late  Lieutenant-Colonel  R.  G.  Rogers.  In  the  same 
church  memorial  windows  have  been  placed  for  Ven- 
erable Archdeacon  Wilson,  Mr.  Herbert  Hammond 
and  Mr.  Charles  Henry  Vernon. 

A  monument  to  the  memory  of  Edward  Han- 
Ian,  for  many  years:  champion  oarsman  of  the 
world,  is  proposed.  It  will  probably  stand  at  Han- 
lan's  Point  on  the  Island  in  Toronto  Harbor. 

The  Orange  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  West,  at  a 
meeting  held  at  London,  Ontario,  on  March  13, 
1912,  instructed  the  Muir  Memorial  Committee  to 
proceed  at  once  with  the  erection  of  the  monument 
to  the  author  of,  "The  Maple  Leaf"  in  Mount  Pleas- 
ant Cemetery,  Toronto,  with  the  idea  of  having  it 
unveiled  on  Dominion  Day,  1912. 

On  April  14,  1912,  the  Government  at  Ottawa 
asked  for  the  sculptural  designs  for  the  King  Ed- 
ward Memorial  to  be  erected  at  Ottawa.  The 
memorial  is  to  cost  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  and: 
the  competition  for  designs  is  open  to  British  sub- 
jects the  world  over. 

Sir  John  Gibson,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  On-. 
tario,  formally  dedicated  a  King  Edward  memorial 
fountain  at  Burlington  on  May  3.  1912.  It  was 
built  by  popular  subscription  of  the  citizens  of  Bur- 
lington as  a  tribute  to  the.  humanitarian  acts  of 
the  late  King. 

On  May  7,  1912,  the  Montreal  City  Council  vot- 
ed to  give  the  sum  of  $10,000  as  a  civic  grant  to  the 
Cartier  Memorial  Fund,  which  is  being  raised  to 
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erect  a  suitable  monument  to  the  great  statesman 
on  the  slopes  of  Mount  Royal. 

Work  was  started  on  May  10,  1912,  on  the 
Plains  of  Abraham  to  make  the  Quebec  Battlefields 
Park.  The  Federal  Government  has  granted  $114,- 
500  to  be  spent  on  this  project  and  more  will  be 
added  to  this  amount  as  it  is  required. 

A  granite  monument  with  suitable  inscription 
was  unveiled  on  May  18,  1911,  to  the  memory  of 
Alexander  Muir,  the  author  of  Canada's  National 
Anthem,  "The  Maple  Leaf."  Mr.  Muir  wasi  toorn  in 
1830  and  died  in  1906. 

DEATH  OF  PROMINENT  CANADIANS. 

William  Carlyle,  for  over  thirty  years  public 
school  inspector  of  Oxford  County,  died  suddenly  at 
Woodstock,  Ont.,  on  June  25,  1911,  aged  seventy. 
He  was  a  nephew  of  Thomas  Carlyle,  the  author. 

In  June,  1911,  the  Reverend  Dr.  W.  J.  Hunter, 
a  prominent  Methodist  preacher,  died. 

Rev.  Dr.  W.  A.  J.  Martin,  Convener  of  the  For- 
eign Missions  Committee  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  died  at  Brantford  on  June  26,  1912.  Dr. 
Martin  was  pastor  of  the  Zion  Presbyterian  Church 
for  the  past  twelve  years  and  was  49  years  of  age 
when  he  died. 

Mr.  Charles  Fraser  Aylesworth  of  Madoc  died 
on  June  26,  1911.  Mr.  Aylesworth  who  was  born  at 
Odessa,  Ont.,  on  March  5,  1834,  entered  the  service 
of  the  Government  in  1863  when  Quebec  was  still 
the  Capital  and  when  he  retired  in  1903  he  was  In- 
spector of  Colonization  Roads. 

The  Most  Reverend  Dennis  O'Connor,  C.S.B., 
D.D.,  former  Archbishop  of  Toronto,  died  at  the 
novitiate  of  the  Basilian  Order  on  St.  Clair  Avenue, 
Toronto,  on  June  30.  1911.  Archbishop  O'Connor 
was  born  of  Irish  parentage  in  Pickering  township 
on  March  28,  1841.  He  was  made  Archbishop  of 
Toronto  in  1898  and  reftired  in  May,  1908. 

The  Mayor  of  Waterloo,  Ont.,,  Mr.  Graybill, 
died  suddenly  on  June  29,  1911.  He  had  been  a 
member  of  the  council  for  thirty-eight  years  and 
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was  elected  Mayor  by  acclamation  in  1910  and  1911. 

Mr.  Joseph  A.  Cook,  one  of  the  most  prominent 
business  iinjn  in  London,  Ont.,  died  on  August  25, 
1911,  aged  49  years. 

At  Welland,  Ont.,  on  October  8,  1911,  David 
Cooper,  the  oldest  pioneer  business  man  of  the 
village,  died.  He  was  born  in  Scotland,  June  2, 
1825,  and  came  to  Canada  in  1850. 

The  Very  Reverend  Stewart  Houston,  Dean  of 
Niagara,  died  in  Toronto  on  October  9,  1911.  He 
was  born  in  Carleton  Place  in  1834  and  served  in 
the  Ministry  for  fifty-one  years,  all  of  which  time 
he  was  in  the,  Diocese  of  Niagara.  He  was  ordained 
priest  in  1859  by  Bishop  Strachan. 

Sir  John  Carling  died  at  London,  Ontario,  on 
Noveint)er  6,  1911.  Sir  John  was  born  in  London 
township,  Ont.,  in  1828,  and  received  his  education* 
in  the  City  of  London.  In  1857  he  first  entered  poli- 
tics as  a  Conservative  member  in  the  old  Canada 
Legislature.  He  is  credited  with  having  brought 
Sir  John  A.  Macclonald  and  the  Hon.  George  Brown, 
together  at  the  time  of  Confederation.  His  career 
as  a  member  was  a  long  one  and  he  occupied  a  posi- 
tion as  member  without  portfolio  in  the  Cabinet  of 
Sir  John  Thompson.  He  was  first  appointed  to  the 
Senate  in  1891,  resigned  in  1892,  and  was  reappoint- 
ed  in  1896.  He  was  created  a  K.C.M.G.  on  June  3, 
1893- 

Sir  James  MacPherson  LeMoine,  the  distin- 
guished historian  and  literateur,  died  at  his  resi- 
dence, "Spencer  Grange,"  at  Quebec  City  on  Febru- 
ary 5)  I9i2,  in  the  eighty-seventh  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  born  at  Quebec  in  1825.  Sir  James  collect- 
ed or  produced  over  thirty  volumes  of  invaluable 
Canadiana.  His  first  work  of  importance,  "Maple 
Leaves,"  was  issued  nearly  half  a  century  ago  and 
contained  historical  and  legendary  lore  relating  to 
the  city  and  environs  of  Quebec. 

John  Lang  Blaikie,  one  of  Toronto's  oldest 
financiers  and  most  respected  citizens,  died  of  pneu- 
monia at  the  age  of  89  years  on  February  19,  1912. 
He  was  born  in  Scotland  on  May  9,  1823,  came  to 
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Toronto  when  35  years  of  age  and,  together  with 
the  late  Mr.  William  Alexander,  formed  the  finan- 
cial brokerage  firm  of  Blaikie  and  Alexander  and  for 
54  yeans  was  identified  with  that  firm.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  he  was  president  of  four  of  Toron- 
to's large  institutions. 

The  Hon.  William  Miller,  P.C.,  K.C.,  the  last 
of  the  Senators  appointed  by  Royal  proclamation 
in  1867,  died  at  his  home  in  ^Ottawa,  February  23, 
1912.  Senator  Miller  was  born  at  Antigonish,  N.S., 
on  February  12,  1834.  He  sat  in  the  Nova  Scotia 
xAssembly  from  1863  until  the  Union.  In  1891  he 
was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Privy  Council  of 
Canada. 

The  Hon.  Edward  Blake,  K.C.,  LL.D.,  died  at 
his  home  in  Toronto  on  March  T,  1912.  He  was 
born  on  October  13,  1833,  at  Adelaide,  now  Cairn- 
gorm, Ont.,  educated  at  Upper  Canada  College  and 
University  of  Toronto,  and  called  to  the  Bar  in 
1856.  He  began  his  political  career  in  1867  and  ac- 
cepted the  leadership  of  the  I/iberal  party  in  the 
Legislature  in  1869,  formed  £he  Administration  of 
1871  and  later  became  a  member  of  the  Federal 
Cabinet  under  Mr.  Mackenzie.  He  was  made  a 
Privy  Councillor,  November  7,  1873,  and  resigned 
because  of  ill-health  in  February,  1874.  He  was 
made  Minister  of  .Justice  in  1875.  He  accepted  the 
the;  invitation  of  the  Irish  Parliamentary  party  and 
was  a  member  of  the  British  House  of  Commons 
from  1892  to  1907.  He  was  elected  Chancellor  of 
the  University  of  Toronto  in  1873.  He  founded  a 
scholarship  in  Political  Science  in  1888,  $2,500,  and 
Junior  Matriculation  in  1891,  $20,000.  He  married 
Margaret,  daughter  of  Rt.  Rev.  Benjamin  Cronyn, 
first  Bishop  of  Huron,  in  1858.  His  ability  as  an 
orator  and  his  achievements  as  a  lawyer  and  states- 
man make  him  a  figure  never  to  be  forgotten. 

The  Hon.  Andrew  A.  Macdonald,  Senator  from 
Prince  Bdward  Island,  died  at  Ottawa  on  March 
21,  1912,  at  the  age  of  83  years.  He  was  born  at 
Three  Rivers,  P.K.I.,  in  1829,  and  entered  politics  in 
1853,  was  Ivieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  from 
1884  to  1891,  when  he  was  elevated  to  the  Senate. 
He  was  one  of  the  Fathers  of  Confederation. 
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Mr.  Frederick  R.  Lingham,  one  of  Belleville's 
prominent  citizens  who  played  an  important  part  in 
the  development  of  South  Africa,  died  in  that  city 
on  March  31,  1912,  at  60  years  of  age.  He  was  one 
of  the  Jamievson  Raiders  and  was  at  one  time  im- 
prisoned in  Pretoria  by  President  Paul  Kruger.  He 
with  his  wife  founded  St.  Agnes1  School  for  Girls  in 
1903- 

Although  Mr.  Charles  Melville  Hays,  who  lost 
his  life  in  the  wreck  of  the  steamer  Titanic  on  Mon- 
day morning,  April  15,  1912,  was  not,  strictly 
speaking,  a  Canadian,  we  have  grown  to  look  upon 
him  as  one  since  his  appointment  as  General  Mana- 
ger of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  System  in  Janu- 
ary, 1896.  Mr.  Hays  was  born  at  Rock  Island,  Il- 
linois, on  May  .6,  1856,  and  was  a  railroad 
man  all  his  life.  His  advance  was  steady  and  when 
he  accepted  the  presidency  of  the  Grand  Trunk  in1 
October,  1899,  and  with  it  the  presidency  of  several 
other  companies,  it  was  recognized  that  he  was  the 
very  best  man  for  the  position.  A  Montreal  paper 
says  of  him,  "A  splendid  example  of  what  brains, 
pluck  and  industry  kan  overcome  and  accomplish." 

Mr.  Archibald  MacMurchy  died  at  Toronto  on 
April  27,  1912,  aged  80  years.  Mr.  MacMurchy  was 
a  well-known,  educationist,  having  been  engaged  in 
the  profession  of  teaching  from  1859  to  1900.  He 
was  born  in  Kintyre,  Argyleshire,  Scotland,  1832, 
and  came  to  Canada  with  his  parents  in  1840.  He 
was  interested  in  many  public  institutions  and  was 
for  many  years  editor  of  The  Canadian  Educational 
Monthly.  Mr.  MacMurchy  was  for  a  long  time  Sec- 
retary of  the  Ontario  Teachers'  Association  and  af- 
terwards President.  He  was  also  for  many  years  a 
member  of  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Dominion  Board  of  Rail- 
way Commissioners,  Mr.  James  P.  Mabee, 
died  at  Toronto  on  May  6,  1912.  James  P.  Mabee 
was  born  in  1859  at  Port  Rowan  in  Norfolk  Coun- 
ty. He  was  educated  at  the  High  School  in  the 
same  place  and  then  studied  law.  He  was  called  to 
the  Bar  at  23  years  of  age  and  for  five  years  prac- 
tised at  Listowel.  After  this  he  lived  in  Stratford. 
He  was  then  made  a  High  Court  Judge  in  which 
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capacity  he  ranked  very  high.  His  greatest  work 
was  done  as  Chairman  of  the  Railway  Commission- 
ers. He  held  the  office  a  little  more  than  four  years 
and  his  judicial  experience  admirably  fitted  himifor 
the  position. 

Miss  Agnes  Deans  Cameron,  the  well-known  au- 
thor^and  lecturer,  died  at  Victoria,  B.C.,  on  May 
13,  1912.  Miss  Cameron  was  born  in  Victoria  in 
1863  and  lived  her  life  in  that  city.  She  taught 
school  for  1 8  years.  She  has  lectured  frequently  in 
the  East  and  has  written  several  books.  Her  books, 
^b€st._  known. 

CANADIAN  CHURCHEvS. 

Work  was  begun  in  June,  1911,  on  the  erection 
of  Deer  Park  Presbyterian  Church,  corner  of  St. 
Clair  Ave.  and  Foxbar  road,  Toronto  It  is  to  cost 
$70,000.  The  corner  stone  was  laid  on  Saturday, 
August  19,  1911. 

The  West  Presbyterian  Church  of  Toronto  start- 
ed in - June,  1911,  the  work  on  a  new  church  and 
school  to  be  erected  on  the  south-west  corner  of 
College  St.  and  Montrose  Ave.  A  picture  of  the 
church  taken  from  architect's  plans  appeared  in  the 
Toronto  papers  of  June  16,  1911. 

St.  Andrew's  Church,  Presbyterian,  Niagara- 
on-the-Lake,  celebrated  its  one  hundred  and  seven- 
teenth anniversary  on  August  20,  1911.  The  services 
held  were  attended  by  many  prominent  Presbjyter- 
ians  and  an  historical  sketch  was  read  by  Miss 
Janet  Carnochan. 

A  new  church  at  North  Riverdale,  called  the1 
Danforth  Baptist  Church,  was  completed  in  Novem- 
ber, 1911.  It  cost  $20,000  and  has  a  seating  capaci- 
ty of  650. 

The  new  Parkdale  Baptist  Church  at  the  corner 
of  Queen  and  Callender  streets  was  formally  opened 
with  appropriate  services  on  Sunday,  February  n, 
1912. 

The  congregation  of  the  new  Grace  Church 
(Anglican)  proposes  to  build  a  church  to  cost  fco,- 
ooo  and  an  $8,000  rectory  this  year  (1912)  at  the 
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corner  of  Russell  Hill  Road     and     Lonsdale    Road, 
Toronto. 

The  corner  stone  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene  (Angli- 
can) Church,  Picton,  was  laid  by  Mr.  Aubrey  Whi£e 
with  Masonic  honours  on  May  10,  1912.  The  church 
is  to  cost  $40,000. 

CANADIAN   BUILDINGS. 

A  despatch  from;  Guelph,  Ontario,  dated  June 
18,  1911,  stated  that  the  Priory  building  which  was 
built  of  logs  about  1827  by  Sir  John  Gait  for  the 
Canada  Company  and  which  has  been  used  for  the 
past  25  years  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  as  a 
passenger  station,  was  to  be  torn  down  as  the  cotnt- 
pany's  new  station  was  completed. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  new  Macdonald  School, 
named  after  the  late  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald,  was 
laid  on  Sept.  28,  1911,  at  Kingston,  Ont. 

Gordon  Hall,  the  chemistry  building  given  to 
Queen's  University,  Kingston,  by  the  Ontario  Gov- 
ernment, was  formally  opened  by  the  Hon.  Dr. 
Pyne  on  October  18,  1911.  On  the  same  afternoon, 
Mr.  James  Douglas,  LL.D.,  of  New  York,  a  Queen's 
graduate  of  1858,  laid  the  corner  stone  of  the  Nichol 
metallurgy  building.  Prof.  William  Nichol  of  King- 
ston gave  $40,000  towards  the  cost  of  this  new 
building. 

On  November  30,  1911,  the  Duchess  of  Con- 
naught  laid  the  corner  stone  of.  the  Frances  E.  Wil- 
lard  School  for  Girls  in  Gerrard  St.,  Toronto.  The 
building  is  to  cost  $62,000. 

The  Carnegie  Library  at  Hanover,  Ont.,  was 
formally  opened  by  the  Orangeville  District  library 
Institute  on  March  12,  1912. 

The  two  Ministers  of  Agriculture  laid  the  corner 
stone  of  the  Dominion  and  Provincial  Governments' 
building  at  the  Exhibition  grounds  in  Toronto  on 
April  25,  1912.  The  building  will  cost  '$135,000,  will 
be  of  steel,  concrete  and  red  brick  construction,  with 
stone  trimmings,  and  will  be  of  free  English  Re- 
naissance styles  of  architecture. 
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His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Connaught  laid 
the  corner  stone  of  the  extension  to  be  built  to  the 
Canadian  Military  Institute,  Toronto,  on  Saturday, 
May  18,  1912. 

The  Alexandra  School,  one  of  the  finest  public 
school  buildings  in  Ontario,  was  formally  opened  at 
London  on  May  15,  1912,  by  the  Hon.  Dr.  Pyne, 
Minister  of  Education, 

CANADIAN  HISTORICAL  EVENTS. 

Pickering  township  commemorated  the  centen- 
nial of  its^founding  ,on  June  22  and  23,  1911,  when 
about  3,000  of  its  citizens  gathered  and  held  relig- 
ious, musical  and  historical  services.  The  township 
assumed  political  identity  in  March,  1811.  The  cele- 
bration was  held  at  Brougham. 

Announcement  was  made  early  in  1911  of  the 
establishment  by  Queen's  University,  Kingston,  and 
the  endowment  by  Dr.  Douglas,  one  of  the  alutmni 
of  that  institution,  of  a  chair  of  British  Colonial 
history.  Prof.  W.  L.  Grant,  whose  appointment  to 
fill  the  chair  was  made,  is  particularly  well  suited 
for  the  work,  his  Oxford  training  having  been,  in  as- 
sociation with  Prof.  Egerton,  who  fills  there  a  chair 
devoted  to  the  same  sort  of  work. 

On  September  I,  1911,  at  the  National  Exhibi- 
tion, Toronto,  the  York  Pioneers  had  their  annual 
dinner  at  which  a  hundred  sat  down.  The  old  York 
Pioneer  Cabin,  which  is  still  preserved,  was  visited. 
This  cabin  was  the  first  Legislative  Assembly  hall 
for  Ontario  and  later  the  home  of  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor John  Graves  Simcoe.  Many  valuable  relics 
are  housed  in  this  old  building. 

The  Kingston  Historical  Society  on  December 
15,  1911,  appointed  a  committee  to  wait  on  the 
City  Council  to  ask  assistance  in  purchasing  the  old 
frame  house  on  Queen  St\  in  which  the  first  Council 
of  Upper  Canada,  presided  over  by  Governor  Sim- 
coe, met  in  the  year  1793.

U.   S.  MEMORIALS  AND  MONUMENTS. 

At  old  Fort  Niagara,  N.Y.,  on  June  25,  1911, 
with  international  ceremony  befitting  the  solemn 
occasion,  the  remains  of  four  British  soldiers  of  the 
8th  King's  Royal  (Liverpool)  Regiment  were 
buried.  The  remains  which  were  found  during  the 
course  of  recent  excavations,  were  kept  by  the 
American  military  authorities  until  the  annual  en- 
campment of  the  troops. 

A  monument  to  the  memory  of  Henry  Hudson 
on  Spuyten  Duyvil  Hill,  N.Y.,  is  nearing  comple- 
tion. The  figure  of  the  great  discoverer  to  surmount 
the  monument  was  completed  by  Karl  Bitter.  The 
figure  is  15  feet  high  and  will  make  the  total  eleva- 
tion 315  feet. 

An  elaborate  gateway,  as  the  main  entrance  to 
Union  College.  Schenectady,  N.Y.,  was  dedicated  on 
June  13,  1911,  to  the  memory  of  John  Howard 
Payne,  the  author  of  "Home /Sweet  Home." 

The  memorial  to  Christopher  Columibfcs  which  is 
to  be  erected  in  front  of  the  main  entrance  to  the 
Union  Station  at  Washington,  D.C.,  will  be  of  white 
marble.  It  will  include  a  statue  of  Columbus.  The 
memorial  was  designed  by  Larado  Taft  and  is  to  be 
completed  in  May,  1912. 

The  old  stepping-stone  which  for  700  years  stood 
in  the  public  square  at  Hingham,  England,  was  pre- 
sented to  the  town  of  Hingham,  Mass.,  on  October 
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9,  1911,  by  the  Hon.  James  Bryce,  British  Embas- 
sador  at  Washington,  who  performed  the  pleasant 
duty  on  behalf  of  the  residents  of  the  English  town. 
The  object  was  to  commemorate  the  landing  of  the 
Pilgrim  settlers  at  Hingham,  Mass.,  just  275  years 
ago. 

New  York  Cit?y  was  presented  with  a  beautiful 
bronze  statue  of  William  Cullen  Bryant  on  October 
24,  1911,  by  the  Century  Association.  It  overlooks 
the  park  bearing  the  poeft's  name. 

On  October  28,  1911,  a  bronze  statue  of  Colonel 
Robert  G.  Ingersoll  was  unveiled  in  Glen  Oak  Park 
at  Peoria,  111.,  by  his  grandson,  Robert  G.  Inger- 
soll Brown  of  New  York.  Mrs.  Ingersoll,  widow  of 
the  Colonel,  was  present. 

At  Frankfort,  Ky.,  on  November  8,  1911,  in  the 
presence  of  President  Taft,  Governor  Wilson  ofi  New 
Jersey,  Colonel  Watfterson  and  many  other  distin- 
guished Americans,  a  beautiful  statue  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  was  unveiled. 

An  imposing  granite  memorial,  standing  where 
the  cabin  was  built  in  which  Abraham  Lincoln  was 
born  at  Hodgenville,  Ky.,  was  dedicated  on  Novem- 
ber 9,  1911,  and  accepted  for  the  nation  by  President 
Taft. 

A  memorial  cross  has  been  erected  at  Great 
Gully  Brooh,  near  Farley's  Point  on  Cayuga  Lake, 
to  the  early  Jesuit  missionaries  who  brought  the 
Gospel  to  the  Iroquois  of  Central  New  York  and 
who  built  in  1656  the  first  house  of  Christian  wor- 
ship in  Western  New  York. 

A  beautiful  monument  was  completed  in  Los 
Angeles,  Cal.,  in  November,  1911,  which  was  erect- 
ed to  the  memory  of  the  men  who  lost  their  lives 
in  the  explosion  which  wrecked  the  building  of  The 
Times  newspaper  on  October  I,  1911. 

The  New  Hampshire  Historical,  Society  dedicat- 
ed its  new  home  at  Concord,  N.Y.,  on  November  23, 
1911.  The  building  was  the  gift  of  Edward  Tuck  of 
Paris,  France,  and  Exeter,  N.H. 

The  United  States  Senate  considered  a  plan  of 
celebration  of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
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Treaty  of  Ghent  early  in  December,  1911.  The  plan 
involved  an  expenditure  of  $7,500,000.  The  question 
of  a^suitable  boundary  monument  on  one  of  the 
Thousand  Islands  was  discussed. 

Salem,  Mass.,  is  to  erect  a  handsome  monu- 
ment to  cost  550,000  to  the  memory  of  Nathaniel 
Hawthorne,  author  of  4i'The  Scarlet  Letter,"  "The 
House  of  Seven  Gables,"  uTanglewood  Tales,"  etc. 
That  was  his  native  city. 

The  early  home  of  Samuel  M.  Clemens  (Mark 
Twain)  was  presented  to  the  city  of  Hannibal,  Mo., 
on  May  15,  1912.  It  will  be  kept  as  a  memorial  to 
the  great  humorist. 

PROMINENT  PEOPLE  DEAD. 

Dr.  Joseph  Bell,  the  noted  Scottish  surgeon, 
who  was  the  original  of  the  character  of  "Sherlock 
Holmes,"  died  at  Midlothian  on  October  4,  1911. 
He  was  born  in  Edinburgh  in  1837  and  was  an  in- 
structor of  Conan  Doyle  in  that  city.  His  hobby 
was  the  study  of  mysterious  crimes. 

Howard  Pyle  of  Wilmington,  Del.,  the  American 
artist,  died  in  Florence,  Italy,  on  November  9,  1911. 
Mr.  Pyle  was  58  years  old. 

Miss  Clara  Barton,  founder  of  the  American  Red 
Cross  Society,  and  one  of  the  best  known  women  in 
the  world,  died  at  her  home  at  Glen  Echo,  Md.,  on 
April  12,  1912.  Miss  Barton  was  born  at  North 
Oxford,  Mass.,  on  Christmas  Day,  December  25, 
1821.  Her  name  was  known  wherever  famine,  war 
or  disaster  visited  the  people  of  a  country,  fromi  Ar- 
menia to  Cuba,  from  Russia  to  the  United  States. 
She  won  the  Iron  Cross  of  Germany.  The  decora- 
tions and  diplomas  of  Baden,  Austria,  Servia,  Tur- 
key, Armenia,  Switzerland,  Spain,  Russia  and  Bel- 
gium were  conferred  upon  her. 

Mr.  Justin  McCarthy,  novelist  and  historian, 
died  at  Folkestone,  England,  on  Ap>ril  24,  1912.  He 
was  born  at  Cork  on  November  '22,  1830.  As  a 
young  man  he  was  a  newspaper  editor  of  note  and 
later  figured  in  the  British  Parliament  as  a  leader 
of  the  Anti-Parnellites.  He  was  the  author  of  sev- 
eral novels,  but  his  most  important  work  was  "A 
History  of  Our  Own  Times." 
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King  Frederick  VIII  of  Denmark  died  suddenly 
at  Hamburg  on  May  15,  1912.  King  Frederick  was 
the  elder  brother  of  Queen  Alexandra  and  father  of 
the  reigning  King  Haakon  of  Norway.  He  was  con- 
nected by  ties  of  blood  with  most  of  the  reigning 
families  of  Europe. 

MONUMENTS  AND  ^MEMORIALS. 

On  October  I,  1911,  at  Dublin,  a  great  demon- 
stration took  place  when  a  monument  to  the  mem- 
ory of  Charles  Stewart  Parnell  was  unveiled. 

On  June  4,  1911,  a  monument,  which  cost  $6,- 
000,000  and  which  took  26  years  to  build,  to  the 
memory  of  King  Victor  Emanuel  II ,  was  dedicated 
by  King  Victor  Emanuel  at  the  Capital,  Rome, 
Italy. 

A'  monument  has  been  erected  in  the  Luxem- 
bourg Gardens,  Paris,  France,  to  the  memory  of 
Paul  Verlaine,  the  poet.  The  inscription  reads  sim- 
ply, "Paul  Verlaine,  1844-1896." 

In  Princess  St.,  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  on  June 
7,  1911,  a  monument  was  dedicated  to  Sir  James 
Y.  Simpson  on  the  centenary  of  his  birth.  He  in- 
vented chloroform. 

Colonel  Robert  M.  Thompson,  President  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Society  of  New  York,  presided  at  the 
unveiling  of  a  bronze  tablet  in  the  memory  of  Wil- 
liam Penn,  at  the  Church  of  All  Hallows,  Tower 
Hill,  Barking,  England,  on  July  13,  1911.  This  was 
the  church  in  which  the  great  peacemaker  was  bap- 
tized. 

A  monument  was  completed  at  Alder  shot,  Eng- 
land, on  December  15,  1911,  to  the  memory  of  Lieut. 
Gzowski,  a  Toronto  soldier  who  died  there  during 
the  visit  of  the  Q.O.R.  in  1910. 

At  Khartoum,  a  new  cathedral  was  consecrated 
on  January  26,  1912.  It  \vas  built  as  a  memorial 
to  General  Charles  Gordon,  who  was  killed  when 
that  city  was  captured  by  the  Mahdists. 

A  memorial  window  for  John  Bunyan  was  un- 
veiled in  Westminster  Abbey,  London,  on  January 
25,  1912 — 224  years  after  his  death.  The  window  il- 
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lustrates  scenes  from  his  most    noted     work,    "Pil- 
grim's Progress." 

The  grave  of  Brigadier  General  John  Nicholson 
who  led  the  assault  on  Delhi  and  who  fell  in  the 
hour  of  victory,  and  died  September  23,  1858,  has 
been  suitably  marked  by  the  erection  of  a  beautiful 
statue  of  the  great  soldier.  It  stands  near  the 
Kashmir  Gate  at  Delhi. 

A  monument  was  unveiled  to  the  memory  of 
Louis  Pierre  Mokillard  on  February  25,  1912,  in 
Hcliopolis,  just  outside  Cairo,  France.  It  was 
erected  by  the  French  National  Aerian  League  as  a 
token  of  gratitude  to  the  man  of  their  nation  who 
has  allowed  the  French  to  claim  as  a  national  dis- 
covery the  means  whereby  human  aviation  has  be- 
come possible. 

On  April  12,  1912,  after  a  celebration  in  which 
over  10,000  marines  from  the  combined  French  and 
British  fleets  took  part  at  Nice,  France,  an  impos- 
ing monument  was  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  the 
late  Queen  Victoria,  and  on  April  13,  1912,  a  statue 
of  the  late  King  Edward  VII  was  unveiled  at 
Cannes,  France. 

Plans  have  been  accepted  in  London  for  a 
memorial  to  Edward  the  Peacemaker,  which  will  be 
erected  at  once  in  the  Green  Park  in  London,  Eng- 
land. It  will  cost  #100,000. 

CONCLUSION. 

Your  committee  thus  briefly  mentions  some  of 
the  historic  news  collected  during  the  year  just 
past. 

Canada  has  been  more  active  in  marking  his- 
toric spots  than  in  other  years.  The  fact  that  we 
are  now  celebrating  the  one  hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  war  of  1812  should  stimulate  interest  in  our 
history.  If  the  Government  of  this  country  wishes 
to  build  a  substantial  memorial  to  the  memory  of 
the  heroes  of  that  war  it  could  do  nothing  better 
than  adopt  the  suggestion  of  Professor  Grant  of 
Queen's  University  and  build  a  home  for  the  On- 
tario Historical  Society  in  the  citv  of  Toronto,  a

building  which  would  always  be  an    attraction    for 
the  student  of  history.

CENTENNIAL  TABLETS  UNVEILED. 

Before  the  close  of  the  session,  tht  President  ask- 
ed Mr.  Clarence  M.  Warner  to  preside  over  the  meet- 
ing. Thereupon  Mr.  Warner  introduced  Mrs.  A.  T. 
Harshaw,  Napanee,  who  addressed  the  meeting  as 
follows  : — 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 
At  the  request  of  the  President  oi  our  local  His- 
torical Society,  and  as  the  representative  of  the 
"United  Empire  Loyalist"  Chapter  oi  the  Imperial 
Order,  Daughters  of  the  Empire,  of  which  I  have  the 
honor  to  be  Regent,  I  appear  before  you  this  after- 
noon, and  would  ask  your  attention  for  a  few  mo- 
ments. 

The  occasion  is  particularly  felicitous,  and  is 
one  with  which  our  organization  is  very  much  in 
sympathy  :  indeed,  it  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to 
say,  as  representing  the  Imperial  Order,  that  the 
local  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Empire  esteem 
it  a  very  great  privilege  to  be  so  closely  associated 
with  the  first  centenary  celebration,  held  in  Canada, 
commemorative  of  the  war  of  1812,  and  of  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society, 
which  assemblage  we,  with  other  townspeople,  join 
in  welcoming. 

The  pleasant  task  devolves  upon  me,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, and  members  of  the  Lennox  and  Addington 
Historical  Society,  to  present  to  you,  on  behalf  of 
the  "United  Empire  Loyalist"  Chapter,  I.O.D.E.,  a 
brass  tablet  commemorating  the  events  just  refer- 
red to. 

It  is  especially  gratifying  to  make  this  presenta- 
tion, as  the  enthusiastic  President  and  officers  of 
OUT  Historical  Society  have  done  so  much  to  pro- 
mote a  lively  interest  in  the  annals  and  history  of 
these  old  historic  counties,  and  of  history  in  gen- 
eral. 
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It  is,  therefore,  with  much  pleasure  that  I  now 
unveil  this  tablet,  as  an  evidence  of  th*  interest  and 
good  wishes  of  a  kindred  organization,  and  ask,  Mr. 
President,  the  Society's  acceptance  of  the  same. 

The  tablet  thus  gracefully  presented  bears  the 
inscription  : 

To  Commemorate 
The  First  Centennial  Celebration  held  in  Canada 

of  the  War  of  1812. 
Erected  by  the  United  Empire  Loyalist  Chapter 

I.  O.  D.  E. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Ontario  Historical  Society 
June,  1912. 

Mr.  Warner  accepted  the  tablet  on  behalf  of  the 
Lennox  and  Addington  Historical  Society,  in  whose 
name  he  cordially  thanked  the  members  of  the  Chap- 
ter and  Mrs.  Harshaw. 

The  session  then  adjourned. 

EVENING    SESSION 

WEDNESDAY,  JUNE  5TH 

The  evening  meeting,  largely  attended  by  the 
public,  was  held  in  the  Town  Hah.  His  Worship 
Mayor  W.  T.  Waller  occupied  the  chair  and  welcom- 
ed the  Society  in  the  name  of  the  Town  Council  and 
citizens  of  Napanee.  The  President  of  the  Society, 
Mr.  Williams,  in  replying,  gratefully  acknowledged 
the  hospitality  so  heartily  offered  and  expressed  his 
sense  of  the  public  spirit  evinced  by  the  community 
with  respect  to  the  work  of  the  local  historical  so- 
ciety, which  had  enabled  them  to  preserve  much  val- 
uable material  and  to  house  it  in  a  manner  at  once 
safe  and  convenient. 

ADDRESSES  DELIVERED. 

Mr.  Walter  S.  Herrington,  barrister,  Napanee, 
gave  an  interesting  address  entitled,  "Local  His- 
torical Topics."  He  said  : — 

Since  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  is  pleased 
to  honor  our  town  by  holding  its  annual  convention 
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here,  it  seems  but  right  that  we  upon  our  part 
should  in  some  measure  justify  the  wisdom  of  such 
a  choice.  We  might  content  ourselves  by  accepting 
it  as  a  graceful  recognition  of  the  fact,  that  we  have 
a  live  and  useful  County  Society,  founded  and  nur- 
tured by  an  intelligent  and  untiring  president,  who 
grants  immunity  to  none,  when  he  asserts  his  pre- 
rogative to  search  every  attic  and  lumber-room  in 
the  county,  and  for  the  good  of  the  cause,  to  confis- 
cate every  musty  document  and  record  that  comes 
within  his  reach.  But  we  have  other  claims,  a  few 
of  which  I  will  briefly  enumerate.  This  was  once  a 
famous  tilting  ground,  for  here  those  two  stalwart 
knights,  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald  and  Sir  Richard 
Cartwright,  entered  the  lists  and  broke  many  a 
lance  upon  the  hustings.  Each  had  his  peculiar 
claim  to  the  suffrage  of  the  electors.  Sir  John  had 
spent  the  most  interesting  period  of  his  boyhood 
days  upon  the  .shores  of  Hay  Bay,  where  the  very 
atmosphere  is  impregnated  with  the,  spirit  of  loyal- 
ty, and  it  was  in  a  corner  room  of  a  little  cottage 
of  Clarksville,  notover  five  minutes'  walk  from  this 
hall,  that  he  first  embarked  upon  his  professional 
career.  From  time  almost  immemorial,  the  Cart- 
wright  family  has  been  closely  identified  with  the 
hamlet,  village  and  town  of  Napanee,  and  every 
householder  in  town  can  trace  the  title  of  his  hold- 
ing, back  to  what  is  locally  known  as  the  Cart- 
wright  estate. 

In  the  field  of  literature,  we  have  produced  a 
Sir  Gilbert  Parker,  and  in  the  village  of  Camden 
East,  the  visitor  is  still  shown  the  little  country 
store  where  he  served  his  apprenticeship  behind  the 
counter. 

In  the  neighboring  village  of  Newburgh,  there 
still  lives  our  most  respected  octogenarian,  who 
gave  to  Canada  one  of  her  most  gifted  sons,  Sir 
Alan  Aylesworth.  In  the  same  village  one  of  the 
foremost  educationalists  of  his  day,  first  embarked 
upon  his  brilliant  career  as  an  exponent  of  higher 
education  in  the  Newburgh  Academy,  and  died  in 
harness,  the  beloved  and  honored  President  of  Vic- 
toria University.  I,  of  course,  refer  to  the  late  Rev 
Dr.  S.  S.  Nelles. 
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Canada  has  produced  many  able  jurists,  but  I 
think  1  am  safe  in  claiming  that  no  one  man  con- 
tributed so  much  towards  the  uplifting  of  the  bench 
and  bar  of  Ontario,  as  the  late  Chief  Justice  Hagcr- 
man,  a  native  of  Adolphustown.  Later  on,  men- 
tion will  be  made  of  the  great  men  who  at  some 
period  of  their  lives  were  identified  with  this,  the 
smallest  township  in  the  Province. 

It  was  from  the  town  of  Napanee,  that  the 
Legislature  of  the  Province  secured  its  first  Speak- 
er, in  the  person  of  the  Honorable  John  Stevenson, 
and  the  chairman  of  this  meeting  now  sits  upon  the 
self-same  chair  he  occupied  while  filling  that  posi- 
tion. 

To  our  militia  we  have  contributed  Major  Per- 
ry of  the  North  West  Mounted  Police.  The  indus- 
trial world  is  indebted  to  us  for  M.  J.  Butler, 
C..M.G.,  once  Deputy  Minister  of  Railways  and  Can- 
als, now  president  of  the  Dominion  Steel  and  Coal 
Company.  We  take  an  especial  pride  in  claiming  as 
our  very  own,  one  who  has  endeared  himself  to  the 
great  farming  interests  of  our  country,  and  is  an 
honored  member  of  this  society,  Mr.  C.  C.  James, 
C.M.G.,  LL.D. 

In  this  county  was  first  planted  the  seed,  from 
which  has  sprung  the  great  Methodist  Church  of 
Canada.  In  January.  1790,  William  Losee  came  to 
Adolphustown  to  visit  his  U.  E.  L.  friends  and  rela- 
tives, and  while  there  so  impressed  the  settlers  by 
his  pious  and  saintly  life,  that  upon  their  petition, 
he  was  in  the  following  October,  appointed  the  first 
regular  itinerant  Methodist  preacher  in  Canada.  His 
circuit  extended  from  Kingston  to  the  head  of  the 
Bay  of  Quinte.  The  first  three  regular  Methodist 
classes  in  Canada,  were  organized  in  the  early  part 
of  1791,  on  the  shore  of  Hay  Bay  ;  in  the  village  of 
Bath,  and  in  the  township  of  Fredericksburgh,  re- 
spectively. The  first  Methodist  chapel  was  built  oh 
Paul  Hough's  lot  on  Hay  Bay.  This  old  landmark 
of  Methodism  was  fast  falling  into  decay,  but, 
thanks  to  the  energv  of  another  old  Napanee  boy, 
Mr.  A.  R.  Davis,  C.E.,  suitable  provision  has  been 
made  for  its  restoration  and  preservation.  Amid 
surroundings  that  must  have  suggested  the  humible 
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birth  of  our  Saviour,  the  first  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  administered  to  a  body  of  Metho- 
dists in  Canada,  was  celebrated  in  the  barn  of  a  Mr. 
Parrott,  in  the  first  concession  of  Ernesttown  on 
the  1 5th  of  September,  1792.  The  Canada  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  was  brought  into  being  at  a  con- 
ference held  in  the  old  Switzer  Chapel  in  the  town- 
ship of  Ernesttown,  in  the  month  of  October,  1828. 
I  have  in  my  possession  the  writing  desk  of  the 
"Father  of "  Indian  Missions,"  the  Rev.  William 
Case,  whose  name  is  a  household  word  in  every 
Methodist  home  in  this  county.  In  1805,  near  the 
old  chapel  on  the  south  shore  of  Hay  Bay,  he  pre- 
sided over  the  first  camp  meeting  ever  held  on  Can- 
adian soil. 

Let  us  now  take  a  little  trip  upon  the  water, 
and  before  our  return,  I  think  you  will  be  convinced 
that  there  are  many  good  and  sufficient  reasons  why 
Napanee  should  be  the  rallying  point  for  just  such 
a  body  of  men  and  women  as  I  see  before  me.  Be- 
fore we  leave  the  dock,  just  glance  along  the  north- 
ern bank,  to  that  huge  frame  building  just  below 
the  falls.  I  need  not  tell  you,  that  that  is  thei  "big 
mill."  Upon  that  site,  Robert  Clark  built  a  mill  in 
1786,  the  second  flour  mill  erected  in  Central  Can- 
ada, and  from  far  and  near  the  early  settlers,  white 
and  red,  came  in  their  batteaux  and  on  horseback 
with  their  little  grists,  and  Napanee  became  fam- 
ous for  its  flour.  So  famous,  indeed,  was  the  out- 
put of  the  Napanee  mill,  that  the  word  "Napanee" 
became  in  the  Indian  language  synonymous  with 
flour.  Before  we  drift  into  a  controversy  over  the 
origin  of  this  name,  let  us  get  aboard  at  once.  While 
lingering  at  the  wharf,  you  will  be  able  to  observe 
the  singular  phenomenon  of  a  fresh  water  tide, 
which  ebbs  and  flows  to  a  height  of  eighteen  to 
thirty-six  inches  every  two  hours,  and  in  passing 
down  towards  the  mouth,  you  will  see  the  buoys 
marking  the  channel  pointing  up  stream,  and  the 
weeds  clinging  to  them:,  stretching  out  upon  the  wa- 
ter in  the  same  direction.  Our  river  is  crooked  and 
choked  with  weeds,  yet  it  is  beautiful.  The  crooks 
we  would  not  dispense  with,  and  the  weeds  form'  an 
excellent  test  of  one's  equanimity,  especially  if  he 
happens  to  run  foul  of  them  in  a  motor  boat  upon

a  dark  night.  As  we  steam  down  the  narrow  chan- 
nel, the  rushes  on  either  side  disappear  beneath  the 
surface  with  a  graceful  courtesy.  Now  and  then  a 
heron  or  crane  startled  by  our  approach  crosses  our 
bow,  and  the  king  fisher,  poised  in  mid-air,  watch- 
ing for  his  prey  in  the  waters  below,  utters  his  hal- 
cyon shriek,  and  rushes  away  to  his  mate  perched 
upon  a  neighboring  bough.  On  we  pass  through 
fields  of  lily  pads,  stretching  away  to  the  waving 
cat-tails,  which  line  the  banks  on  either  side.  The 
fresh  breeze  greets  us  as  we  round  the  Big  Bend,  and 
soon  the  Bay  of  Quinte, — down  which  Champlain 
passed  with  his  Huron  allies,  three  hundred  years 
ago, — lies  before  us.  Let  us  cast  our  anchor  at  the 
mouth  of  the  river,  lower  a  boat,  and  go  ashore  on 
the  Fredericksburgh  side,  and  perhaps  we  can  solve 
a  problem  which  up  to  this  date,  has  remained  un- 
answered. There  behind  a  fringe  of  trees,  a  hundred 
yards  or  more  from  shore,  is  the  outline  of  an  old 
foundation.  With  the  aid  of  a  pick  and  shovel,  we 
may  be  able  to  unearth  a  few  more  relics,  such  as 
were  picked  up  at  this  spot  last  summer  by  a  local 
antiquarian, — fragments  of  Indian  pottery,  hand- 
forged  nails  and  bits  of  plaster,  not  unlike  that 
found  among  the  ruins  of  early  French  origin.  Have 
we  at  last  stumbled  upon  Ganncious,  the  first  out- 
post of  the  Kente  mission,  established  by  M.  M. 
Trouve  and  Fenelon  in  the  spring  of  1669  ?  No  one 
can  recall  ever  seeing  a  building  upon  that  spot,  or 
even  the  remnant  of  one,  and  the  suggestion  that 
this  is  the  real  location,  is  worthy  of  your  consid- 
eration, commanding  as  it  does,  a  view  of  the  three 
approaches  to  Mohawk  Bay,  as  this  expansion  of 
the  Bay  of  Quinte  is  called,  and  presenting  an  ex- 
cellent landing  place  for  the  crafts  of  the  Indians,  it 
is  a  much  more  likely  spot  than  any  that  could  be 
found  further  up  the  river. 

Across  the  Bay  is  the  town  of  Deseronto,  so 
named  after  the  notable  Mohawk  chief,  Day-say- 
ronth-you  (thunder  and  lightning),  a  cousin  of  Cap- 
tain Joseph  Brant,  and  immediately  beyond  the 
town  is  the  township  of  which  was  given  his  family 
name,  Tyendinaga.  Nestled  among  the  trees  on 
yonder  hill,  with  its  tower  just  peeping  above  their 
tops,  is  the  Mohawk  church,  in  which  the  chiefs  will 
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proudly  exhibit  to  you  a  portion  of  the  silver  com- 
munion service,  presented  to  their  forefathers  by 
Queen  Anne.  See  yonder  island  just  opposite,  decor- 
ated with  a  species  of  cosmopolitan  architecture 
that  defies  classification.  It  is  now  known  as  For- 
ester's Island,  but  in  its  pristine  days  whem  the  wild 
ducks  sought  a  shelter  behind  its  marshy  shores,  it 
was  plain  "Captain  John's  Island,"  for  it  at  one 
time  formed  a  part  of  the  demesne  of  Captain  John, 
the  English  title  of  Day-say-ronth-you. 

We  will  now  get  under  way  again  and  resume 
our  trip  down  the  reach,  but  here  you  will  need  no 
guide  nor  commentator,  for  neither  the  ravages  of 
time,  nor  the  advent  of  the  white  man  have  marred 
the  beauty  of  the  scene.  You  will  be  quite  content 
to  enjoy  in  silence  the  panorama  of  the  broken 
shore  line,  with  its  snug  little  coves,  abrupt  banks 
and  shallow  beaches,  where  you  can  hardly  discern 
where  land  and  water  meet,  all  decked  in  every 
shade  of  green. 

All  too  soon  Hay  Bay  is  reached.  Upon  the 
farm  at  our  left  was  born  our  local  historian,  the 
late  Thomas  W.  Casey,  who,  imbued  with  love  and 
loyalty  to  his  native  county,  did  more  than  any 
other  man  to  put  in  readable  form  our  early  re- 
cords. 

That  barn-like  structure,  a  few  miles  down  the 
other  shore  is  the  first  Methodist  church,  to  which  I 
have  already  referred.  After  being  neglected  for  so 
many  years,  it  is  now  back  again  under  the  care  of 
that  great  body  of  Christians  which  was  cradled 
under  its  roof  120  years  ago.  As  you  observe,  it 
was  located  near  the  shore,  for  in  the  early  days, 
when  good  roads  were  scarce,  the  water  route  was 
the  favorite  thoroughfare.  In  the  old  burying- 
ground  near  by,  there  lie  side  by  side  the  remains  of 
nine  young  people  (a  tenth  is  buried  elsewhere)  who 
were  capsized  in  1819,  a  short  distance  from;  shore, 
as  they  were  crossing  the  Bay  in  an  open  boat  to 
attend  a  quarterly  meeting  in  the  old  church. 

Crossing  the  mouth  of  Hay  Bay,  we  enter  upon 
sacred  territory,  for  every  farm  has  its  history,— a 
history  of  joys  and  sorrows,  hopes  and  disappoint-

ments.  Ahead  of  us  is  the  famous  Lake-on-the- 
Mountain,  the  shore  of  which  is  but  a  few  yards 
distant  from  the  steep  precipice  whose  base  is  wash- 
ed by  the  waters  of  the  Bay  200  feet  below.  The  wa- 
ters flowing  from  this  lake  formerly  leaped  over  the 
cliff  in  a  beautiful  cascade  and  in  time  wore  down  the 
limestone,  thus  hollowing  out  the  glen,  from  which 
the  hamlet  "Glenora"  derives  its  name.  The  scenic 
effect  was  sacrificed,  to  the  uses  of  the  early  settlers 
in  1796,  when  this  outlet  was  conducted  down  the 
hill  to  turn  the  stones  of  the  third  grist  mill  built 
in  this  section.  But  we  must  not  tarry  here  too 
long,  although  the  temptation  to  do  so  is  almost 
irresistible,  for  you  will  travel  many  a  mile  before 
you  will  command  so  entrancing  a  view  as  that  to 
be  had  from  the  summit  of -the  mountain.  Turning 
our  prow  eastward,  we  steam  down  the  Bay  to- 
wards the  old  limestone  city.  In  the  distance  is 
Amherst  Island,  at  one  time  a  part  of  the  seignory 
of  La  Salle,  and  then  called  Isle  de  Tonti,  after  his' 
faithful  lieutenant.  Across  the  Bay  is  the  village  of 
Bath,  where  stands  the  old  St.  John's  church,  built 
in  1793,  but  still  comparing  favorably  with  most  of 
our  modern  structures.  A  mile  or  two  on  this  side 
of  the  village  is  the  site  of  the  old  Finkle  shipyard, 
where,  in  1815,  were  laid  the  timbers  of  the  Fron- 
tenac,  the  first  steamboat  built  in  Upper  Canada. 
Just  opposite  that  blue  neck  of  water,  reaching  in 
from  Lake  Ontario,  was  erected  in  1791,  the  first 
Anglican  church  built  in  what  was  then  the  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec.  Here  at  St.  Paul's  church  and  at 
St.  John's  at  Bath,  the  Rev.  John  Langhorn,  for 
many  years  ministered  faithfully  to  the  spiritual 
wants  of  his  little  flocks,  and  being  the  only  clergy- 
man in  the  county  authorized  to  solemnize  mar- 
riages, his  neatly  kept  registers  have  been  of  ines- 
timable value  in  tracing  the  familv  history  of  his 
parishioners. 

Having  proceeded  eastward  from  Glenora  some 
three  or  four  miles,  we  see  to  our  left  an  inviting 
landing  place,  and  so  it  appeared  128  years  ago  for 
that  is  the  identical  spot  where  Major  Vanalstine 
beached  his  batteaux  with  his  faithful  band  of  U  E 
Loyalists,  on  the  i6th  day  of  June,  1784.  What  a 
change  has  been  wrought  "since  that  eventful  day  ! 
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On  every  side  we  now  see  evidences  of  prosperity 
and  contentment  in  the  well-tilled  farms,  spacious 
barns  and  imposing  residences,  but  most  of  all  in 
the  smiling  faces  of  the  residents  who  will  greet  us 
with  a  roval  welcome,  for  the  hospitality  of  the 
Adolphustonians  is  proverbial.  In  1784,  the  stately 
forest,  which  until  then  had  never  resounded  to  the 
woodman's  axe,  stretched  away  from  bay  to  bay, 
and  in  its  welcome  shade,  the  tired  pilgrims  pitch- 
ed their  canvas  tents,  where  you  see  that  grey  mon- 
olith erected  to  their  memory.  Thither  we  will  di- 
rect our  steps  before  ascending"  the  hill  to  the  vil- 
lage beyond.  Let  us  uncover  as  we  bow  our  heads 
and  contemplate  in  silence  the  following  inscrip- 
tion : 

In  Memory  of  the  IT.  K.  Loyalists  who 
through  loyalty  to  British 

Institutions; 

Left  the  IT.  S.,  and  landed  on  these 

shores  on  the  i6th  of 

June,  1786. 

Here*  in  graves  that  cannot  now  be  identified, 
for  the  wooden  slabs  then  used  as  markers  have 
long  since  rotted  away,  were  buried  many  of  Can- 
ada's worthiest  sons. 

«  Here  also,  crumbled  into  dust  a  century  ago,  lie 
the  ashes  of  the  first  martyr  on  Canadian  soil  to 
that  loyal  cause.  The  joy  of  reaching  their  destina- 
tion was  marred  by  the  death  of  a  little  child,  worn 
out  by  the  fatigue  and  exposure  of  the  trying  voy- 
age. Here  they  digged  their  first  grave  and  many 
a  tear  betrayed  the  emotion  of  the  sunburnt  spec- 
tators, as  they  lowered  the  wasted  body  into  its 
tiny  resting  place. 

As  we  reach  the  top  of  the  hill,  we  will  find 
much  to  engage  our  attention.  Here  stood  the  old 
Vandusen  tavern,  whose  rough-and-ready  proprie- 
tor, moved  by  the  prohibition  sentiment  of  the  day, 
chopped  down  his  own  sign  post  and  cast  in  his  lot 
with  the  first  temperance  organization  in  Canada. 
Here  lived  Nicholas  Hagerman,  who  for  some  time 
enjoyed  the  monopoly  of  being  the  only  licensed 
legal  practitioner  in  Tipper  Canada,  and  even  with 
that  enviable  distinction  did  not  scruple  to  hold  his 
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own  with  his  neighbors  in  swinging  the  axe  or 
wielding  the  cradle.  Over  the  way  stood  at  one 
time  the  old  Court  House  in  which  Chief  Justice 
Hagerman,  son  of  Nicholas,  received  his  early  train- 
ing. Going  eastward  down  the  street,  we  pass  a 
modern  graveyard,  yet  the  epitaphs  recall  names  as- 
sociated with*  many  important  events  in  the  early 
history  of  our  county.  A  few  rods  beyond  is  the 
Memorial  Anglican  "Church,  the  corner  stone  of 
which  was  laid  by  the  Honorable  John  Beverly  Rob- 
inson at  the  centennial  celebration,  conducted  with 
much  ceremony  and  speech-making  in  1884.  This 
neat  little  building  reflects  great  credit  upon  its  for- 
mer rector,  the  Rev.  R.  S.  Forneri,  to  whom  may 
be  ascribed  the  honor  of  raising  the  necessary  funds 
for  its  completion.  Tastefully  arranged  around  the 
walls  of  the  interior  are  scores  of  modest,  but  at- 
tractive, tablets.  I  cannot  refrain  from  mentioning 
a  few  of  the  inscriptions  kindly  furnished  me  by  the 
Rev.  Canon  Roberts,  the  present  rector  of  the  par- 
ish :

We  cannot  do  more  than  cast  a  hurried  glance 
over  the  long  list  of  honored  dead,  which  represents 
but  a  fraction  of  those  brave  loyalists,  every  man  of 
whom  has  earned  a  place  in  our  nation's  roll  of 
honor.  They  not  only  led  the  way  in  the  ordinary 
and  arduous  struggles  of  the  pioneer,-  but  at  the 
same  time,  worked  out  for  themselves  a  system  of 
self-government,  the  fundamental  principles  of 
which  are  preserved  in  our  Municipal  Act  of  to-day. 
No  adventurers  or  outcasts  >xvere  they  seeking  to 
better  their  fortunes  in  a  distant  land,  but  strong 
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men  whose  loyalty  was  put  to    the    severest     test, 
men  whose  watchword  was  "God  and  our  King." 

Here  could  we  linger  for  hours  iic  these  sacred 
precincts,  in  our  vain  endeavor  to  fully  appreciate 
the  true  meaning  of  their  voluntary  exile.  When  we 
contemplate  how  these  our  forefathers  abandoned 
home,  with  all  that  precious  word  signifies,  how 
they  endured  the  perils  of  a  tedious  voyage  on  the 
ocea,  gulf  and  river,  how,  axe  in  hand,  they  ad- 
vanced'against  the  barriers  of  the  forest  and  suffer- 
ed the  pangs  of  cold  and  hunger, — when  we  contem- 
plate that  they  freely  underwent  all  these  trials  as 
their  offering  upon  the  altar  of  loyalty,  can  we  find 
words  to  duly  express  their  noble  qualities  of  mind 
and  heart  ?  Have  we  paid  the  tribute  to  their 
memory  that  their  deeds  deserve  ?  Are  we  not  too 
prone  to  accept  without  question  the  priceless  heri- 
tage they  have  left  to  us  ?  It  is  only  by  awakening 
the  enthusiasm  of  such  men  as  gather  at  meetings 
of  this  character  that  we  can  hope  to  do  full  justice 
to  them.  It  is  most  fitting  therefore  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  should  hold, 
what  I  trust  will  prove  one  of  its  most  successful 
conventions  in  this  historic  old  county,  and  as  this 
is  the  point  I  set  out  to  demonstrate,  I  leave  it  to 
you,  while  we  return  from  this  pleasant  outing, 
whether  or  not  in  the  brief  time  at  my  disposal,  I 
have  succeeded  in  proving  that  you  chose  well  and 
wisely  when  you  selected  our  little  town  for  your 
meeting  place". 

4 'The  Past  and  Present  Fortifications  of  King- 
ston" formed  the  subject  of  a  valuable  address  by 
Mr.  George  R.  Dolan,  Kingston,  the  chief  places  de- 
scribed in  which  were  :  Kingston,  Fort  Henry, 
Point  Frederick,  Fort  Frontenac,  and  Mississauga 
Point. 

Sir  Edmund  Walker,  Toronto,  gave  a  thought- 
ful address  on  the  important  part  a  sympathetic 
knowledge  of  history  played  in  vital  nationality. 
The  true  greatness  of  a  nation  consisted  in  moral 
tone,  in  its  etliical  rather  than  in  its  material  de- 
velopment :  and  reverence  for  the  best  past  was  an 
evidence  of  advanced  civilization.  Canada  was  mak- 
ing history  with  swift  pace  to-day  :  her  past  was 
filled  with"  the  romance  of  history,  and  crowded 
with  events  of  the  finest  historical  quality.  The  love 
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of  Canadian  history  ought  to  be  fostered  in  the 
schools  and  colleges,  and  the  action  of  their  Society 
in  granting  prizes  for  historical  research  was  in 
every  respect  commendable.  Noblt  and  high  na- 
tional ideals  ought  to  go  hand  in  hand  with  the 
great  industrial  and  commercial  advance  of  the  day.

Moved  by  Lawrence  J.  Burpee  anc  resolved  that 
the  establishment  of  a  Canadian  National  Library 
is  urgently  required,  as  an  integral  part  of  the  edu- 
cational machinery  of  the  country,  and  in  the  best 
interests  of  Canadian  scholarship  :  and  that  the  Do- 
minion Government  be  petitioned  to  favourably 
consider  the  early  establishment  of  such  an  institu- 
tion, organized  upon  broad  lines,  and  adapted  to  the 
peculiar  needs  of  this  rapidly  growing  country.

0.  H.  S.  HOME. 

Mr.  Clarance  M.  Warner,  Napanee,  brought  the 
need  ~bf  a  Home  for  the  Ontario  Historical  Society 
before  the  meeting,  and  presented  the  case  in  a  com> 
prehensiVe  and  clear  statement.  The  points  he  em- 
phasized were  :  the  wealth  of  historical  material  in 
Ontario  that  could  be  gathered  to  and  exhibited  in  a 
centrally  situated  building  ;  the  large  number  of  re- 
ports and  periodicals  published  outside  of  Ontario, 
but  containing  historical  material  of  interest  to 
Canada,  not  now  in  our  Collection,  but  which  might 
be  were  our  accommodation  for  such  ample  ;  the 
necessity  of  owning  fireproof  premises  ;  the  desira- 
bility of  having  a  place  to  collect  and  exhibit  ma- 
terial of  present-day  history  ;  the  need  of  providing 
our  members  with  a  place  to  call  home  ;  and  the  de- 
desirability  of  having  our  Society  properly  recog- 
nized by  similar  institutions  throughout  the  world. 

In  the  interesting  discussion  which  followed 
those  taking  part  were  :  Sir  Kdmund  Walker,  Pro- 
fessors W.  I/.  Grant  and  J.  Iy.  Morison,  A.  R.  Da- 
vis, G.  R.  Pattullo,  J.  H.  Coyne,  W.  W.  Campbell, 
Miss  Janet  Carnochan,  John  Dearness,  Rev.  Canon 
Starr. 

On  the  motion  of  Rev.  Canon  Starr,  Mr.  War- 
ner's proposal  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  for  report  at  a  subsequent  session  of 
this  meeting. 

The  session  then  adjourned. 

AFTERNOON    SESSION 

THURSDAY,   JUNE  6TH 

The  Society  met  at  2  p.m.  in  the  Town  Hall, 
Mr.  David  Williams  presiding. 

A  paper  on  "Sir  Isaac  Brock"  was  read  by  Mr. 
John  A.  Macdonell,  K.C.,  Alexandria,  in  which 
Brock's  distinguished  services  to  Canada,  as  a 
statesman  and  soldier,  were  dealt  with  at  consider- 
able length.  Mr.  Macdonell 's  allusion  to  the  gallant 
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charge  at  Queenston,  by  his  kinsman,  Lieut. -Col. 
John  A.  Macdonell  (Greenfield)  was  feelingly  im- 
pressive and  in  admirable  form. 

Mr.  J.  Castell  Hopkins,  Toronto,  read  a  paper 
containing  a  "Review  of  the  Events  of  the  War  of 
1812,"  drawing  attention  to  the  political  and  social 
results  of  the  war,  on  Canada,  and  following  the 
fortunes  of  the  British  and  American  forces  by  land 
and  water  from  the  surrender  of  Detroit  to  the  con- 
clusion of  peace. 

RESOLUTIONS  PRESENTED. 

SIR   JOHN  A.  MACDONALD. 

The  following  resolution  was  submitted  by  Mr. 
A.  R.  Davis  : 

Whereas  it  has  been  proposed  to  commemorate 
in  the  year  1915  the  centenary  of  the  birth  of  Can- 
ada's illustrious  statesman,  Sir  John  Macdonald, 
and  whereas,  although  born  in  Glasgow,  Scotland, 
Sir  John  Macdonald  came  to  Canada,  very  early  in 
life  and  spent  an  important  part  of  his  boyhood  and 
school-days  in  the  historic  township  of  Adolphus- 
town,  one  of  the  first  United  Empire  Loyalist  set- 
tlements in  Upper  Canada,  on  the  south  shore  of 
Hay  Bay  in  the  County  of  Lennox  and  Addington, 
and  wfceteas  the  site  of  the  Macdonald  home  in 
Adolphustown  has  been  secured  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  thereon  a  suitable  memorial  to  mark  the 
centenary  of  Sir  John's  birth  and  the  place  of  his 
boyhood  home. 

Resolved  that  the  Ontario  Historical  Society 
heartily  approves  of  the  idea  of  the  erection  of  such 
a  memorial  and  recommends  it  to  the  favorable  con- 
sideration of  all  affiliated  societies  and  of  Cana- 
dians in  general,  and  resolved  that  the  Historic 
Sites  Committee  of  this  Society  be  requested  to  or- 
ganize and  direct  the  work  of  securing  subscriptions 
and  constructing  such  a  memorial  on  the  site  indi- 
cated as  will  be  worthy  of  the  name  'of  the  great 
Commoner  whom  Canadians  from  coast  to  coast 
delight  to  honor. 

This  motion  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions. 
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COUNTY   COUNCIL   CO-OPERATION. 

Mr.  G.  R.  Pattullo  moved,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Barlow  Cumberland  : — That  to  promote  and  more 
widely  develop  the  historic  spirit  among  Canadians, 
it  is  suggested  that  the  active  and  substantial  co- 
operation of  the  County  Councils  and  other  public 
bodies  throughout  the  Province  of  Ontario  be 
sought  by  this  Society  and  to  that  end  that  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  or  representatives  selected  by 
them  be  required  to  represent  to  County  Councils 
and  other  public  bodies  in  session  the  importance  of 
securing  for  public  use  all  available  papers  and  ar- 
ticles of  historic  value  and  of  also  encouraging  by 
substantial  aid  if  need  be  the  writing  of  local  an- 
nals or  county  histpries  thereby  providing  valuable 
material  for  wider  use  by  Provincial  or  Dominion 
historians. — Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tions. 

CONFEDERATION   SQUARE. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Simpson,  Ottawa,  sec- 
onded by  Miss  Roth  well,  Ottawa,  and  carried  : — 
Resolved  that  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  place 
on  record  its  approval  of  the  proposed  Memorial  to 
Confederation,  the  birth  of  the  Dominion  of  Can- 
ada, at  Ottawa,  the  Gapital — a  project  at  once  com- 
prehensive and  unifying  in  its  character,  to  be  erect- 
ed in  the  centre  of  "Confederation  Square,"  the  cen- 
tre of  the  Capital.

RESOLUTIONS  ADOPTED. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  presented  its 
First  Report,  all  the  recommendations  therein  being 
adopted,  viz.  : — 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  has  the  honour 
to  make  its  First  Report,  for  the  present  session, 
as  follows  : 

(I)  Regarding  the  matters  dealt  with  in  the 
President's  address  : 
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In  view  of  the  near  approach  of  the  centenary 
of  the  death  of  Britain's  gallant  Indian  ally,  Chief 
Tecumseh,  whatever  can  be  done  by  this  Society  to 
promote  the  erection  of  a  suitable  memorial  to  that 
hero  should  be  undertaken  at  once  and  vigorously 
pushed  forward.  We  recommend  that  the  Executive 
Council  be  instructed  to  take  immediate  action  to 
that  end. 

(2)  That  the  President's  suggestion  that    time 
be  devoted  in  our  Public  Schools  to  the  study  of  lo- 

xcal  history  be  taken  up  by  the  Council  and  the  at- 
tention of  the  Department  of  Education  drawn  to 
this  important  factor  in  our  Canadian  education. 

(3)  That  the  excellent  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Historic  Sites  and  Monuments  be  printed  in  full 
in  the  Annual  Report. 

(4)  That  the  motion  of  Mr.  Allan  R.  Davis  re- 
garding a  fitting  commemoration  of  the    birth    of 
Canada's  illustrious  statesman,  Sir  John  A.    Mac- 
donald,     in    1915,   be  referred  with  approval  of  the 
Society  to  Council  for  action,  and  that  the  propos- 
ed memorial  on  the  site  of  the  Macdonald  home  at 
Adolphustown  be  furthered  in  every  possible  way. 

(5)  That  the  fraternal  greetings  of  the  Michi- 
gan Pioneer  and  Historical  Society  be  cordially  re- 
ciprocated and  a  telegram     sent    forthwith    joining 
with  them  in  thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God  for  the 
approaching  Centenary  of  Peace  between  our  respec- 
tive countries. 

(6)  That    the    Society    gratefully  acknowledge 
the    kind    invitations    of    the    cities  of    Chatham, 
Woodstock  and  Hamilton  for  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  proposed  Tecumseh 
celebration  in  1913  is  so  closely  associated  with  the 
valley  of  the  Thames,  your  committee  recommends 
that  the  Chatham  invitation  be  accepted. 

(7)  That  the  matter  of  providing  a  permanent 
home  for  the  Ontario  Historical  Society,  referred  to 
by  the  President,  and  dealt  with  at  length  in    Mr. 
Warner's  paper,  should  be  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee, composed  of  Sir  Edmund  Walker,  Dr.  Coyne 
and  Mr.  Clarance  Warner,  with  instructions  to    re- 
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port  before  the  conclusion  of  the  present  meeting  as 
to  what  might  be  done  in  this  important  matter  ; 
and,  further,  that  the  letter  of  Mr.  G.  H.  Locke, 
Librarian  of  the  Toronto  Public  Library,  should  be 
referred  to  the  same  committee. 

(8)  In  respect  to  the  resolution  offered  by  Mr. 
Pattullo     suggesting  co-operation  of  County  Coun- 
cils and  other  public  bodies  throughout  the  Province 
in  securing  and  taking  steps  to  preserve  documents 
and  other  historical  material,   we  recommend  that 
a  circular  letter  setting  forth  the  spirit  and  aims  of 
the  resolution  be  drafted  and  sent  to  the  secretaries 
of  t/hese  bodies. 

(9)  That  this  Society  would  express  its  strong 
approval  of  the  movement     to     commemorate    the 
heroes  of  1812-14,  wno  gave  their  lives  to  save  this 
Canada  of  ours  to  the  British  Empire,  and  recom- 
mend that  a  monument  be  erected  to  commemorate 
the  victories  gained  in  the  war. 

(10)  That  a  committee  (to  be  named    by    the 
President)  be  appointed  to  consider  the    important 
matter  of  providing  a  permanent  home  for  the    On- 
tario    Historical  Society  and  that  this  committee 
be  instructed  to  impress  upon  the    Provincial    au- 
thorities that  such  a  home  would  be  a  fitting    me- 
morial to  the  heroes  who  fell  in  the  defence  of  Can- 
ada,   as  part  of  the  British  Empire,  in  the  War  of 
1812-14.

The  members  adjourned  at  4  o'clock  to  the  resi- 
dence of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walter  S.  Herrington,  on 
whose  spacious  grounds  a  delightful  social  hour  was 
spent. 

EVENING    SESSION 

THURSDAY,    JUNE    6TH 

The  Evening  Meeting,  held  in  the  Town  Hall, 
was  largely  attended. 

ADDRESSES  DELIVERED. 

Reuben  Gold  Thwaites,  LL.D.,  Superintendent 
of  Wisconsin  State  Historical  Society,  Madison, 
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Wis.,  and  a  Corresponding  Member  of  the  O.H.S., 
was  cordially  welcomed.  He  gave  an  ahdress  OH 
"The  Romance  of  Mississippi  Valley  History,"  rich 
in  facts  and  gracefully  expressed.  Showing  how  the 
old  boundaries  of  Canada  extended  westward  over 
territory  that  now  comprises  great  States,  he 
graphically  filled  in  some  of  the  romantic  elements 
(French,  English  and  American)  in  the  historical 
drama,  three  centuries  in  the  acting,  which  had 
iound  its  stage  in  the  Valley  of  the  Mississippi. 
Kxamples  of  dramatic  adventure  were  drawn  from 
French  explorer  and  soldier,  missionary  and  fur 
trader,  Indian  warrior  and  voyageur  ;  from  the  lat- 
cr  settlers  in  their  ceaseless  march  westward 
through  dangers  and  untold  difficulties  of  wilderness 
and  Indian  warfare  ;  from  the  filibustering  expedi- 
tions of  trans-Allegheny  Americans  ;  and  from  the 
more  modern  explorations  of  the  great  plains,  and 
the  nearer  lumber-jack  of  the  great  Northern  Mis- 
sissippi forests,  revealing  a  wealth  of  stirring  inci- 
dent, material  for  the  splendid  epic  of  the  frontiers- 
man still  waiting  to  be  sung. 

Heroes  of  1812-14. — In  a  brief  speech  Sir  Ed- 
mund Walker  presented  the  following  report,  and 
seconded  by  Dr.  Coyne,  moved  its  adoption  : — 

The  committee  to  consider  the  form  which  the 
proposed  memorial  to  the  heroes  of  1812-1814 
vshould  take,  begs  to  recommend  the  erection  of  a 
building  in  the  city  of  Toronto  for  the  use  of  On- 
tario Historical  Society,  on  the  walls  of  which 
shall  be  placed  in  an  enduring  form  the  names  of  all 
Canadians  who  fell  during  the  war,  such  building 
to  commemorate  at  once  the  heroism  of  the  defend- 
ers of  Canada,  and  the  completion  in  1914  of  the 
centenary  of  peace  among  English-speaking  peoples. 

The  meeting  unanimously  approved  of  this  re- 
port. 

Mr.  Lawrence  J.  Burpee,  Ottawa,  read  a  paper 
on  "The  Effect  of  the  War  of  1812  on  the  Settle- 
ment of  the  Canadian  West,"  finding  a  basis  for  his 
argument  in  the  beginning  of  a  imited  Canadian 
public  sentiment  produced  by  the  war,  and  in  the 
western  conditions  of  trade  consequent  oil  the 
Treaty  of  Ghent. 
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"Collections  of  Historical  Material  Relating  to 
the  War  of  1812,"  was  the  title  of  an  illuminating 
and  highly  interesting  paper  by  Mr.  Frank  H.  Sev- 
erance, I/.H.D.,  Secretary  of  the  Buffalo  Historical 
Society,  and  a  Corresponding  Member  of  the  O.  H. 
S.  Not  only  were  the  homes  of  the  greater  collec- 
tions enumerated,  but  the  names  of  leading  authors 
were  cited  and  the  quality  and  scope  of  their  works 
described  :  in  short,  a  useful  introductory  guide  to 
the  literature  of  the  War  of  1812. 

Sir  Edmund  Walker  addressed  the  meeting  on 
the  work  undertaken  by  the  Champlain  Society,  of 
which  he  is  the  founder.  The  inspiration  to  estab- 
lish such  a  society  came  to  him  through  the  publi- 
cation of  the  great  Cleveland  Edition  of  the  Rela- 
tions of  the  Jesuits,  with  English  translation.  The 
object  of  the  Champlain  Society  is  the  publication 
of  works  of  the  highest  class  of  Canadian  historic 
literature,  and  the  translating  and  editing  have 
been  entrusted  to  specialists.  The  number  of  mem- 
bers is  limited  to  five  hundred.  Seven  volumes  have 
been  issued  in  seven  years.  Sir  Edmund,  in  closing 
his  most  interesting  remarks,  expressed  the  hope 
that  the  scope  of  the  Battlefields  Commission  would 
be  widened-to  include  the  preservation  of  all  his- 
toric sites  in  the  Dominion.  He  also  favored  a  Na- 
tional Art  Gallery  in  Ottawa,  and  groups  of  colos- 
sal statuary  in  suitable  places  throughout  the  coun- 
try, illustrating  the  great  achievements  of  our  dis- 
coverers and  early  explorers,  thus  encouraging  the 
sculptor's  art  and  giving  our  citizens  an  opportun- 
ity of  learning  by  sight  how  picturesque  and 
romantic  our  past  has  been.  He  particularly  deplor- 
ed the  lack  of  patriotism  in  the  average  child  and 
hoped  that  art  and  literature  might  be  the  means 
of  awakening  a  love  of-  country  in  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  the  coming  generations. 

A  paper  by  Mr.  Francis  Cleary,  Windsor,  on  the 
"Defence  of  Essex  During  the  War  of  1812,"  and  a 
paper  by  Dr.  Adam  Shortt,  Ottawa,  on  the  "Econ- 
omic Effect  of  the  War  of  1812  on  Upper  Canada," 
were,  in  absence  of  the  writers,  read  by  title. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned. 
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THIRD    DAY'S    PROCEEDINGS 

FRIDAY,    JUNE    7TH 

At  9.30  a.m.  the  members  accompanied  by 
friends  left  Napanee  by  the  steamer  "Brockville," 
and  proceeded  down  the  Napanee  River  and  Quinte 
Bay  to  Adolphustown.  A  short  detoui  was  made 
into  Hay  Bay  where  a  passing  view  was  had  of  the 
first  Methodist  church  built  in  Upper  Canada,  and 
of  the  location  of  the  first  Canadian  home  of  Sir 
John  A.  Macdonald — an  excursion  to  historic  scenes 
that  was  greatly  enjoyed. 

HISTORIC  ADOLPHUSTOWN. 

During  the  trip  the  following  paper  on  Historic 
Adolphustown  was  read  by  Mr.  Allan  Ross  Davis 
B.A.Sc.,  Toronto  : 

One  of  the  first  settlement^  in  Upper  Canada, 
due  to  the  migration  from  the  newly-formed  Repub- 
lic of  The  United  States,  of  the  United  Empire  I/oy- 
alists,  in  the  year  1783,  was  that  of  the  exceedingly 
small  township  of  Adolphustown.  It  contains  only 
12,000  acres — the  smallest  township  bv  far  in  the 
whole  Province  of  Ontario,  or  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada.  It  lies  on  the  Bay  of  Quinte,  a  northerly 
arm  of  Lake  Ontario,  extending  some  80  miles  from 
Kingston,  where  the  bay  joins  Lake  Ontario,  west- 
ward to  Trenton,  and  the  Murray  Canal — a  channel 
seven  miles  long  across  the  Prince  Edward  County 
peninsula,  connecting  the  upper  end  of  the  bay  with 
Lake  Ontario. 

The  settlement  was  known  as  Fourth  Town  in 
the  early  days,  being  the  fourth  township  surveyed 
in  a  long  succession  of  surveys  on  both  sides  of  the 
bay  extending  westward  from  Kingston. 

The  slumbering  little  village  of  Adolphustown 
on  the  north  shore  of  the  bay,  about  thirty  miles 
from  its  mouth  and  at  the  first  big  bend,  is  nearly 
hidden  from  view  amid  the  dense  foliage,  as  one 
passes  along  these  picturesque,  land-locked  waters, 
where  courses  and  scenes  of  pretty  landscapes  are 
frequently  changing.  We  observe  that  while  the 
Adolphustown  shore-line  is  low,  and  the  country 
between  the  several  arms  of  the  bay  which  project 
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into  the  township  level,  the  opposite,  or  Prince  Ed- 
ward shore,  bending  about  the  bay  in  a  great  semi- 
circle, is,  for  the  most  part,  bold  and  rugged,  and 
culminates  in  a  hog's  back  some  200  feet  in  eleva- 
tion near  the  Lake  on  the  Mountain. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  more  charming 
sheet  of  water  than  this  to  sail  upon  throughout 
our  broad  Dominion,  and  that  means  throughout 
the  whole  world.  While  there  are  no  deep  canyons 
or  frowning  mountain-peaks  or  rushing  torrents, 
there  are  quiet  sylvan  scenes  of  great  variety  and  of 
intense  coloring  and  shading  ;  and  a  blending  of 
landscape  and  waterscape  that  pleases  the  eye,  sat- 
isfies the  mind  and  heart  and  awakend  the  deeptr 
emotions. 

As  we  glide  along  comfortably  hour  after  hour, 
chatting  with  friends,  musing  over  a  book  or  maga- 
zine, or  perchance,  simply  drinking  in  the  many 
sights  and  sounds  which  greet  our  eyes  and  ears, 
our  thoughts  at  times  will  travel  backward  to 
earlier  days  when  the  scenes  along  this  popular  wa- 
ter-route were  far  different  from  what  they  are  to- 
day. Here  was  enacted  many  a  drama  and  tragedy 
with  no  stage-setting,  in  those  far-away  early  days 
when  Canada  was  emerging  from  a  barbarous  seclu- 
sion. Chainplain  lit  hisj  camp-fires  along  these  wa- 
ters pn  more  than  one  occasion  in  the  early  part  of 
the  iyth  century,  when  voyaging  with  his  Indian 
guides  and  warriors,  from  the  home  of  the  Hurons 
and  Algonquins  in  the  north  to  the  land  of  the  great 
IroqUois  confederation  in  the  south  He  wintered 
on  a  tributary  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte,  and  we  can 
scarcely  appreciate  the  hardships  of  such  an  experi- 
ence in  this  cold  country  without  ordinary  supplies 
or  any  adequate  protection  from  the  cold.  Here 
too,  Labelle,  the  intrepid  explorer,  doubtless  camp- 
ed many  a  time  as  he  started  out  from  Fort  Fron- 
tenac  on  his  several  long  expeditions  into  the  un- 
known west  as  far  as,  and  up  and  down  the  great 
Mississippi  River  ;  or  again,  on  his  return,  when 
wearied  and  almost  exhausted,  he  would  here  spend 
his  last  niight  in  camp  in  some  secludeid  inlet,  before 
dragging  his  wearied  body  back  into  the  rude, 
cheerless  fort  from  which  he  had  emerged  several 
months  before. 
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Other  French  explorers  and  many  Jesuit  mis- 
sionaries of  those  days  found  these  quiet,  inland  wa- 
ters, where  wood  and  fish  and  game  were  plentiful. 
a  pleasant  retreat  ;  and  doubtless  they  spent  many 
a  night  encamped  along  the  low  secluded  shores 
where  wind  and  storm  could  not  disturb. 

The  dusky  natives  continually  plied  'their  fur. 
or  provision-laden,  birch-bark  canoes  to  and  fro 
over  these  waters  for  centuries.  /  Here  they  held 
feast  and  high  carnival  around  the  glowing  camp- 
fires  ;  here  they  mustered  for  battle  against  their 
savage  enemies  and  here  they  laid  their  dead  away 
to  rest  beneath  the  sombre  shade  of  the  giants  of 
the  interminable  forest. 

Decade  followed  decade  ;  one  century  gave  place 
to  another,  and  still  there  was  but  little  change 
over  this  great  expanse  of  interior  country  tribu- 
tary to  the  Bay  of  Quinte  -and  subject  to  the  throne 
of  France.  But  in  due  time  Wolfe,  the  renowned 
hero  of  the  Plains  of  Abraham,  came  upon  the  scene 
and  speedily  wrought  a  transformation,  by  placing 
the  government  of  all  Canada  into  the  hands  of 
Britain.  Thereafter  the  rollicking  song  of  the 
French  Voyageur,  and  the  plaintive  cry  of  the  stoi- 
cal Indian  were  less  and  less  frequently  heard  over 
the  waters  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte,  and  throughout 
western  Canada. 

Fort  Frontenac's  day  of  usefulness  as  a  trading- 
post,  or  a  western  bulwark  of  defence  now  slowly 
faded  away  under  the  changed  conditions.  Then 
came  the  Revolutionary  War  with  its  terrible  loss 
of  life  and  property,  and  the  splitting  intu  two  frag- 
ments what  might  have  been  a  grand,  united  Anglo- 
Saxon  people,  governing  all  the  vast  domain  of 
North  America.  How  sad  the  fact  that  certain  pet- 
ty misunderstandings  on  both  sides  should  have  led 
to  grave  blunders  ;  and  these  ultimately,  to  national 
disasters.  Had  there  been  one  or  two  dominant 
minds  on  each  side,  capable  of  holding  in  check  the 
fiery  passions  of  their  fellow-men  just  for  a  brief 
interval,  until  cooler  judgment  could  have  been  re- 
stored, all  the  trouble  might  have  passed  quietly 
away  and  war  would  not  have  ensued.  Had  that 
disastrous  war  been  averted,  there  would  have  been 
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no  war  in  1812-15  ;  and  doubtless  the  bloody  Civil 
War  for  the  abolition  of  slavery  would  have  beten 
avoided.  Without  these  mighty  conflicts  we  can 
scarcely  realize  what  a  numerous,  prosperous  and 
powerful  people  we  should  have  become,  or  what  an 
influence  for  good  we,  might  have  exerted  not  only 
an  the  American  continent,  but  throughout  the 
world. 

This  unfortunate  disruption  south  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  and  the  Great  Lakes  signalled  the  dawn 
of  a  new  era  in  the  wilds  of  Canada.  When  all  oth- 
er places  bordering  on  the  Atlantic,  under  British 
rule,  had  been  filled  to  depletion  with  the  loyal,  de- 
feated and  impoverished  supporters  of  King  George 
III,  there  were  still  several  hundred  of  the  bravest 
of  them  all  hovering  about  New  York  and  pleading 
with  the  British  authorities  for  some  quiet  spot 
under  the  Union  Jack  where  they  might  go  and  be- 
gin life  anew.  Then  the  rugged  wilds  of  Western 
Canada  were  suggested  by  one  Grass,  who  had  been 
at  Fort  Frontenac.  The  idea  was  eagerly  seized  up- 
on, not  only  by  the  officers  who  were  at  their  wilt's 
end  to  know  what  to  do,  but  by  the  Loyalists 
themselves.  They  were  weary  and  sad  and  longed 
for  some  haven  of  rest.  In  the  fierce  struggle  of 
seven  long  years  their  indomitable  courage  and  sub- 
lime faith  and  hope  had  sustained  them.  But  now 
they  were  outcasts  and  paupers,  dependent  upon  the 
crumbs  that  fell  from  the  tables  of  their  tyrannical 
masters  ;  and,  worse  than  all,  so  it  appeared,  they 
had  been  neglected  and  spurned  by  the  Motherland 
at  the  close  of  the  war,  and  left  to  shift  for  themi- 
selves.  WTe  scarcely  realize  to-day  the  sad  plight  in 
which  this  contingent  of  Loyalists  found  them- 
telves  at  this  juncture.  But  the  dawn  always  fol- 
lows the  darkest  days,  and  hope  springs  eternal  in 
the  human  breast.  They  grasped  the  thought  of  a 
future  home  in  the  northern  wilderness  without  a 
thought  of  hardship  or  loneliness,  and  besought  the 
authorities  to  provide  them  transportation.  There 
was  a  quick  response,  for  soon  seven  vessels,  guard- 
ed by  a  warship,  the  Hope,  ^t  sail  from  New  York 
with  several  hundred  men,  women  and  children,  and 
their  few  earthly  belongings,  on  board,  bound  for 
Western  Canada. 
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Without  serious  mishap  they  crossed  the  broad 
waters,  coasted  round  Nova  Scotia  and  Cape  Bret- 
on, in  sight  of  old  Fort  Louisburg,  passed  through 
the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  and  ascended  the  river  to 
Quebec.  They  saw  the  Plains  of  Abraham,  and  the 
graves  where  our  heroes  lie  buried.  They  proceeded 
to  Sorel  where  they  disembarked,  and  the  vessels 
returned  to  New  York.  There,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
St.  Francis  River,  the  little  colony  erected  its  win- 
ter quarters  and  prepared  as  best  it  could  to  fortify 
itself  against  King  Frost,  the  implacable  enemy  of 
all  inhabitants  of  the  northland.  Owing  to  the  in- 
clement weather,  the  frail  thin  army  tents,  a  lack 
of  provisions  and  clothing  and  the  terrible  scourge 
of  smallpox  that  infested  their  dismal  camp,  these 
Loyalist  emigrants,  notwithstanding  their  brave 
hearts  and  grim  determination,  were  in  a  sorry 
plight  by  the  time  the  sun's  rays  had  melted  the  ice 
in  the  river,  and  rendered  its  ascent  possible.  The 
remains  of  a  few  were  buried  there  on  the  south 
bank  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  whose  graves  have  been 
neglected  and  forgotten. 

A  large  number  of  long,  narrow  batteaux  were 
provided  by  the  British  Government  and  sent  down 
from  Montreal  to  carry  them  up  the  river.  Into 
these  they  were  bundled  with  their  baggage,  four 
families  to  a  batteau,  and  up  they  proceeded,  bat- 
tling hard  with  the  stiff  currents.  They  mounted 
the  rapids  one  by  one,  the  men  pulling  by  ropes  at- 
tached to  the  bows  ;  while  the  women  seated  in  the 
boats  and  caring  for  the  children,  cheered  the  stur- 
dy toilers  with  snatches  of  familiar  songs  and 
words  of  praise.  Where  the  rapids  were  too  strong, 
several  brigades  would  unite,  and  after  hauling  one 
batteaux  to  the  head  of  the  rapids,  all  would  de- 
scend and  haul  up  another  and  then  another,  until 
every  craft  was  afloat  on  a  higher  reach  of  the 
vswiftly  flowing  river.  Thus  difficulties  and  hard- 
ships were  but  stepping-stones  to  something  higher 
and  better  to  this  intrepid  band  of  Canadian  Pil- 
grim Fathers,  in  their  search  for  a  new  home.  At 
last  the  several  rapids  were  surmounted  by  the 
various  brigades  ;  then  forming  their  original  coin>- 
panics  under  their  respective  leaders,  they  threaded 
their  way  more  leisurely  through  the  placid  waters 
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of  the  Thousand  Islands.  Onward  they  moved  to- 
wards the  setting  sun,  and  as  the  latter  dipped  be- 
low the  horizon,  sending  forth  golden  gleams  to  em- 
broider the  fleecy  clouds  which  dotted  the  blue  sky, 
the  Loyalist  flotilla  rounded  a  point  and  beheld  the 
Bay  of  Quinte  and  Lake  Ontario  for  the  first  time. 
Can  we  doubt  that  the  sight  of  the  Union  Jack 
floating  over  the  battlements  of  Fort  Frontenac, 
caused  a  cheer  that  made  the  welkin  ring,  or  that 
they  were  supremely  happy  with  the  thought  that 
their  long  weary  pilgrimage  was  at  an  end  ?  As 
they  slept  that  "night  they  dreamt  of  a  better  day 
and  the  birth  of  a  new  nation,  of  which  they  were 
the  pioneers.  Surveys,  under  the  direction  of  Sur- 
veyor-General Holland,  were  now  in  progress,  and 
soon  the  various  Loyalist  companies  were  assigned 
their  respective  townships  up  the  Bay  of  Quinte. 
Captain  Grass  was  allotted  the  First  township  ; 
Johnson's  Regiment  and  the  King's  New  York 
Royal  Rangers,  under  Rogers,  were  given  Second 
township  and  Third  township.  Major  Van  Alstinc's 
company  were  placed  next  in  Fourth  township, 
while  the  Fifth  was  set  apart  for  a  company  of  dis- 
banded Hessian  troops,  who  could  scarcely  speak  a 
word  of  English.  Others,  then  and  afterwards,  set- 
tled in  the  higher  numbered  townships  up  the  bay, 
until  the  whole  district  filled  up  with  United  En*- 
pire  Loyalists,  and  relatives  and  friends  who  came 
in  across  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Lake  Ontario. 

Had  King  George  III  chanced  to  visit  the  Bay 
of  Quinte  shortly  afterwards  he  would  have  found 
that  the  names  of  all  his  many  children  had  been 
immortalized  by  his  loyal  subjects,  in  the  choosing 
of  names  for  the  townships.  The  district  about 
Fort  Frontenac  at  the  foot  of  the  lake  was  called 
King's  Town,  or  Kingston,  while  that  at  the  head 
of  the  lake  became  known  as  Queen's  Town,  or 
Queenston.  The  Second  township  became  known  as 
Ernest  Town,  and  the  Third  as  Frederick's  Burgh  ; 
while  the  Fourth  was  called  Adolphus  Town,  after 
Adolphus,  Duke  of  Cambridge,  tenth  son  of  the 
King. 

This  township  was  a  mere  remnant  of  land  left 
in  the  big-bend  of  the  bay  after  the  surveyors  had 
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cut  out  the  garments  of  Grass,  Johnson  and  Rog- 
ers. The  latter,  finding  their  clothing  too  small  to 
cover  their  nakedness,  besought  the  surveyors  to 
cut  a  strip  off  Van  Alstine's  remnant  and  tack  it 
on  theirs,  and  this  was  actually  done.  It  caused  a 

row,  however,  and  suspending  operations,  both  Hol- 
land and  his  deputy-surveyor,  Collins,  whose  name 
is  perpetuated  in  Collins'  Bay  near  Kingston,  post- 
ed off  to  Quebec  to  report  to  the  Government,  for 
and  against,  the  mutilation  of  the  township.  The 
authorities  decided  in  favor  of  tacking  the  east  half 
of  Adolphustown  on  to  the  west  part  of  Fredericks- 
burgh,  with  the  name  of  Fredericksburgh  addi- 
tional, and  this  accounts  for  the  smallness  of,  the 
former  township. 

It  was  here  then,  on  this  diminutive,  five-finger- 
ed strip  of  land,  that  Major  Peter  Van  Alstine, 
with  his  small  band  of  "United  Empire  Loyalists, 
landed  on  the  i6th  of  June,  1784,  pulling  up  their 
batteaux  in  a  small  cove  on  the  south  side  of  the 
township  and  about  midway  of  its  length.  No  re- 
cord has  been  preserved  of  what  actually  took  place 
on  landing  ;  but  it  may  be  taken  for  granted  that 
they  carried  at  least  one  British  Hag,  and  that  this 
was  unfurled  and  fastened  up  in  the  encampment, 
while  the  tattered  army-tents  were  being  erected 
and  staked  down  for  the  last  time.  Then  began  the 
arduous  task  of  clearing  the  land  and  building  log 
shanties  to  house  their  families.  While  still  living 
in  their  tents  a  little  child  died  and  was  buried  near 
the  landing-place.  The  name  of  the  little  boy  was 
Huff  nail,  who  was  a  brother  of  the  writer's  great- 
grandfather on  his  mother's  side.  The  sad  event  of 
the  loss  of  one  of  their  number  stirred  the  whole 
community.  Soon  after,  the  falling  limb  of  a  tree 
struck  Casper  Hoover  and  laid  him  low.  He  was 
buried  beside  the  child.  The  God's  Acre  set  apart 
at  that  time  as  a  resting  place  for  the  dead,  has 
since  been  filled  to  overflowing,  and  is  now  one  of 
the  historic  spots  of  Western  Canada. 

We  can  imagine  the  energy  displayed  by  these 
settlers  when  we  remember  that  they  only  had  from1 
middle  June  to  winter's  frost  to  clear  the  land  and 
build  cabins  sufficiently  warm  to  shelter  them'  from 
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the  extreme  cold.  During  the  following  winter  and 
spring  these  intrepid  pioneers  experienced  the 
hardest  struggle  of/  their  lives.  The  British  Govern- 
ment had  generously  planned  not  only  to  give  them 
free  homesteads  of  200  acres  each,  with  implements 
and  tools,  but  had  arranged  to  supply  them  with 
provisions  as  well.  These  arrangements  were  not 
faithfully  carried  out,  however,  at  Quebec,  by  the 
Government  officials,  with  the  result  that,  while 
starvation  like  a  grim  spectre  stalked  before  the 
emaciated  settlers  on  the  Bay  of  Quinte,  large  quan- 
tities of  provisions  were  frozen  in  the  lower  reaches 
of  the  St.  I/awrence,  on  their  passage  upward.  Then 
were  nurtured  and  developed  the  highest  qualities  of 
human  nature,  for  every  man  in  the  settlement  lit- 
erally became  his  brother's  keeper.  The  soup-bone 
was  passed  from  door  to  door,  and  when  fish  and 
game  could  not  be  obtained  in  sufficient  quantities, 
recourse  was  had  to  roots  and  the  bark  of  trees,  in 
a  brave  effort  to  keep  bodies  and  souls  together. 
Failure  resulted  in  a  few  instances,  and  the  little 
graveyard  by  the  bay  grew  accordingly. 

But  the  crucial  period  passed  away  and  soon  the 
extensive  clearings  began  to  produce  an  abundance 
of  the  necessaries  of  life.  Year  after  year  saw  an 
influx  of  new  settlers  from  the  Southland.  Cattle 
and  horses  and  proper  implements  for  tilling  the 
fertile  soil  were  now  introduced,  and  sheep  began  to 
afford  wool  for  the  good  house-wives  to  spin  and 
weave  into  flannels  and  fullcloth  and  yarns  4of  all 
varieties.  Trails  were  cut  through  the  dense  forest 
from  one  settlement  to  another.  The  bay  with  its 
several  arms  afforded  a  better  means  of  trade  and  a 
more  extended  social  life  in  Adolphustown,  than  in 
many  other  rural  settlements.  Seven  years  passed 
quickly  away  in  the  history  of  the  place  when 
William  Losee,  a  Methodist  missionary  from  the 
New  York  conference,  came  into  the  settlement, 
and  quickly  aroused  the  spiritual  natures  of  every 
citizen.  They  had  grown  careless  and  indifferent 
through  the  years  of  warfare  and  unceasing  toil  ; 
but  the  faithful  preacher  awakened  old-timt  memor- 
ies by  pointing  out  their  back-slidings  and  depar- 
ture from  the  religious  customs  of  their  youth,  in 
their  old  Colonial  homes.  Many  became  truly  pcni- 
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tent  as  the  missionary  preached  from  night  to  night 
in  the  various  log  cabins  throughout  the  settie- 
nuent,  and  declared  their  resolve  to  live  better  lives. 
Their  generous  support  was  enlisted  in  the  erection 
of  a  suitable  place  of  worship.  One  of  their  num- 
ber, Paul  Huff,  offered  a  site  for  a  chapel,  off  the 
front  of  his  farm  on  Hay  Bav — a  large  inlet  on  the 
Bay  of  Quinte  which  cuts  Adolphustown  into  two 
parts.  Many  other  U.  E.  I/oyalist  settlers  joined 
Huff,  and  out  of  their  penury  gave  liberally  for  the 
building  of  a  temple  in  which  to  worship  God.

Out  of  a  total  subscription  of  £107,  or  $428.00 
in  those  days,  the  writer  is  glad  to  find  that  his 
great-grandfather  was  able  to  give  £4,  or  $16.00,  to 
the  good  cause.  It  might  bother  some-  of  his  descend- 
ants to-day  to  furnish  that  amount  on  short  notice 
for  a  similar  purpose. 

Some  of  the  other  U.  E.  Loyalist  families 
whose  descendants  lived  in  Adolphustown  were  : 
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Borland,  Hagertnan,  Huyck,  Rutter,  Peterson,  Val- 
leau,  Carnahan,  Sherman,  Canniff,  Campbell,  Bog- 
art,  Trumpour,  Cole,  Haight,  Huffman  and  Clark. 
Losee,  the  earnest  and  fearless  missionary,  did  not 
remain  long  alter  the  Hay  Bay  church  was  built. 
There  was  a  love  allair,  with  a  sad  ending,  but  his 
name  was  held  in  grateful  remembrance  for  the 
good  he  had  accomplished. 

Many  stalwart  preachers  succeeded  one  another 
in  the  following  years,  who  denounced  the  sins  of 
the  times  and  proclaimed  the  truths  of  ,the  Gospel, 
with  a  vigor  and  eloquence  that  would  astonish,  if 
not  horrify,  the  congregations  and  ministers  of,  the 
present  day. 

The  Church  of  England  erected  a  suitable  place 
of  worship  near  the  original  landing-place  ;  and  the 
Quakers  built  a  chapel  on  Hay  Bay,  a  little  west 
of  the  Methodist  church.  Thus  provision  was  made 
for  all  the  settlers  to  worship  in  their  respective 
churches,  and  great  good  was  accomplished  in  all. 

When  Governor  Simcoe  established  his  seat  of 
government  at  Newark,  on  the  Niagara  frontier,  in 
1792,  Adolphustown  sent  a  worthy  representative  in 
the  person  of  Major  Van  Alstine.  Dorland  was  first 
elected,  but  being  a  Quaker,  refused  to  take  the  oath 
of  office,  and  was  consequently  unable  to  take  'his 
seat  in  the  Assembly.  Several  of  the  men  whose 
names  are  mentioned  above,  represented  this  dis- 
trict in  Parliament,  and  assisted  in  framing  many 
of  the  laws  found  in  our  statute  books  to-day. 
These  sturdy,  intelligent  men,  accustomed  to  busi- 
ness ailalrs  in  the  days  of  their  former  prosperity 
in  New  York  State  and  elsewhere,  soon  brought 
Adolphustown  to  occupy  the  leading  place  in  the 
whole  Bay  of  Quinte  district,  outside  of  Kingston. 
Court  was  held  here  alternately  with  Kingston,  and 
the  church  on  Hay  Bay  was  the  first  court  -room-  in 
the  community.  Subsequently  a  commodious  court 
house  was  erected  in  the  village. 

Flour  was  a  great  necessity  then  as  now,  and 
Kingston  was  the  only  place  which  possessed  a  grist 
miill  in  the  early  days.  A  long  procession  of  boats 
and  canoes  were  kept  busy  plying  back  and  forth 
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carrying  grain  and  flour  sufficient  to  feed  a  large 
community.  Afterwards  a  second  mill  was  built  at 
Napanee,  and  later  a  third  one  opposite  Adolphus- 
town,  at  the  foot  of  the  Lake  on  the  Mountain, 
where  Major  Van  Alstine  had  been  granted 
an  additional  tract  of  400  acres,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  he  had  been  an  officer.  Here,  by  digging  a 
small  ditch  from  the  lake  above  to  the  brow  of  the 
hill,  he  was  enabled  to  obtain  a  goodly  supply  of 
water  and  a  fall  of  160  feet  to  his  grist  mill  below 
on  the  shore  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte.  Since  that  day 
Adolphustown  and  the  surrounding  country  has 
been  continuously  supplied  with  flour,  grits  and 
bran,  from  what  is  locally  known  as  the  Stone 
Mills,  but  which  tourists  prefer  to  call  "Glenora." 
There  were  no  "Good  Roads  Associations"  in  those 
early  days,  and  the  Government  was  too  poor  to  do 
very  much  in  the  way  of  assisting  the  struggling 
communities  to  establish  transportation  facilities 
between  each  other.  The  settlers,  generally,  were 
anxious  to  construct  roads  and  ditches  to  improve 
their  lands,  but  there  was  a  class  of  land  sharks 
and  lazy  drones,  who  had  no  ambition  along  these 
lines.  They  preferred  to  "sit  tight"  and  allow  oth- 
ers to  incur  the  expense  of  improvements,  with  the 
certain  knowledge  that,  by  so  doing,  their  own 
property  would  be  enhanced  in  value.  When  a  weal- 
thy land-owner  in  Kingston  was  approached  for  a 
contribution  to  a  fund,  to  open  a  much-needed  road 
through  his  property,  he  refused  to  give  anything 
on  the  ground  that,  if  said  road  were  built,  thieves 
would  go  in  and  carry  off  his  timber. 

But ,  pluck  and  perseverance  won  out  in  the  long 
struggle  with  adverse  circumstances.  The  rich  soil 
responded  to  even  a  poor  attempt  at  cultivation, 
and  peace  and  plenty  prevailed  throughout  the 
township.  New  and  more  comfortable  dwellings 
were  erected,  in  which  parents  rested  in  the  evening 
of  life,  and  related  to  wondering  grandchildren 
blood-curdling  stories  of  early  experiences  in  the 
Revolutionary  War,  or  the  many  hardships  of  pio- 
neer life  in  the  settlement. 

Then  came  the  War  of  1812,  which  stirred  the 
whole  community  to  its  depths.  Thomas  Borland 
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had  been  appointed  the  first  militia  captain  in  the 
township,  followed  by  Hagerman,  Truinpour  and 
others.  Much  interest  had  been  manifested  in  mili- 
tary matters  here,  in  common  with  their  U.  E. 
Loyalist  brethren  in  the  adjoining  communities, 
who  all  met  regularly  for  drill.  They  were  not 
wholly  unprepared  therefore,  when  President  Madi- 
son proclaimed  war  on  that  eventful  igth  of  June, 
1812,  just  28  years  after  their  landing  in  Canada. 

General  Brock  did  not  require  to  press  an  elec- 
tric button  to  start  the  military  machinery  of  Can- 
ada in  motion.  True,  there  were  many  disaffected 
in  the  country,  and  some  even  in  Parliament  ;  but 
they  were  not  of  the  true  stock  of  United  Empire 
Loyalists.  By  closing  Parliament  and  declaring 
martial  law  to  be  in  force,  Brock  took  the  most 
effective  way  to  subdue  the  disloyal,  American  symr- 
pathizers,  in  evidence  everywhere.  There  was  no  un- 
certain sound  among  the  yeomen  of  Adolphustown, 
and  they  were  soon  in  their  places  at  the  front 
guarding  the  approaches  to  their  country.  As  the 
bulk  ol  the  fighting  was  in  the  west  under  the  gal- 
lant Brock's  inspiring  leadership,  the  Bay  of  Quinte 
contingent  had  but  little  to  do  beyond  watching  the 
frontier  at  Kingston  and  other  points.  They  were 
ready  for  the  fray  and  chafed  under  the  leash  which 
restrained  them  from  crossing  Lake  Ontario  and  the 
St.  Lawrence.  The  sad  news  of  General  Brock's 
death  stirred  them  profoundly.  They  were  ready  to 
shed  their  blood  in  defence  of  their  country,  like  all 
other  U.  E.  Loyalists  throughout  Canada.  It  was 
that  spirit  that  saved  the  country  in  the  dark  days 
that  followed. 

The  long  struggle  and  their  final  defeat  and 
withdrawal,  taught  the  Americans  the  wholesome 
lesson  one  hundred  years  ago,  that  it  would  be  well 
to  keep  their  hands  off  Canada  in  the  days  to  come. 
That  conviction  enables  us  to-day  to  plan  for  a 
Peace  Centennial,  in  which  our  good  neighbors  to 
the  south,  purpose  taking  the  leading  part. 

The  swords  were  not  converted  into  plough- 
shares, nor  the  spears  into  pruning-hooks,  but  were 
simply  laid  away  on  the  shelf.  They  weire  taken 
down  again  in  the  year  1 866,  by  their  children  and 
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grandchildren,  and  scoured  up  once  more  for  use. 
But  the  "Fenian  Raid"  was  easily  suppressed,  and 
another  salutary  lesson  taught  the  enemies  of  our 
fair  Dominion.  The  old  swords  and  muskets  that 
were  in  evidence  about  our  boyhood  homes  in  On- 
tario, have  now  disappeared,  and  peace  and  good- 
will prevails  between  the  two  nations,  which,  let  us 
hope,  may  continue  forever. 

After  the  lapse  of  a  century,  the  U.  E.  Loyalist 
descendants  in  Adolphustown  erected  a  splendid 
monument  to  the  memory  of  their  illustrious  ances- 
tors. It  was  placed  close  to  the  landing-place,  be- 
side the  cemetery  where  the  original  settlers  had 
been  laid  away  to  rest.  Inscribed  on  the  tall  gran- 
ite shaft,  on  the  side  facing  the  bay,  are  these 
words  :  "In  memory  of  the  U.  K.  Loyalists  who 
through  loyalty  to  British  institutions,  left  the  U. 
S.  and  landed  on  these  shores  on  the  1 6th  of  June, 
A.D.  1784." 

A  movement  is  now  on  foot  to  fix  up  the 
neglected  graves,  properly  mark  them  with  stones 
and  encircle  the  plot  with  a  durable  fence.  A  com^ 
modious  Anglican  church  was  erected  in  the  village 
and  a  new  Methodist  church  in  the  2nd  concession, 
to  supplant  the  one  erected  in  1860,  when  the  pio- 
neer Losee  chapel  was  abandoned.  The  latter  still 
stands,  doing  sentinel  duty  after  the  lapse  of  120 
years.  This  oldest  Methodist  church  in  Canada, 
now  standing,  has  recently  been  restored  and  fitted 
up  for  service  and  bids  fair  to  withstand  the  rava- 
ges of  wind  and  rain  for  another  century. 

In  the  early  days  there  lived  a  family  beside 
this  old  church  by  the  name  of  Macdonald,  who 
though  Presbyterians,  attended  the  religious  ser- 
vices of  the  Methodists  from  Sunday  to  Sunday. 
They  had  emigrated  from  Scotland,  settled  for  a 
time  in  Kingston,  and  then  moved  up  the  Bay  of 
Quinte  to  a  little  frame  house  near  the  church, 
where  they  kept  a  country  store.  The  three  chil- 
dren, two  girls  and  a  younger  brother,  were  the  joy 
of  the  household.  The  lad,  John  Alexander,  was 
born  in  Glasgow,  on  the  nth  of  January,  1815,  and 
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at  this  time  was  about  nine  years  old.  The  family 
was  poor,  and  store-keeping,  in  a  sparsely-settled 
community,  was  not  a  very  profitable  business  in 
those  days.  The  children  attended  the  village  school 
some  three  miles  distant,  and  though  genteel  and 
respectable,  were  not  as  well  dressed  as  many  oth- 
ers of  the  settlement.  The  little  Scotch  boy  mingled 
with  the  burly  farmer-boys  of  the  district  and 
learned  to  give  and  take,  in  the  many  rough  games 
then  played.  As  he  was  a  puny  little~fellow,  he  won 
the  sympathy  of  many  a  brawny  chap,  and  in  the 
course  of  time  got  his  angles  knocked  ofi,  and  be- 
came one  of  the  fun-makers  of  the  school.  Many 
amusing  incidents  of  his  life  in  those  days  are  now 
on  record.  After  spending  some  happy  years  in 
Adolphustown — the  happiest  of  his  whole  life  he 
often  said  in  later  days — John  A.  went  back  to 
Kingston  and  continued  his  studies  there.  After 
completing  his  education  he  hung  out  his  shingle  as 
a  full-fledged  lawyer,  and  soon  gathered  round  him 
many  clients  from  Adolphustown,  as  well  as  from 
all  other  parts  of  the  district.  Subsequently  he' was 
elected  to  represent  Kingston  in  Parliament,  and, 
in  the  course  of  time,  became  the  first  Premier  of 
the  Dominion  of  Canada.  He  occasionally  visited 
Adolphustown,  and  at  one  period  in  his  career, 
made  it  his  headquarters  through  a  vigorous  cam- 
paign in  a  personal  contest  against  a  resident  of  the 
township — one  of  the  old  associates  of  former  days. 
Sir  John  was  elected,  and  the  old  town  of  Napanee 
was  a  mass  of  torchlights  that  night  after  the  re- 
sults were  declared.  Accompanied  by  Lady  Mac- 
donald,  he  revisited  his  old  childhood  home  on  Hay 
Bay,  the  church  and  adjoining  cemetery,  and  other 
familiar  scenes  in  the  vicinity.  A  fire  had  demolish- 
ed the  house,  and  only  the  stone  foundation  remain- 
ed to  mark  the  spot  where  he  had  spent  many  hap- 
py days.  Sir  John  Macdonald,  with  the  exception 
of  four  years,  continued  to  be  Premier  of  Canada, 
from  1867  to  June"  6th,  1891,  the  day  of  his  death. 
While  several  monuments  have  been  erected  through- 
out Canada  to  perpetuate  his  memory,  it  would 
seem  fitting  to  place  one  here  at  his  boyhood  home, 
on  the  frontier  and  about  midway  between  the  At- 
lantic and  the  Pacific.  This  might  be  our  Canadian 
contribution  to  a  hundred  years  of  peace,  and  a  re-

minder  of  the  fact  that,  in  the  field  of  statesman- 
ship and  diplomacy  this  Canadian  patriot  succeed- 
ed in  holding  his  country  true  to  the  Motherland 
through  the  dark  days,  when  many  good  citizens 
thought  our  destiny  was  to  join  the  Republic  to  the 
south.  Moreover,  the  year  1915  will  mark  the  cen- 
tenary of  Sir  John  Macdonald's  birth,  and  in  what 
better  way  could  our  country  show  its  appreciation 
of  the  exalted  position  it  holds  to-day  in  the  great- 
cst  Empire  federation  the  world  has  ever  seen,  than 
by  erecting  a  national  memorial  in  honor  of  the 
statesman,  who  has  done  more  than  any  other  man 
to  weld  together  and  lay  the  foundation  for  the  de- 
velopment of  our  several  far-flung  Provinces  ? 

Dr.  Coyne,  also  read  a  paper,  on  board  the 
steamer.  It  was  entitled  "The  Results  of  the  War," 
and  was  a  very  welcome  contribution  to  the  sub- 
ject that  had  been  so  extensively  dealt  with  during 
the  sessions  of  the  Meeting. 

At  Adolphustown,  the  party  was  hospitably  re- 
ceived by  the  Women's  Institute,  the  members  of 
which  provided  luncheon.  An  opportunity  was  giv- 
en to  visit  the  old  church,  in  which  a  special  service 
in  connection  with  the  visit  of  the  Society,  was  held 
by  the  Rev.  Canon  Roberts  ;  to  view  the  fine  granite 
shaft  commemorating  the  landing  of  the  United 
Empire  Loyalists,  the  inscription  on  which  is  :  llln 
memory  of  the  U.  E.  Loyalists  who,  through  loyal- 
ty to  British  institutions,  left  the  U.  S.  and  landed 
on  these  shores  on  the  i6th  of  June,  A.D.  1784." 
The  old  landing  place  and  the  old  cemetery,  were  al- 
so objects  of  interesting  observation. 

At  2.30  p. mi.  the  return  trip  was  begun.  A  call 
was  made  at  Glenora  (Stone  Mills)  with  an  oppor- 
tunity to  visit  the  famous  Lake  on  the  Mountain. 
Napaiiee  was  reached  at  6  o'clock. 

CLOSING    SESSION 

On  board  the  steamer,  on  the  return  journey, 
the  closing  session  of  the  Meeting  was  held.

(5)  That  the  thanks  of  the  convention  be  ten- 
dered to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walter    S.     Herrington    for 
their  courtesy  in  opening  their  beautiful  home    for 
the  entertainment  of  the  delegates. 

(6)  That  the  convention  desires  to  express    its 
appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  Society 
by  the  retiring  officers,  to  whose  faithful  and  unsel- 
fish labours  much  of  the  present  success  is  due. 

Dr.  Coyne  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Barlow  Cumberland. 

The  motion  was  warmly  approved  of,  and  the 
votes  af  thanks  having  been  conveyed  to  his  Wor- 
ship the  Mayor  of  Napanee,  he  briefly  and  felici- 
tiously  responded.

MEETINGS  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

The  following  minutes  of  the  Meetings  of  the 
Council  were  presented  and  adopted.  : — 

Toronto,  October  yth,  1911. 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  On- 
tario Historical  Society  was  held  in  the  Secretary's 
office,  Department  of  Education,  on  the  above  date, 
the  President,  'Mr.  David  Williams,  Collingwood,  in 
the  chair,  the  following  members  being  present  : 
Alexander  Fraser,  M.A.,  Toronto  ;  A.  F.  Hunter, 
M.A.,  Barrie  ;  C.  C.  James,  C.M.G.,  M.A.,  F.  R. 
S.  C.,  Toronto  ;  C.  M.  Warner,  Napanee  ;  W.  A. 
McL/ean,  C.E.,  Toronto  ;  J.  S.  Carstairs,  B.A., 
Toronto  ;  Mrs.  E.  J.  Thompson,  Toronto,  and 
Clarkson  W.  James,  Toronto. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  Council  meeting 
were  read  and  confirmed. 

The  several  matters  referred  to  in  the  report  of 
the  Resolution  Committee  at  the  Annual  Meeting, 
and  referred  to  the  Council,  were  carefully  consid- 
ered. 

(i)  Concerning  the  origin  and  observance  of 
Empire  Day  throughout  the  Mother  Country,  the 
Dominion  and  Dependencies  of  the  Empire,  it  was 
decided  on  the  motion  o,f  Mr.  Fraser,  seconded  by 
Mr.  C.  C.  James,  to  request  Mr.  J.  H.  Smith,  Put- 
lie  School  Inspector,  Hamilton,  to  prepare  a  paper 
for  the  Society  on  the  subject  of  the  "Origin  of 
Empire  Day." 

(2s)  In  the  matter  of  the  memorial  presented  bv 
Mrs.  Coutts,  regarding  the  erection  of  a  monument 
to  the  Shawn ee  Chief,  Tecumseh,  the  Council  deem- 
ed it  advisable  to  take  no  special  action  at  the 
present  time. 

(3)  Regarding  the  delay  in  the  restoration    of 
"Old  Fort  York,"  at  Toronto,     it  was  decided    to 
refer  the  matter  to  Mr.  Barlow  Cumberland  for  his 
attention. 

(4)  The  resolution  instructing  the  Council    to 
prepare  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  provid- 
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ing  a  Fellowship  of  the  Society  to  be  conferred  in 
recognition  of  distinguished  services  to  the  Society, 
was  considered  and  a  special  committee  appointed 
consisting  of  Messrs.  Fraser,  Dearness  and  Hunter, 
to  prepare  an  amendment  for  the  annual  meeting, 
and  submit  the  same  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

(5)  The  special  committee  appointed  to   report 
on  the  matter  of  prizes  to  be  offered  to  teachers  of 
history  for  essays  of  original  research  relating    to 
the  history  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,     not    being 
ready  to  report,  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  Warner,  sec- 
onded by  Mrs.  Thompson,     and    carried,    that    the 
President  and  Secretary  be  added  to  the  committee 
with  full  power  to  act. — Carried. 

(6)  That  a  report  of  the  visit  to    the    Indian 
Reserve  be  prepared  for  publication  in  the    annual 
report.       The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  this 
report  was  requested  to  send  the  same  to    the    Sec- 
retary as  soon  as  possible. 

(7)  Regarding  the  holding  of  a  meeting  of  the 
Society  during  the  winter  season,  the  Council  deem- 
ed it  inadvisable  to  make  any  change  at  the  present 
time. 

(8)  Report  of  Committee  on  Historical  Monu- 
ments and  Memorials, — the  Council  deferred  action 
pending  the  receipt  of  further  information. 

(9)  Regarding    the    letter    from    Sir    Edmund 
Walker,  asking  that  the  Council  consider  the  advis- 
ability of  recommending  the  removal  of  the  Ontario 
Historical  Society  to  the    Grange,     the    Secretary 
was  instructed  to  arrange  for  a  small  deputation  to 
meet  the  Minister  of  Education  re  the  securing    of 
permanent  quarters  in  the  Department    of     Educa- 
tion at  the  Parliament  Buildings. 

Mrs.  E.  J.  Thompson  brought  up  a  matter 
from  the  Ottawa  Society  re'  a  monument  to  the 
Fathers  of  Confederation.

To  encourage  historical  research  the  Ontario 
Historical  Society  has  set  apart  $200.00  to  be 
awarded  in  three  prizes  of  $100.00,  $60.00,  and 
$40.00  for  Original  Historical  Essays,  on  a  subject 
relating  to  the  Province  of  Ontario,  under  the  fol- 
lowing conditions  : — 

1.  The  competition  is  open  to  any  person  who 
has  been  resident  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  for  a 
period  of,  at  least,  one  year,  dating  bacK  from  the 
3 1st  day  of  December,  1912  (the  close  oi  the  compe- 
tition) . 

2.  No  essay  shall,  in  length,  exceed  5000  words. 

3.  The  essays  shall  be  submitted  under  a  pseu- 
donym, accompanied  by  a    letter     containing    such 
pseudonym,  and  the  writer's  full  name  and  address. 
The  envelope  shall  be  marked  "Prize  Essay." 

4.  Satisfactory  evidence  as  to  the    originality 
and  authenticity  of  the  essay  may  be  required. 

5.  The  first  and    second    prizes     shall     not    be 
awarded,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  judges,  there 
are  essays  entered  in  the    competition     worthy    of 
printing  for  distribution  in  the  educational  institu- 
tions and  libraries  of  the  Province. 

6.  Any  one  prize — first,     second     or    third — or 
two,  or  all  of  the  prizes  may  be  awarded. 

7.  Essays  shall  be  sent  to  Dr.  Alexander  Fras- 
er,  Secretary  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society,  On- 
tario   Archives,    Toronto,     not  later  than  the  3ist 
day  of  December,   1912.

During  the  past  year  the  Essex  Historical  So- 
ciety have  followed  along  the  line  established  some 
years  ago,  and  continued  to  mark  in  permanent 
manner  the  historic  sites  of  the  district.  Our  last 
work  was  placing  a  bronze  tablet  on  the  River  Can- 
ard bridge  to  mark  the  spot  where  the  first  blood 
was  shed  in  the  War  of  1812.  The  incident  was  util- 
ized by  the  Society  to  hold  a  public  meeting  in  the 
auditorium  of  the  library  in  Windsor,  when  a  paper 
was  read  by  Francis  Cleary,  Esq.,  President  of  the 
Society,  on  "The  Defence  of  Essex  During  the  War 
of  1812."  At  this  meeting  the  Hon.  J.  O.  Reaume, 
Minister  of  Public  Works  in  the  Ontario  Govern- 
ment, presided. 

INSCRIPTION  :  "This  marks  the  place  of  sev- 
eral engagements  between  British  and  United 
States  Troops  in  Defence  of  the  River  Canard 
Bridge,  where  first  blood  was  shed  during  the  War 
of  1812-1814,  July  24th,  1812." 

The  Society  now  have  bronze  tablets  marking 
the  site  of  the  Battle  of  Windsor  fought  December 
4th,  1838  ;  the  site  of  the  barracks  burned  the  same 
day  by  the  invaders  ;  the  old  Baby  Mansion  at 
Sandwich,  and  on  the  Canard  River  bridge.  In  ad- 
dition a  stone  column,  suitably  inscribed,  has  been 
erected  on  the  site  of  the  first  barracks  in  Sandwich. 

During  the  year  the  Society  has  had  several 
meetings  of  more  or  less  importance  on  business 
matters  at  which  incidents  connected  with  the  early 
history  of  the  neighborhood  have  been  discussed  as 
well. 

There  is  now  a  movement  by  some  of  the  mem- 
bers to  gather  together  and  compile  as  much  data 
as  possible  regarding  the  very  earliest  settlers  on 
the  Detroit  River.  There  seems  little  data  to  be  ob- 
tained on  this  question,  but  what  there  is  will  be 
carefully  noted,  and  if  it  can  be  at  all  authenticat- 
ed will  be  published  in  such  form  that  it  will  not  be 
lost  to  future  generations.

It  is  exceedingly  gratifying  to  be  in  a  position 
to  report  that  the  Huron  Institute  has  not  lost  the 
hold  it  has  had  since  its  inception  in  1904  upon  the 
people  of  Collingwood  and  vicinity.  The  Institute 
year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  pleasure  and  profit 
to  tho.se  identified  with  the  organization,  and  espe- 
cially so  to  those  who  have  been  active  in  mapping 
out  its  plans,  and  assisting  in  carrying  them  into 
effect. 

During  the  year  six  open  meetings  were  held,  at 
five  of  which  lectures  were  given  on  interesting  sub- 
jects. Mr.  G.  W.  Winckler,  C.E.,  who  lived  for 
many  years  in  India,  opened  the  series  with  an  en- 
tertaining reminiscent  talk  on  the  great  British 
Empire  in  the  East.  He  touched  on  many  phases 
of  the  life  of  the  East  Indians,  their  government, 
and  also  dealt  to  some  extent  with  the  outlook  for 
their  future. 
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At  two  meetings  the  history  of  Collingwood, 
and  necessarily  the  adjoining  township  of  Nottawa- 
saga,  from  which  Collingwood  was  taken  in  1858, 
was  well  covered  by  two  of  the  oldest  residents  of 
Collingwood,  Mr.  F.  T.  Hodgson  and  ex-Mayor 
John  Nettleton.  Arrangements  will  be  made  for 
publishing  both  papers  in  a  form  that  they  will  be 
preserved  and  made  available  to  those  who  come 
after,  and  may  desire  to  know  something  of  the  his- 
tory of  the  first  half  century  of  Collingwood. 

Leaving  local  history  for  the  moment,  the  In- 
stitute was  treated  to  two  excellent  addresses,  one 
by  Miss  Emma  Griesbach  on  Mexico,  and  one  by 
Rev.  Arthur  O'Leary  on  Jerusalem,  the  Holy  City. 
The  former  had  recently  visited  Mexico,  and  two 
years  ago  the  latter  spent  some  time  in  the  city  of 
which  he  spoke.  Both  addresses  were  highly  in- 
structive, and  greatly  appreciated. 

All  the  lectures  were  well  attended,  the  average 
at  each  being  above  that  of  previous  years. 

Our  museum  continues  to  retain  the  interest  of 
our  people,  and  since  our  last  annual  meeting  many 
valuable  accessions  have  been  received.  In  Colling- 
wood and  the  country  surrounding,  its  value  to  the 
community  has  become  recognized,  and  contribu- 
tions are  cheerfully  made  to  the  collection,  which 
already  numbers  over  four  thousand  exhibits.  Our 
space  is  becoming  more  crowded,  and  the  time  is 
approaching,  if  not  already  here,  when  it  will  be 
necessary  to  increase  the  equipment  in  the  form  of 
cases  and  furniture. 

This  year  the  Institute  has  been  called  upon  to 
part  with  two  of  its  most  useful  and  energetic  mem- 
bers, Mr.  John  Lawrence,  past  president,  and  Mr. 
James  Morris,  curator.  Both,  we  regret  to  say, 
have  removed  from  town.  Mr.  Lawrence  was  one 
of  the  most  painstaking  students  of  the  ethnology 
and  archaeology  pertaining  to  the  Indians  who  in- 
habited this  section  of  the  Province  at  the  time  of 
the  arrival  of  the  white  man,  and  to  him  not  only 
the  Huron  Institute,  but  Canadian  history  in  gen- 
eral, is  deeply  indebted.  In  exploration  work  he 
was  ever  energetic  and  enthusiastic,  and  in  this  he 
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was  heartily  assisted  by  Mr.  Morris,  who  as  cura- 
tor for  several  years  did  much  laborious  and  tedi- 
ous work  in  the  way  of  arranging  and  cataloguing 
the  exhibits.  To  both  gentlemen  we  are  greatly  in- 
debted. 

This  year  the  membership  of  the  Institute    has 
remained  about  the  same  as  in  past  years.

The  annual  meeting  was  held  on  May  10,  1912, 
in  Historical  Hall,  when  the  reports  were  read  and 
the  officers  elected. 

The  Lennox  and  Addington  Historical  Society  is 
now  five  years  old  and  it  may  be  safely  said  that  it 
has  prospered.  It  started  with  nothing  and  there 
has  been  collected  material  which,  from  an  histori- 
cal point  of  view,  each  year  makes  more  valuable, 

and  which  will  be  available  to  those  who  wish    to 
study  the  history  of  this  district. 

This  last  year  has  been  one  of  the  best  of  the 
five.  Thirty-six  separate  donations  have  increased 
our  collection  in  a  noteworthy  manner.  We  seem  to 
have  been  favored  particularly  with  photographs, 
this  being  probably  due  to  the  interest  created  by 
the  local  paper  given  at  one  of  our  meetings  which 
was  illustrated  by  eighty-four  lantern  slide  repro- 
ductions of  some  of  the  photographs  already  in  the 
collection. 

Mr.  William  E.  Carscallen  of  Tamworth  and 
Mr.  William  E.  Spencer  of  Roblin  have  each  sent  to 
the  Society  a  large  number  of  interesting  papers 
and  documents  and  Mr.  Walter  E.  Clark  of  Violet 
has  added  very  materially  to  his  collection  of  In- 
dian relics,  which  he  placed  in  our  care  about  three 
years  ago. 

Mr.  Frederick  Burrows,  Mr.  G.  F.  Ruttan  and 
Mr.  Morley  Wilson  have  given  a  number  of  docu- 
ments and  Prof.  A.  E.  Lang  of  Victoria  College, 
Toronto,  has  sent  us  some  valuable  material  telling 
of  the  early  amusements  'of  this  county.  The  papers 
given  by  Mr.  Ruttan  include  many  early  maps  and 
several  hundred  letters  written  by  prominent  Cana- 
dians in  the  years  preceding  Confederation.

Mrs.  Thomas  W.  Casey  added  to  the  Casey  col- 
lections thirty-five  of  her  husband's  note-books, 
some  of  his  correspondence  and  fourteen  temperance 
reports.  The  note-books  supply  us  with  the  origin- 
al mate-rial  which  was  used  in  writing  the  "Old- 
Time  Records." 

We  have  held  eight  open  meetings  during  the 
year.  The  attendance  at  all  of  these  was  good. 

The  third  volume  of  our  "Papers  and  Records" 
was  published  in  December,  1911.  It  contains  sev- 
eral articles  taken  from  the  Casey  scrap  books 
which  refer  more  particularly  to  the  discovery  and 
first  settlement  of  this  district.  The  Society  is  in- 
debted to  Mr.  Herrington  for  the  work  he  has  done 
in  editing  arid  arranging  in  chronological  order  for 
publication,  the  material  in  the  Casey  scrap  books. 
Mr.  Herrington  has  a  short  explanatory  introduc- 
tion in  this  volume.  Volume  IV,  which  contains  a 
continuation  of  the  articles  from  the  same  source,  is 
now  in  the  press.

The  end  of  the  years  1911  and  1912  marked  a 
quarter  of  a  century  of  work  for  the  Lundy's  Lane 
Historical  Society,  and  the  closing  of  this  period 
finds  the  interest  and  vigor  of  its  membership  as 
keen  and  eager  for  a  continuation  of  the  objects  and 
aims  of  the  Society  as  the  organization  meeting  of 
June  23rd,  1887. 

The  Society  during  the  year  decided  to  take  ac- 
tive steps  looking  toward  the  permanent  preserva- 
tion of  the  home  of  Laura  Secord,  in  the  village  of 
Chippawa,  and  are  also  using  their  endeavors  to 
have  a  flag  pole  placed  on  the  Lundy's  Lane  battle- 
field now  being  cared  for  by  the  Oueen  Victoria 
Niagara  Falls  Park  Commission. 

With  the  securing  of  the  new  permanent  quar- 
ters in  the  Public  Library  building  in  the  city  of 
Niagara  Falls,  the  pamphlets  and  publications  of 
the  Society  were  gathered  and  classified,  and  many 
of  the  old  relics  that  had  become  scattered  have 
been  sought  for  and  placed  on  view  for  the  general 
public.  Some  old  chairs  and  furniture  exhibiting 
the  art  of  cabinet-making  from  the  early  days  in  the 
district  have  been  obtained  for  the  Society's  rooms, 
and  to  permanently  encase  the  relics  new  receptacles 
have  been  secured  with  glass  covers  and  locks.  The 
permanent  quarters  for  the  Society  have  been  the 
means  of  obtaining  many  old  relics  from  families 
who  are  willing  to  loan  them  and  prove  of  much 
historical  value  and  interest. 

During  the  winter  season  three  public  lectures 
were  arranged  for,  as  follows  :— 

Mr.  George  D.  Emerson,  Buffalo  :  "A  Struggle 
for  a  Continent,"  being  a  resume  of  the  intermit- 
tent conflict  in  the  years  1756-1763. 
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Mr.  Louis  Kinnear,  Port  Colborne  :  "A  Hun- 
dred Years  Peace  Celebration  Viewed  in  the  Light 
of  History." 

Dr.  Thomas  Bailey  Lovell,  Niagara  Falls,  N. 
Y.  :  "The  Study  of  Child  Life." 

All  of  these  lectures  were  fairly  well  attended, 
showing  the  appreciation  that  the  general  public 
have  for  the  work  of  the  Lundy's  Lane  Historical 
Society. 

One  new  publication  has  been  brought  out  dur- 
ing the  year  entitled  tlA  Memorial  of  the  Hun- 
dredth Anniversary  of  the  War  of  1812-14,"  a  pam- 
phlet of  some  sixteen  pages  edited  by  Mr.  R.  W. 
Geary,  the  president.

The  progress  made  by  this  Society  during  the 
year  has  been  very  gratifying  as  regards  member- 
ship, literature  distributed,  contributions  to  the 
contents  of  the  building,  interest  shown,  number  of 
visitors,  and  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that 
one  object  aimed  at  for  several  years  has  now  been 
accomplished,  viz.,  obtaining  a  printed  catalogue  of 
the  articles  in  the  building.  The  work  of  preparing 
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this  by  the  president  was  no  light  task,  the  printing 
was  done  for  us  gratuitously  by  John  Ross  Robert- 
son, who  has  presented  us  with  one  thousand  copies 
of  fifty  pages  to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  this  Socie- 
ty- 

During  the  year  regular  meetings  were  held  as 
well  as  several  special  meetings  and  the  following 
papers  were  read  :  Early  History  of  Queenston,  by 
Miss  Carnochan  ;  a  critical  discussion  of  a  poem  by 
Dr.  D.  Anderson  on  the  taking  of  Quebec  by  Wolfe, 
by  Mr.  J.  C.  Clark  ;  The  History  of  No.  I  Com- 
pany, Niagara,  by  Mrs.  Ascher.  A  poem  by  T.  A. 
Boys,  a  member  of  the  Northwest  Mounted  Police, 
"The  Riders  of  the  Plain,"  was  read.  An  open 
meeting  was  held  which  was  well  attended,  to  hear 
an  address  on  the  "Migration  of  the  United  Empire 
Loyalists,"  by  J.  Stewart  Carstairs.  Our  third  an- 
nual picnic  was  held  at  Niagara  Falls  and  Lundy's 
Lane  and  was  well  attended  not  only  by  members 
from  Niagara,  but  by  those  from  Toronto,  St. 
Catharines,  Queenston  and  Niagara  Falls. 

We  have  now  two  hundred  members,  the  greater 
part  non-resident.  We  have  to  deplore  the  loss  by 
death  of  several  valued  members,  in  especial  Mr. 
Henry  Paflard,  long  the  vice-president  and  a  faith- 
ful friend  to  the  Society,  also  an  honorary  member, 
James  Wilson,  C.E.,  who  had  assisted  us  in  many 
ways  and  whose  early  death  we  deplore.  Another 
honorary  member,  Sir  James  Le  Moine,  has  also 
passed  away. 

Another  pamphlet,  number  21,  has  been  publish- 
ed, being  a  reprint  with  additions  of  number  7,  the 
churches  and  other  historical  buildings  of  Niagara, 
and  we  are  at  present  printing  two  pamphlets  which 
will  be  numbers  22  and  23,  one  on  the  history  of 
Fort  Niagara  and  papers  relating  to  Col.  Mac- 
Dougal  of  Niagara,  the  other  Lundy's  Lane  and 
Some  Graves  There,  by  Ernest  Green  of  Ottawa. 
During  the  sixteen  years  of  our  existence  we  have 
printed  in  reports  and  pamphlets  1,185  pages  with 
about  fifty  illustrations.  Last  year  we  printed  a 
numiber  of  large  cards  with  mention  of  interesting 
points  in  the  neighborhood  with  correct  dates  and 
have  placed  in  the  vestibule  a  list  of  the  chief  bene- 
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factors  both  as  regards  money     contributions    and 
articles  of  historic  interest. 

Many  contributions  have  been  made  to  the  his- 
torical building.  Among  them  may  be  mentioned  a 
grandfather's  clock,  the  furnishing  of  the  high  post 
bedstead  all  from  articles  owned  by  early  settlers, 
a  walnut  table  from  Black  Creek  used  at  one  time 
by  General  Drummond  in  1814,  crimson  drape  used 
at  the  coronation  of  Edward  VII  in  London  as  a  de- 
coration by  our  Mohawk  Indians  from  Brantford, 
the  motto  Kora  nok  ye  Kora  (King  and  Queen), 
oleograph  of  Red  Jacket  addressing  Indians  near 
Buffalo,  silver  sugar  tongs  which  belonged  to  I/aura 
Secord,  a  Fenian  Raid  medal,  steel  engraving  of 
Prince  Albert,  autograph  letter  of  Grover  Cleve- 
land, piano  which  belonged  to  Governor  Simcoe, 
also  many  original  documents. 

Our  finances  are  in  a  healthy  condition  as  al- 
though the  expenditure  was  $384,  there  was  a  re- 
spectable balance.  The  receipts  for  members'  fees 
$73,  from  sale  of  pamphlets  and  catalogues  $40, 
contribution  box  $36.  The  chief  expenditure  was 
for  printing  and  postage  $200,  for  show  cases  $100. 

During  the  year  900  pamphlets  were  distributed 
and  over  1,000  visitors  had  recorded  their  names, 
the  graveyards  were  visited  as  usual  on  iyth  Sep- 
tember, the  room  was  open  twice  a  week  during  the 
summer,  in  camp  time  every  day. 

All  this,  however,  constitutes  but  part  of  our 
work  for  the  year.

The  annual  meeting  was  held  on  the  usual  date 
— the  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  Stoney  Creek — at 
which  meeting  the  report  of  the  reports  of  the  sec- 
retary and  treasurer  were  presented,  showing  that 
the  Society  was  in  a  healthy  state  as  regards  mem- 
bership and  finances,  but  that  less  than  the  usual 
effort  had  been  put  forth  in  the  work  of  historical 
research.  Mr.  J.  H.  Smith  was,  however,  reported 
as  progressing  with  his  "History  of  the  County  of 
Went  worth''  as  rapidly  as  his  manifold  and  ardu- 
ous duties  would  permit.  The  treasurer's  report 
showed  a  balance  in  the  bank  of  $26.16,  while  the 
Ladies'  Committee  reported  a  balance  on  hand  in 
addition  to  the  special  museum  fund. 

The  membership  remains  about  the    same,    the 
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new    members     hardly      replacing      the     vacancies 
through  death  and  removal. 

The  only  public  functions  participated  in  this 
year  were  the  annual  decoration  of  the  graves  of  the 
fallen  heroes  at  Stoney  Creek  and  the  presentation 
of  an  address  to  their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Duke 
and  Duchess  of  Connaught,  on  the  occasion  of  their 
first  official  visit  to  our  city. 

At  the  request  of  the  Cemetery  Board,  our  Exe- 
cutive met  with  a  committee  from  that  Board  and

most  suitable  spot  for,  and  form  of,  a  memorial 
tablet  marking  the  remains  of  the  breastwork  in 
Burlington  cemetery  thrown  up  in  1812  aad  forming 
a  base  for  supplies  and  of  operations  during  that 
war.  The  proposition  was  heartily  endorsed  and  at 
a  subsequent  meeting  the  site  was  selected.

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PREFATORY  NOTE 

The  Society,  last  week,  held  one  of  the  most  successful  meetings  in 
its  history,  to  two  or  three  features  of  which  the  attention  of  the  mem- 
bers is  directed. 

1.  It  would  be  a  trite  saying    that  the  study  of  the  North  Ameri- 
can Indian  will  necessarily  be  of  perennial  interest.     It  is  also  obvious 
that  such  study  very  specially  lies  within  the    scope    of   the    Ontario 
Historical   Society,   whose  field  covers  territory  exceptionally   rich  in 
Indian  history.       It  is  therefore  all  the  more  gratifying  that  so  many 
of  the  papers  presented  to  the  Annual  Meeting  at  Chatham  deal  with 
various  important  phases  of  this  subject  and  are  by  men  whose  stand- 
ing is  a  guarantee  of  excellence    and    reliability.       The    forthcoming 
volume  of  Papers  and  Records  containing  them  will  be  a  valuable  con- 
tribution to  the  literature  of  the  subject. 

2.  The  Society  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  adequate  quarters 
in  which  to  carry  on  its  work.     They  are  situated,  as  heretofore,  in  the 
Normal  School,  St.  James'  Square,  Toronto,  and  are  suitably  placed 
for  our  purposes.       They    have    been    comfortably    furnished    by    the 
Government,  and  will,  no  doubt,  become,  as  they  onght  to,  a  real  history 
workshop.     As  the  centre  around  which  the     jnliated  societies  gather, 
the  most  important  function  of  the  Society  is  to  stimulate  local  his- 
torical research  and  to  direct,  when  possible,  local  effort  along  right 
lines.   This  it  will  be  easier  hereafter  to  do,  and  the  Society  will  become 
more  helpful  to  its  members  than  has  been  possible  in  the  past. 

3.  The  occupancy  of  the  new  rooms  raised  the  question  of  office 
attendance,  which  was  happily  solved  by  the  acceptance  of  the  secretary- 
ship by  Mr.  Andrew  Fraser  Hunter,  M.A.,  Barrie,    Ont.,    who    will 
shortly  remove  to  Toronto  to  enter  upon  his  duties.     In  retiring  from 
my  brief  term  of  office  I  may  venture  to  bespeak  for  my  successor  the 
hearty  help  of  his  fellow-members  of  the  Society  in  a  most  important 
public  cause.     Without  such  assistance  no  official  can  accomplish  what 
otherwise  will  be  possible.     The  field  is  wide  and  crowded;    everyone 
who  can  bear  a  helping  hand  will  be  welcomed  by  Mr.  Hunter,  whose 
life-long  zeal  and  patient  services  to  the  archaeology    and    history    of 
Ontario  entitle  him  to  our  confidence  and  support. 

4.  The  Annual  Report  now  issued  will  repay  careful  reading.     It 
shows  a  year  of  progress  and  unwearied  activity;  also  the  widespread 
interest  in  the  objects  of  the  Society  taken  by  the  people  of  Ontario. 
Public  opinion  is  slowly  but  surely  awakening  in  favor  of  its  work,  and 
with  such  evidence  as  may  be  found  in  these  pages  the  future  of  the 
Society  was  never  so  full  of  hope.

FIRST  DAY'S  PROCEEDINGS. 

Wednesday,  September  10th. 

The  first  session  opened  at  1.30  p.m.  in  the  Auditorium  of  the 
Public  Library. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  and  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Council  held  on  the  25th  July,  1912 ;  on  the  4th  of  December,  1912,  both 
held  at  Toronto,  and  on  the  10th  September,  1913,  at  Chatham,  were 
read  and  confirmed  (see  Appendix  I,  page  48). 

On  the  suggestion  of  the  President,  the  following  sessional  com- 
mittees were  appointed,  on: 

Resolutions:  Dr.  Coyne  (convener),  Prof.  Grant,  A.  F.  Hunter, 
J.  S.  Carstairs  and  Miss  Carnochan. 

Obituary:  Prof.  Grant  and  Dr.  Coyne. 

Nomination  of  Officers:  D.  Williams,  Dr.  Coyne,  Geo.  R.  Pattullo, 
A.  F.  Hunter,  Professor  Grant  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Ahearn. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

The  President's  report  on  the  work  of  his  office  during  the  past 
year,  as  follows,  was  presented  and  adopted: — 

Dr.  Alexander  Fraser  succeeded  Mr.  Clarkson  W.  James  as  Secretary, 
entering  on  duty  on  the  1st  October,  1912.  The  latter  became  Treasurer 
at  the  same  date  in  place  of  Mr.  W.  A.  MacLean,  C.E.,  resigned. 

Owing  to  pressure  of  other  duties  Mr.  C.  W.  James  resigned  the  treas- 
urership  on  the  4th  of  March,  1913.  I  appointed  Dr.  Alexander  Eraser, 
Treasurer  pro  tern. 

Doubt  having  been  cast  upon  the  regularity  of  some  of_the  amend- 
ments made  to  the  Constitution  since  its  last  consolidation,  affecting  among 
other  things  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting,  I  appointed  a  special  com- 
mittee consisting  of  the  First  Vice-President,  Mr.  C.  M.  Warner,  and  two  of 
the  Past  President,  Drs.  C.  C.  James  and  J.  H.  Coyne,  to  consider  the  amend- 
ments and  draft  a  report  upon  them  for  submission  to  this  meeting.  The 
committee's  report  will  be  presented  for  your  consideration. 

My  predecessor  in  office,  Mr.  D.  Williams,  wrote  me  regarding  (1)  work 
in  the  matter  of  organizing  an  historical  society  in  Berlin  "which  had  been 
begun  in  his  term,  (2)  of  important  work  being  done  by  Mr.  Osborn  of 
Penetanguishene,  and  (3)  of  the  need  of  looking  after  the  field  there. 
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I  found  that  the  cause  was  progressing  so  satisfactorily  at  Berlin  that 
a  personal  visit  did  not  seem  necessary.  An  active  Society  has  been  formed. 
Its  delegate  to  this  meeting  will  bring  an  application  for  affiliation,  and  a 
report  of  its  good  work. 

The  Barrie  Historical  Society  is  publishing  the  valuable  work  of  Mr. 
Osborn.  I  visited  Penetanguishene  on  the  5th  and  6th  of  August,  1912,  and 
found  that  there  is  urgent  need  to  organize,  if  possible,  or  perhaps  I  should 
say  to  revive,  an  historical  society  there,  and  to  assist  it  in  its  obvious  work. 

Respecting  the  preservation  of  the  Old  Port,  I  submit  correspondence 
with  the  Hon.  Dr.  Roche,  Secretary  of  State,  the  Hon.  Col.  Hughes,  Minister 
of  Militia,  and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Hanna,  of  the  Ontario  Government.  I  quote 
part  of  my  letter  to  the  last  named  Minister. 

"We  used  to  teach,  and  until  this  summer,  I  supposed  it  true,  that  the 
best  extant  example  of  the  stockade  fort  was  the  one  near  the  mouth  of 
Penetanguishene  Bay.  On  a  recent  visit  there  I  found  that  the  old  fort  is 
razed,  and  the  site  under  cultivation.  The  interesting  block  magazine  is 
still  standing  on  the  island  named  after  it,  and  a  few  of  the  palisades  are 
lying  around  near  the  dock.  The  military  surgeon's  quarters  were  recently 
burned,  but  two  interesting  old  chimneys,  wide  old-fashioned  fire-places,  are 
yet  standing.  I  heard  that  it  is  proposed  to  modify  what  was  the  officers' 
headquarters  and  use  the  building  for  some  purpose  connected  with  the 
asylum." 

The  letter  concluded  with  an  appeal  to  preserve  what  is  still  left  of  the 
old  landmarks.  The  answer  dated  February  4th,  1913,  conveyed  through  the 
Provincial  Inspector  of  Prisons  and  Public  Charities,  was  favorable. 

On  the  27th  August,  1912,  I  attended  a  meeting  in  this  city  of  Chatham 
called  to  organize  a  local  Historical  Society,  and  to  make  preliminary  pre- 
parations for  this  meeting.  A  delegate  from  the  Kent  Historical  Society  will 
report  the  result,  and  I  am  sure  that  the  members  of  the  Provincial  Society 
will  have  abundant  proof  by  the  time  the  convention  closes,  that  the  local 
Society  devised  admirable  plans,  and  executed  them  as  admirably. 

A  local  Historical  Society  has  also  been  organized  at  Grimsby,  which 
will  be  represented  by  Mr.  Woolverton,  who  will  apply  for  its  affiliation. 

The  praiseworthy  conception  of  commemorating  the  tercentenary  of  the 
advent  of  the  white  man  to  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  its  consequent 
informal  occupation  by  the  prolonged  visit  and  explorations  of  Champlain  in 
1615  was  formed  in  Orillia,  and  naturally  so  as  it  is  almost  on  the  ground 
where  he  established  his  post.  The  Canadian  Club  and  Board  of  Trade  of 
that  town  took  up  the  idea,  and  writh  the  assistance  of  the  municipal  and 
other  organizations,  have  advanced  it  to  the  prospect  of  a  successful  and 
highly  satisfactory  completion.  You  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  your 
Secretary  and  President,  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  and  in  its  name,  gave  all 
the  assistance  they  could  in  commending  the  excellent  plans  of  the  Orillia 
people  to  the  duty  and  generosity  of  the  Dominion  and  Provincial  govern- 
ments. 

The  meeting  of  the  American  Historical  Association  is  always  an  import- 
ant one.  This  year  it  was  held  at  Boston,  during  Christmas  week.  We  were 
represented  officially  by  our  first  Vice-President,  Mr.  C.  M.  Warner,  who  will 
make  a  report. 

The  Secretary,  Dr.  Praser,  represented  the  Society  at  the  Centennial 
Commemoration  of  Brock's  death,  and  placed  a  suitable  wreath  at  the  foot 
of  the  monument. 

The  p'rize  essay  competition  was  conducted  in  accordance  with  your 
directions.  The  essays  were  adjudged  by  Professors  Grant  and  Morison, 
and  the  prizes  paid.  You  will  be  asked  to  deal  with  the  report  which  will 
be  made  by  the  Secretary. 

The  most  important  work  proposed  by  the  Society  for  the  year  was  the 
provision  of  a  Home.  -The  special  committee  charged  primarily  with  the 
duty  has  done  its  work  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner.  In  this  connection 
too  much  praise  cannot  be  awarded  to  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Clarance  M. 
Warner,  who  was  ably  seconded  by  Sir  Edmund  Walker.  The  former~will 
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present  the  report  in  detail.  In  it  you  will  learn  that  the  Honorary  Presi- 
dent, the  Hon.  Dr.  Pyne,  has  greatly  increased  the  Society's  indebtedness  to 
him.  The  kindly  interest  of  Dr.  Colquhoun,  ttre  Deputy  Minister  of  EcTtfca- 
tion,  will  not  be  forgotten. 

The  latest  event  to  be  noted,  one  deeply  affecting  the  Society,  is  a  sad 
one,  namely,  the  death  of  our  much  lamented  Past  President,  Mr.  Barlow 
Cumberland.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the  Society  almost  from  its  incep- 
tion, and  did  most  useful  work  in  every  one  of  the  many  ways  in  which  the 
Society  called  upon  his  services.  We  have  also  to  lament  the  death  of  Dean 
Ellis,  of  Kingston,  who  at  our  last,  as  well  as  at  previous  meetings,  contri- 
buted much  to  their  success.  I  shall  ask  you  to  appoint  a  committee  to  give 
appropriate  expression  to  the  loss  the  Society  has  sustained  by  these  bere'&ve- 
ments. 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

The  Secretary's  report,  as  follows,  was  read  and  adopted: — 

The   activities   of    the   past    year,   while   in    some   respects    unusually 
varied,  may  be  fairly  placed  before  the  Society  in  brief  space: 

1.  Mr.  Clarkson  W.  James,  who  with  much  satisfaction  to  the  Society, 
occupied  the  position  of  Secretary  for  the  years,  1909-10,  1910-11,  1911-12, 
intimated  at  the  last  annual  meeting  that  pressure  of  business  necessitated 
his  resignation.     Mr.  James  was  reluctantly  relieved  of  the  office,  and  he 
was  appointed  Treasurer  of  the  Society  in  the  place  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Maclean, 
whose  resignation  for  the  same  cause  was  much  regretted. 

2.  Mr.  James  continued  as  Secretary  until  the  30th  of  September  last, 
when,  on  appointment  by  the  Council,  the  undersigned  assumed  the  duties 
of  the  office.     Attention  was  at  once  directed  to  five  items  of  business  of 
outstanding  importance,  viz.:  the  publication  of  the  Annual  Report,  circulat- 
ing the  Rules  and   Conditions   governing  the   Essay  Competition,  securing 
papers   for   the  next  Annual   Meeting,   preparing  a   volume  of   Papers   and 
Records  for  the  press,  and  arranging  for  a  permanent  home  for  the  Society, 
referred  to  Council  by  the  Napanee  meeting.     In  the  course  of  two  months, 
it  was  possible  to  report  progress  in  all  these  matters,  as  will  be  seen  from 
the  Minutes  of  Council  of  the  4th  of  December  last. 

3.  Leeway  had   to    be  made   up    in   the    publication   of    Papers    and 
Records,  no  volume  having  appeared  since  1910,  and  two  volumes,  there- 
fore,  instead  of    one,   have    been  issued   this    year,   making   in    all     three 
volumes  from  the  press,  in  less  than  twelve  months,  viz.,  the  Annual  Report, 
and  Vols.  X.  and  XI.  Papers  and  Records. 

4.  The   correspondence   in   connection   with   the   Annual   Meeting   was 
extensive  and   useful.     Assistance  was  invited   and   received   from   sources 
not  shown  on  the  program.     Papers  were  undertaken  by  some  who  were 
unable  to  finish  them;   by  others  material  was  collected,  and  in  this  way 
interest  in  our  historical  work  was  more  widely  diffused.     To  all  who  had 
a  share  in  this  work  we  owe  appreciative  acknowledgment. 

5.  The  Essay  Competition  proved  very  gratifying.     The  Society  could 
well  consider  the  providing  of  a  fund  to  enable  it  to  establish  such  a  com- 
petition on  a  permanent  basis.     The  Report  to  the  Council  on  this  subject 
furnishes  particulars  of  the  contest. 

6.  A  permanent  Home  for  the  Society  has  been  secured  in  the  old  Edu- 
cation Department  Building,  Toronto,  a  full  report  on  which  will  be  pre- 
sented to  this  meeting. 

7.  Notwithstanding  that  special  calls  were  made  on  members  for  pay- 
ment of  fees  a  large  arrearage  exists.     In  this  connection  it  may  be  said 
that  the  clause  in  the  constitution  relating  to  members'  fees,  as  it  stands, 
is  not  clear;    further,   that  the  want  of  the   Papers   and   Records   for   two 
years   was   also   a   cause   of   dilatoriness.      With   these   reasons   removed    a

decided  improvement  may  be  expected  next  year,  not  only  with  respect*  to 
fees  but  to  the  accessions  of  new  members. 

8.  During  the  past  year  there  has  been  an   increase  in  membership, 
and  new  local  societies  have  been  formed  at  Berlin,  Ont.,  and  at  Grimsby, 
Ont.,  while  the  Gaelic  Society  of  Canada,  which  has  for  many  years  devoted 
attention  to  the  history  of  the  Scottish  Settlements  in  Ontario  has  sought 
affiliation,   and   are   represented   at   this   meeting.      Two   years   ago    twelve 
affiliated   societies   reported   to    this   Society.      In   our   last   Annual   Report 
twenty-two  are  recorded,  and  at  this  meeting  twenty-eight. 

9.  Considerable  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  work  of  the  local  societies 
and  kindred  organizations.     It  is  obvious  that  the  two  main  objects  to  which 
the  energies  of  the  Society  ought  to  be  directed  are:  the  encouragement  and 
direction  of  its  members  in  the  study  and  research  of  Ontario  history,  on 
proper  lines;   and  the  encouragement  of  local  societies  in  their  important 
work.     Always  realizing  this  I  have  done  my  utmost  to  give  assistance  by 
letters,  by  addresses,  by  the  furnishing  of  material,  and  by  suggestions  to 
beginners  in  the  field.     Enquiries  for  historical  data  have  been  numerous, 
and  have  been  met  as  promptly  and  as  fully  as  possible.     These,  as  a  rule, 
involve  search  in  libraries,  in  the  Canadian  and  Ontario  Archives,  and  in 
the  Crown  Lands  Department,  Toronto,  to  an  extent  rarely  known  by  the 
applicants  who  may  not  therefore  appreciate  the  time  and  patience  required 
for  such  work.     The  information  chiefly  asked  for  refers  to  the  early  set- 
tlement of  the  country,  the  history  of  towns  and  cities,  of  roads  and  streets, 
of  early  surveys,  churches  and  schools,  of  local  industries  that  have  passed 
away,  of  place-names,  and  of  political,   military  and  family  history.      For 
such  and  other  information  there  is  a  growing  demand.     While  arduous,  I 
have  found  this  labor  particularly  fruitful,  and  I  invite  its  continuance. 

10.  I  have  made   an  effort,    only  partially    successful,   to    obtain    in 
advance  of  this  meeting  copies  of  the  reports  from  the  affiliated  societies 
and  of  the  papers  to  be  read  at  the  meeting  as  appear  on  the  program. 
This   would   be    a    decided    improvement   on    past   practice.      The    business 
docket  could  be  better  set,   and  publication   greatly  facilitated.      Affiliated 
societies'  reports  lack  in  uniformity,  and  cover  more  space,  even  when  con- 
densed by  the  Secretary,  than  the  Annual  Report  can  afford  to  devote  to 
them.     The  time,  I  think,  is  opportune  for  a  ruling  on  these  three  points. 

11.  During  the  year  I  paid  visits  in  the  interest  of  the  Society  to  Port 
Hope,  to  Queenston  Heights,  at  the  Brock  Centenary  celebration,  to  Berlin, 
where  a  new  society  has  been  formed,  to  Orillia,   to  help  inaugurate  the 
movement  for  a  tercentenary  monument  there  to   Champlain;    to   Ottawa, 
with  the  President,  on  the  same  business.      (When  Tn  Ottawa  the  President 
made  a  strong  plea  also  for  a  monument  in  the  Thames  Valley  in  honor 
of  Tecumseh),  to  Niagara-on-the-Lake,  to  Stoney  Creek,  and  to  Queenston. 
The  Champlain  Committee  at  Orillia  have  raised  almost  enough  money  to 
proceed  with  the  monument,  and  the  Society  will  probably  be  asked  to  hold 
its  1915  meeting  there  at  the  time  of  the  unveiling. 

12.  The  Society  has  sustained  great  loss  by  the  deaths  of  several  of 
its  distinguished  members: — Dr.  John  George  Hodgins,  Toronto,  Dean  Ellis, 
Kingston,  Lieut.-Colonel  F.   A.   Fleming,  Toronto,   Frederick  Barlow  Cum- 
berland, Port  Hope,  and  Hon.   James  Young,  Gait.      Mr.   Cumberland   was 
an  earnest  and  active  member,  and  occupied  the  position  of  President  for 
the  years  1908-10.     A  floral  wreath  was  placed  on  his  grave  on  behalf  of 
the  Society,  which  was  represented  at  the  funeral  by  Mr.  J.  Stewart  Car- 
stairs  and  the  Secretary.     To  the  memory  of  these  and  other  members  who 
have  died  during  the  year,  suitable  resolutions  will  be  offered. 

13.  The  accessions  to  the  library  received  during  the  year  have  been 
catalogued  and  placed  on  a  card  index.     A  list  of  the  same  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  meeting. 

14.  The   proposed   amendments   to   the   constitution   submitted   by   the 
Secretary   aim    at   systematizing   the   work   of   tffe    Society,    the   saving    of 
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expense,  and  the  clearing  up  of  points  now  of  uncertain  interpretation,  but 
offers  little  that  is  radically  new. 

15.  Last  spring  Mr.  James  found  it  necessary  to  resign  the  position  of 
Treasurer,  and  since  then  the  Secretary  has  discharged  the  duties  or  that 
office,  acting  as  Secretary-Treasurer.

NEW  ROOMS  FOR  THE  SOCIETY. 

Mr.  Warner  reported  the  steps  that  had  been  taken  to  secure  and 
furnish  rooms  for  the  Society  in  the  Normal  School  Building,  St.  James' 
Square,  Toronto.  The  report  was  adopted,  and  it  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions  to  prepare  a  minute  conveying  the  thanks  of 
the  Society  to  Hon.  Dr.  Pyne,  Minister,  and  Dr.  A.  H.  U.  Colquhoun, 
Deputy  Minister  of  Education,  for  their  courtesy  in  this  matter. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

The  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  presented  by 
the  Secretary  (as  set  forth  in  Appendix  II,  see  page  53). 

Clause  1,  relating  to  the  Ontario  Archivist,  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

It  was  then  m^oved  by  the  Secretary,  seconded  by  Mr.  Carstairs, 
that  the  meeting  proceed  to  deal  with  the  remaining  clauses  of  the  pro- 
posed amendments  clause  by  clause  and  that  clauses  relating  to  the  same 
subject  be  considered  concurrently. 

It  was  moved  in  amendment  by  Mr.  "Warner,  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Thompson,  that  the  proposed  amendments  (except  clause  1)  be  referred 
to  a  special  committee  to  report  at  a  later  session  of  this  meeting,  the 
committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  President. 

Moved  in  amendment  to  the  amendment  by  Mr.  Hunter,  seconded 
by  Dr.  Coyne,  that  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  be 
now  taken  up  in  the  order  in  which  they  had  been  received  by  the 
Secretary. 

The  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  lost  and  the  amendment  to 
the  motion  was  carried.  The  President  named  as  this  Special  Commit- 
tee Mr.  Warner,  convener,  Dr.  Coyne,  Mr.  Carstairs,  Mr.  Hunter  and 
the  Secretary.

Mr.  Warner  reported  on  his  visit  to  Boston  in  December  last  as 
representative  of  this  Society  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Historical  Society. 

A  paper  on  "  Zeisberger  and  His  Indians,"  by  Rev.  John  Morrison, 
M.A.,  Sarnia,  was,  in  his  unavoidable  absence,  read  by  title  and  laid 
on  the  table. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  accept  an  invitation  from  the  Kent 
Historical  Society  to  a  drive  in  and  around  the  city,  during  which, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Dean,  Manager  of  the  Bank  of  Mon- 
treal, and  of  the  officers  of  the  society,  the  historic  spots  and  the  more 
interesting  public  buildings  were  pointed  out.  The  deep  interest  in 
the  meeting  taken  by  the  citizens  was  manifested  by  the  fact  that  35 
motor  cars  were  offered  by  their  owners  to  the  Society  for  the  drive. 

EVENING  SESSION 

Wednesday,  September  10th 

The  evening  meeting  was  held  in  the  Auditorium  of  the  Public 
Library,  which  was  crowded.  A  cordial  welcome  was  extended  to  the 
Society  by  Mayor  Dunn  on  behalf  of  the  citizens,  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Scullard,  for  the  Macaulay  Literary  Club,  one  of  the  oldest  literary  clubs 
in  Western  Ontario ;  by  Principal  J.  W.  Plewes,  for  the  Board  of  Trade 
and  West  Kent  Teachers'  Asociation;  by  Mr.  John  Walker,  K.C., 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Education ;  Dr.  T.  K.  Holmes,  President  Kent 
Historical  Society;  J.  W.  Baird,  President  East  Kent  Teachers' 
Association. 

President  Dearness  suitably  acknowledged  the  kind  reception  that 
had  been  given  to  the  members  and  delegates  by  the  citizens  of  Chatham. 

GREETINGS  FROM  QUEBEC. 

Dr.  Alexander  Fraser,  the  Secretary,  read  the  following  interesting 
letter  from  the  Honorable  Mr.  Justice  Weir,  Montreal,  conveying  greet- 
ings from  the  Province  of  Quebec: — 

4219  Western  Avenue,  Westmount, 

P.Q.,  Sept.  6,  1913. 

My  Dear  Dr.  Eraser, — I  greatly  regret  that  owing  to  a  temporary 
infirmity  I  am  physically  unfit  to  attend  the  session  of  the  Ontario  Histori- 
cal Society  at  Chatham  next  Tuesday  to  which  the  committee  through  you 
so  kindly  invited  me. 

My  regret  is  all  the  greater  as  I  look  upon  the  annual  gathering  of 
your  members  for  the  consideration  of  questions  of  historical  interest  as 
quite  a  notable  event  in  these  days  of  materialism^  when  the  getting  of 
wealth  occupies  almost  exclusively  the  attention  of  so  many  people. 
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It  is  from  the  study  of  the  deeds  and  ideals  of  the  past  that  we  can 
best  learn  the  lessons,  necessary  for  the  present,  and  develop  the  ideals  that 
will  ensure  us  a  noble,  future. 

The  greatness  of  a  nation  must  always  be  judged,  not  by  its  wealth 
but  by  its  ideals  and  the  spirit  of  a  people  to  remain  truly  admirable  must 
ever  advance  to  the  adoption  of  some  new  purpose. 

Apart  from  ambition  in  material  things  is  any  great  purpose  now  an- 
imating the  people  of  Canada?  The  creation  of  our  fundamental  laws  and 
institutions,  the  struggles  for  responsible  government  for  representation 
by  population,  for  the  union  and  development,  under  one  common  constitu- 
tion, of  the  different  sections  of  Canada  strongly  occupied  the  minds  and 
spirits  of  our  fathers;  and  these  struggles  exercised  a  broadening  influence 
on  their  manhood. 

Are  we  acting  our  parts  as  worthily  as  they  did  theirs,  and  straining 
every  effort  to  make  ourselves  fit  to  face  the  complex  problems  and  condi- 
tions of  modern  life?  To  prevent  the  growth  of  caste  and  classes  under 
a  democratic  constitution  and  the  sense  of  social  injustice  in  the  minds  of 
many  of  our  fellow  citizens,  and  to  develop  watchful  guardians  of  our 
liberty,  trained  citizens,  whose  education  must  in  large  measure  include 
the  lessons  of  history  were  never  more  necessary  to  the  public  interest. 

May  I  add  that  it  still  seems  essential  to  make  efforts  in  some  quar- 
ters to  root  out  the  narrowness  of  sectionalism  that  so  often  in  the  past 
has  disfigured  the  story  of  our  country.  The  man  who  says  "any  differ- 
ence from  me  is  the  measure  of  folly  or  perversity"  is  a  poor  asset  for  Ms 
Sative  land.  The  people  of  Quebec,  for  example,  may  differ  in  their  cus- 
toms and  methods  from  the  people  of  the  Maritime  Provinces,  Ontario,  or 
the  great  west;  but  any  bitterness  or  prejudice  on  that  account  is  apt  to 
fre  unjust  and  certainly  antagonistic  to  the  development  of  broad  citizen- 
ship. The  differences  after  all  are  few  and  temporary  while  the  common 
interests  are  many  and  of  enduring  nature.  The  lesson  of  our  history  is 
ffrat  we  should  try  to  get  each  other's  viewpoint  and  develop  >  .kindly  and 
fraternal  sentiments  for  the  future  activities  of  the  various  provinces 
seemed  destined  to  remain  linked  together. 

I  wish  you  would  kindly  express  to  the  society  my  hearty  wishes  for 
a  pleasant  and  instructive  reunion  next  week  and  an  ever  broadening 
sphere  of  usefulness  in  the  years  to  come. 

Please  accept,  my  dear  Dr.  Praser,  the  assurance  of  my  esteem  and 
good  will  and  believe  me.

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SECOND   DAY'S   PROCEEDINGS 

Thursday,  September  llth. 
The  Society  met  at  9  a.m.  in  the  Auditorium  of  the  Public  Library. 

TECUMSEH'S  GRAVE. 

Dr.  Alexander  Fraser  read  letters  from  Mrs.  Brown,  Brantford, 
Ont,  and  Mr.  A.  Greenwood,  Hillsboro',  N.H.,  embodying  statements 
by  Indians  as  to  the  location  of  Tecumseh's  grave.  It  was  agreed  to 
thank  the  writers  for  their  interesting  communications,  which  were 
commended  to  the  historical  societies  in  the  Thames  Valley  for 
investigation. 

OLD  FORT  YORK. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  report  on  Old  Fort  York  recently 
received  from  the  late  Mr.  Barlow  Cumberland.  It  was  received  and 
adopted,  and  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to  Mr.  Cumberland,  as 
representative  of  the  Society  in  this  matter,  was  referred  for  action  to 
the  Council. 

HISTORIC  SITES  AND  MONUMENTS. 

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Historic  Sites  and  Monu- 
ments was  presented  by  Mr.  Warner,  the  convener: 

A  careful  survey  of  the  work  done  in  Canada,  and  particularly  in 
Ontario,  that  falls  under  your  Committee's  rather  broad  scope  as  prece- 
dented  during  the  last  few  years  reveals  the  interesting  fact  that  we  are 
gradually  awakening  to  the  importance  of  honoring  our  distinguished  dead, 
and  placing  memorials  in  order  that  the  youth  of  our  country  may  grow 
up  with  a  keen  desire  to  know  more  of  its  history.  Perhaps  the  centennial 
celebrations  which  are  bein§  held,  commemorating  the  event  of  the  war  of 
18 i 2,  have  been  the  main  cause  of  this  awakening  of  interest.  If  so,  we 
certainly  recommend  that  as  many  be  held  as  is  possible. 

Canadian  Monuments  and  Memorials. 

An  event  which  occurred  too  late  to  be  mentioned  in  your  Committee's 
last  report  was  the  unveiling  on  May  29th,  1912,  by  His  Royal  Highness, 
the  Duke  of  Connaught,  of  the  Soldiers'  Monument  at  London,  Ontario. 
This  beautiful  memorial,  in  memory  of  the  men  from  the  London  district 
who  fell  in  South  Africa,  occupies  a  particularly  well  selected  site.  The 
Committee  in  charge  of  the  work  deserves  the  highest  pfaise  for  the  excel- 
lent judgment  displayed  in  the  choice  of  the  design. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  formulate  a  plan  to  properly  observe  the 
Robert  Browning  centennial  recommended  that  the  University  of  Toronto 
be  offered  a  window  in  stained  glass  with  a  medallion  portrait  of  Browning, 
and  suggested  the  establishment  of  a  Robert  Browning  prize  in  English 
Literature  in  the  same  University. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  our  Society  held  in  Napanee  early  in  June, 
1912,  there  was  unveiled  a  beautiful  tablet  erected  by  the  United  Empire 
Loyalist  Chapter  I.O.D.E.  to  commemorate  the  first  Centennial  Celebration 
hefd  in  Canada  of  the  War  of  1812.  The  papers  at  the  meeting  were  all 
oil  events  associated  with  the  War. 

On  June  8th,  1912,  a  portrait  of  the  late  Mr.  James  Henderson,  M.A., 
D.C.L.,  was  unveiled  at  Trinity  College.  Mr.  Henderson  was  a  great  bene- 
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factor  of  Trinity.  The  portrait  is  by  Mr.  Wyly  Grier,  President  of  the 
Ontario  Society  of  Artists. 

Before  a  crowd  of  nearly  two  thousand  people  a  monument  to  the 
memory  of  the  late  Honore  Mercier,  the  famous  French-Canadian  states- 
man, was  unveiled  on  the  Parliament  lawn  at  Quebec  on  June  25th,  1912. 
The  statue  is  of  bronze,  and  represents  the  statesman  in  one  of  his  striking 
oratorical  attitudes. 

A  memorial  cairn  was  ordered  erected  on  July  16th,  1912,  in  Queen 
Victoria  Park,  Niagara  Palls,  to  honor  the  memory  of  Burrell  Heacock  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  who  lost  his  life  in  an  heroic  attempt  to  rescue  Eldridge 
Stanton  and  his  wife  of  Toronto,  when  the  ice  bridge  was  swept  down  the 
river  on  February  4th,  1912. 

The  Governor-General  of  Canada  unveiled  two  tablets  on  the  walls  of  the 
old  Academy  building  at  Pictou,  N.S.,  on  July  31st,  1912.  One  was  erected 
to  the  memory  of  Sir  John  William  Dawson,  F.R.S.,  the  celebrated  geolo- 
gist who  was  superintendent  of  education  in  Nova  Scotia  in  1850,  and 
principal  of  McGill  University  in  1855.  The  other  commemorated  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Rev.  Thomas  MacCullough,  D.D.,  first  principal  of  the  Pictou 
Academy,  and  president  of  Dalhousie  College  and  University  1838,  and  marks 
Pictou  Academy  founded  in  1816. 

The  Royal  Governor  also  unveiled  a  massive  granite  monument  on 
August  3rd,  1912,  at  Sidney  Mines,  N.S.,  which  was  erected  to  mark  the  first 
landing  made  by  His  Majesty  King  Edward  VII.,  then  Prince  of  Wales,  on 
Canadian  soil,  July  28th,  1860. 

The  workingmen  of  Montreal  have  decided  to  honor  the  memory  of  J. 
A.  Rodier,  the  founder  of  the  Montreal  Trades  and  Labor  Council,  by  the 
erection  of  a  monument.  Mr.  Rodier  died  in  1910. 

A  tablet  in  the  old  Hay  Bay  Methodist  Church  which  was  re-opened  on 
August  12th,  1912,  gives  the  following  information  about  that  interesting  old 
building  which  is  known  as  the  U.  E.  L.  Methodist  Chapel, — "Erected  1792, 
Enlarged  1834,  Abandoned  1860,  Centennial  1892,  Repurchased  1911,  Re- 
opened 1912."  A  strong  board  of  trustees  accomplished  the  work  of  reopen- 
ing church,  and  it  is  a  splendid  memorial  of  the  pioneer  days  in  the  Bay  of 
Quinte  district. 

A  tower  commemorating  the  granting  of  the  first  representative  Parlia- 
ment by  the  Crown  to  its  colonies  was  dedicated  at  Northwest  Arm,  near 
Halifax,  N.S.,  on  August  14th,  1912,  by  the  Duke  of  Connaught. 

A  beautiful  monument  to  General  Sir  Isaac  Brock  was  unveiled  by 
Colonel,  the  Honourable  Sam  Hughes  at  Brockville,  Ontario,  on  August  19th, 
1912.  It  was  erected  by  the  General  Brock  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the 
Empire,  and  stands  on  the  green  in  front  of  the  County  Court  House. 

Early  in  October,  1912,  the  design  of  Mr.  George  W.  Hill,  of  Montreal, 
for  the  Memorial  to  Sir  George  E.  Cartier,  was  accepted,  and  it  is  planned 
to  unveil  the  same  on  September  6th,  1914.  The  memorial  will  be  82  feet 
6  inches  high,  and  will  cost  $100,000. 

On  October  19th,  1912,  there  was  unveiled  on  the  Parliament  public 
grounds  at  Quebec  city,  a  monument  erected  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of 
Francois  Xavier  Garneau,  the  author  of  the  history  of  Canada  which  was 
published  in  1845.  The  monument  was  a  present  from  the  Honourable  G. 
E.  Amyot. 

A  memorial  to  the  late  Senator  G.  T.  Fulford,  of  Brockville,  in  the 
form  of  a  cottage  at  the  Muskoka  Free  Hospital  for  Consumptives,  was  pro- 
vided for  in  December,  1912.  The  funds  to  build  and  endow  it  were  given 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  C.  Hardy. 

A  brass  tablet  with  suitable  inscription  was  erected  in  Berkley  Street 
Methodist  Cliurch,  Toronto,  and  unveiled  on  December  15th,  1912,  in 
memory  of  Annie  Eliza  Storm  who  was  for  over  sixty  years  a  worker  in  that 
church. 

An  interesting  event  took  place  in  the  office  of  "The  Globe,"  Toronto, 
on  January  4fn,  1913,  when  aT  portrait  of  the  founder  of  that  newspaper,  the 
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Honourable  George  Brown,  was  unveiled.  Many  interesting  addresses 
reviewing  events  in  Canadian  history  were  given. 

The  Orillia  Canadian  Club  started  an  active  campaign  early  in  1913  to 
raise  funds  for  the  erection  of~a  monument  to  the  memory  of  Samuel  de 
Champlain.  They  expect  to  unveil  the  monument  during  the  celebration  to 
be  held  there  in  1915. 

A  beautifully  carved  memorial  pulpit,  the  work  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Allen, 
R.S.A.,  has  been  erected  in  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Toronto,  to  the  memory 
of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Pearson.  Dr.  Pearson  worked  at  Holy  Trinity  for  thirty- 
five  years. 

A  memorial  window  in  the  chancel  of  St.  Philip's  Church,  Toronto, 
was  unveiled  on  March  23rd,  1913.  It  was  erected  in  memory  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  George  Josiah  Cook,  and  was  unveiled  by  Bishop  Sweeny. 

At  a  meeting  held  by  the  Municipal  Improvement  Association  of 
Toronto,  a  movement  was  inaugurated  to  provide  a  monument  to  the  memory 
of  the  donor  of  High  Park — Mr.  John  G.  Howard. 

Mr.  Allan  Bowerman  presented  on  April  8th,  1913,  a  large  bronze  statue 
of  the  late  King  Edward  VII.  to  Saskatchewan  University  at  Saskatoon, 
Sask.  It  was  placed  at  the  entrance  to  the  University,  and  cost  $10,000. 

In  April,  1913,  the  Advisory  Arts  Council  selected  the  design  of  Mr. 
Walter  S.  Allward  for  the  King  Edward  Memorial  on  Parliament  Hill, 
Ottawa.  The  motive  of  the  design  is  that  of  the  King  as  a  Peacemaker. 

The  Government  at  Ottawa  voted,  on  May  20th,  1913,  to  spend  $14,500 
to  the  fund  in  memory  of  the  late  Captain  Scott,  the  Aritartic  explorer; 
$5,000  for  a  monument  to  the  heroes  of  the  Long  Sault;  $7,500  toward  the 
erection  of  a  monument  to  Champlain  at  Orillia,  and  $2,500  toward  the 
Crysler's  Farm  centennial  celebration. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Learmont,  of  Montreal,  has  p'urchased  as  a  gift  to  the  Domin- 
ion of  Canada,  the  Manor  House  of  the  family  of  General  Wolfe.  It  is 
situated  in  Westerham,  Kent,  in  the  south  of  England.  It  will  be  used 
as  a  museum,  in  which  shall  be  stored  every  relic  of  Wolfe  that  can  be 
discovered. 

The  handsome  monument  erected  in  honor  of  the  heroes  who  died  for 
their  country  in  the  battle  at  Stoney  Creek,  was  unveiled  on  June  6th,  1913. 
At  1.30  p.m.  Queen  Mary  at  Buckingham  Palace,  London,  England,  pressed 
a  button  which  rang  a  bell  on  the  monument  and  released  the  rope  holding 
the  veil  over  the  monument.  The  Women's  Wentworth  Historical  Society 
was  the  moving  spirit  in  having  the  monument  erected. 

A  monument  was  unveiled  at  Brantford  on  June  8th,  1913,  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Woodmen  of  the  World,  in  memory  of  Commanders  Sampson 
Day  and  Frank  E.  Day. 

Canadian  Buildings. 

The  Chateau  Laurier,  situated  in  Major  Hill's  Park,  Ottawa,  Ontario, 
the  new  $2,000,000  hotel  built  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  was  opened 
for  guests  on  June  1st,  1912.  At  the  same  time  the  company's  new 
$1,000,000  station  was  opened. 

At  London,  Ontario,  the  corner  stone  of  the  new  Masonic  Temple  was 
laid  on  June  24th,  1912. 

The  new  Wellesley  Hospital  on  Homewood  Place,  in  Toronto,  was 
opened  on  August  27th,  1912,  by  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Connaught. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  new  Carnegie  Library,  at  Port  Hope,  was 
laid  with  due  ceremony  on  September  16th,  1912. 

On  September  26th,  1912,  the  corner  stone  of  the  new  Knox  College 
building,  on  the  west  side  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Campus,  was  laid 
by  his  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  Sir  John  Gibson. 

The  Lord  Dufferin  Hospital  was  opened  at  Orangeville,  Ontario,  on 
October  1st,  1912.  This  new  hospital  was  built  with  funds  raised  by  the 
local  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Empire. 

At  Queen's  University,  Kingston,  Ontario,  on  October  15th,  1912,  Hon. 
W.  H.  Hearst  formally  opened  the  new  building  which  is  to  be  known  as  the 
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Nicol  Mining  and  Metallurgy  building.  The  building  is  named  for  Prof. 
Nicol  of  the  Queen's  staff. 

The  new  Provincial  Parliament  buildings  for  Saskatchewan  were 
opened  with  due  ceremony  by  the  Duke  of  Connaught  at  Regina  on  October 
12th,  1912. 

The  Ottawa  Evening  Journal  of  November  16th,  1912,  published  a  long 
article  stating  that  Port  Wellington,  near  Prescott,  was  in  danger  of  being 
taken  down  to  make  "way  for  a  public  park.  The  Fort  is  rich  in  military 
history,  having  played  an  important  part  in  the  War  of  1812,  the  campaign 
of  1837-8,  and  the  Fenian  Raid  of  1866-70.  Your  Committee  has  been 
unable  to  find  any  foundation  for  this  report. 

The  *  last  of  the  old  Upper  Canada  College  school  houses  on  Pearl  St. 
west,  of  Simcoe  St.,  Toronto,  was  torn  down  in  April,  1913,  to  make  room 
for  a  warehouse. 

"The  Grange,"  the  home  of  the  late  Golttwtn  Smith,  was  opened  to 
the  public  on  June  6th,  1913,  when  formal  speeches  were  made  by  Mayor 
Hocken  and  Sir  Edmund  Osier,  explaining  the  plans  of  the  Art  Museum. 
Those  parts  of  the  building  which  are  open  for  the  public  are  filled  with 
works  of  art. 

Canadian  Churches. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  new  Calvary  Church,  which  is  being  erecTec! 
by  the  Congregationalists  in  Montreal,  was  laid  on  June  8th,  1912.  The 
church  is  to  cost  $75,000. 

The  new  West  Presbyterian  Church  at  the  corner  of  College  St.  and 
Montrose  Ave.,  Toronto,  was  formally  opened  on  June  16th,  1912. 

St.  Andrew's  Church,  at  Williamstown,  celebrated  the  centennial  of 
the  building  of  the  church,  the  oldest  Presbyterian  church  in  Canada,  on 
August  25th,  1912.  They  also,  at  the  same  time,  celebrated  the  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  congregation. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  new  Perth  Avenue  Methodist  Churcli  was  laid 
on  August  24th,  1912.  This  new  Toronto  church  will  cost  about  $3tf,0t)0. 

His  Royal  Highness,  the  Duke  of  Connaught,  laid  the  corner  stone  of 
the  new  St.  Alban's  Cathedral  (Anglican)  at  Toronto,  on  August  27th, 
1912.  When  completed  this  will  be  the  finest  Anglican  edifice  in  the 
Dominion. 

At  Port  Rowan,  on  September  1st,  the  Major  Neal  Memorial  Church 
was  dedicated.  This  edifice  was  erected  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the 
Rev.  George  Neal,  better  known  as  Major  Neal,  pioneer  Methodist  preacher 
in  Upper  Canada. 

The  Bishop  of  Toronto,  assisted  by  Bishop  Reeve,  dedicated  the  new 
St.  Jude's  Anglican  Church  on  September  8th,  1912.  There  are  eigBt  large 
memorial  windows  in  the  building  which  have  been  contributed  by  the 
members. 

The  corner  stone  of  a  new  Roman  Catholic  Church  for  St.  Mary's 
parish,  Western  Hill,  St.  Catharines,  Ontario,  was  laid  on  October  20th, 
1912.  The  church  will  be  built  of  Thorold  stone,  and  will  c^st  $30,000. 

A  new  church  to  be  known  as  the  First  Methodist  Church,  tHe  corner 
stone  of  whlcll  was  laid  on  October  28th,  1912,  is  being  built  in  Hamilton, 
Ontario.  The  building  will  cost  $140,000,  and  have  seating  accommoda- 
tion for  1,800. 

The  Methodists  of  the  Village  of  Frankford,  Hastings  County,  decided 
in  January.  1913,  to  build  a  new  church  during  the  year. 

The  new  Howard  Park  Methodist  Church  in  Toronto  will  be  built 
immediately.  The  funds  amounting  to  ^100,000  with  which  to  build  It 
were  assured  by  the  congregation  in  April,  1913. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Kingston,  was  laid  on 
June  3rd,  1913. 

The  foundation  stone  of  the  Church  of  St.  Mary  the  Virgin  was  officially 
laid  by  Bishop  Sweeny,  at  Toronto,  on  June  7th,  1913.  The  building  is 
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situated  on  Westmoreland  Avenue,  just  north  of  Bloor  St.,  and  the  estimated 
cost  is  $75,000. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  new  Elmore  Harris  Memorial  rBible  School 
attached  to  Walmer  Road  Baptist  Church  was  laid  on  July  5th,  1913.  This 
building  is  to  cost  $65,000. 

Prominent  Canadians  Dead. 

On  June  1st,  1912,  Mr.  John  P.  Cassey,  Industrial  Commissioner,  and 
one  of  St.  Catharines'  most  prominent  citizens,  died. 

William  Henry  Heeson,  one  of  the  few  surviving  veteran*  of  the 
Crimean  War,  died  at  59  Somerset  Ave.,  Toronto,  on  June  2nd,  1912. 

Dr.  Daniel  Clark  died  in  Toronto  on  June  4th,  1912.  Dr.  Clark  had  a 
remarkable  career,  and  in  the  sixties  was  prominent  in  Canadian  literature. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Joseph  Walter  Sparling,  principal  of  Wesley  College,  Win- 
nipeg, died  in  that  city  on  June  13th,  1912.  Dr.  Sparling  was  born  at 
Blanshard,  Perth  County,  on  February  14th,  1843.  He  was  educated  in 
St.  Mary's  High  School,  Victoria  University,  and  the  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity, and  held  many  prominent  positions  in  church,  and  educational  work 
in  Canada. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Keating,  at  one  time  City  Engineer  of  Toronto  and  later 
General  Manager  of  the  Toronto  Railway,  died  in  that  city  on  June  17th, 
1912.  He  was  a  native  of  Nova  Scotia. 

Rev.  Dr.  Robert  Wilson,  one  of  the  oldest  Methodist  ministers  in  Can- 
ada, died  on  June  24th,  1912,  at  St.  John,  N.B.,  aged  eighty. 

Mr.  John  F.  Smart,  a  graduate  of  the  Royal  Military  College  at 
Kingston,  and  one  of  Cornwall's  best  known  citizens,  died  in  that  town  on 
June  23rd,  1912.  He  received  two  medals  for  services  in  the  Fenian  Raid 
of  1866  and  '70. 

Mr.  Robert  Sutherland,  M.P.P.  for  East  Middlesex,  died  at  Ingersoll  on 
July  5th,  1912. 

His  Honor  Judge  William  Crosby  Mahaffy,  of  Bracebridge,  died  in 
England  on  July  10th,  1912.  He  was  born  at  Bondhead  in  March,  1848, 
and  was  a  prominent  lawyer  when  appointed  to  the  bench  by  Sir  John  A. 
Macdonald  in  1886. 

One  of  Canada's  ablest  lawyers,  Mr.  Nicol  Kingsmill,  K.C.,  of  Toronto, 
died  at  his  home  in  Toronto  on  July  22nd,  1912.  He  was  born  on  Septem- 
ber 20th,  1834,  and  lived  in  Toronto  all  his  life. 

Alderman  John  Carson,  one  of  Kingston's  most  representative  citizens, 
died  at  his  home  in  that  city  on  July  23rd,  1913. 

The  Honourable  Jacob  Baxter,  M.D.,  Registrar  of  Haldimand  County, 
passed  away  at  his  home  in  Cayuga  on  July  23rd,  191"2. 

Robert  Errol  Bouchette,  F.R.C.S.,  a  noted  writer  and  a  prominent 
member  for  several  years  of  the  Dominion  Library  staff  at  Ottawa,  died  in 
that  city  on  August  13th,  1912.  He  was  born  at  Quebec  on  June  2nd, 
1863. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  George  John  Blewett,  Professor  of  Eethics  and  Apolo- 
getics.  at  Victoria  University,  Toronto,  died  on  August  15th,  1912.  Dr. 
Blewett  graduated  from  Toronto  University  in  1895,  winning  the  Governor- 
General's  medal.  He  was  the  author  of  several  valuable  works,  the  most 
important  being  "The  Study  of  Nature  and  the  Vision  of  God." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  George  H.  Cornish,  of  Toronto,  died  on  August  24th,  1912. 
Dr.  Cornish  was  the  author  of  the  "Encyclopedia  of  Methodism  in  Canada." 

The  Hon.  John  Wright  Sifton  died  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  on  September 
19th,  1912.  Mr.  Sifton  was  one  of  the  prominent  men  in  building  up  the 
west.  Two  of  his  sons,  Premier  A.  L.  Sifton,  of  Alberta,  and  the  Hon. 
Clifford  Sifton,  are  prominent  Canadians.  The  deceased  was  born  in  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  Ont.,  on  August  10th,  1833. 

The  Right  Hon.  Sir  Richard  John  Cartwright  died  at  Kingston,  Ontario, 
on  September  24th,  1912.  The  veteran  statesman  was  born  at  Kingston 
on  December  14th,  1835,  and  entered  the  old  Parliament  of  Canada  a<* 
member  for  Lennox  and  Addington  in  1863.  He  was  member  of  the  Domin- 
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ion  House  of  Commons  from  1867  to  1904,  and  leader  in  the  Senate  from 
1904  to  1911.  He  led  the  Senate  opposition  from  1911  until  the  time  of 
his  death.  Sir  Richard  sat  in  thirteen  Parliaments,  and  was  considered 
one  of  Canada's  most  able  sons.  He  was  created  a  K.C.M.G.  in  1879,  raised 
to  G.C.M.G.  in  1897,  and  called  to  the  Imperial  Privy  Council  in  1902. 

Mr.  William  Johnson,  one  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  Belleville, 
Ontario,  died  on  October  5th,  1912.  Mr.  Johnson  was  best  known  for  his 
work  in  Sunday  Schools,  and  represented  Ontario  in  three  World's  Sunday 
School  Conventions  at  London,  Jerusalem,  and  Toronto. 

Sir  Charles  Moss,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Ontario  Court  of  Appeal,  died 
at  his  home  in  Toronto  on  October  llth,  1912.  Sir  Charles  was  born  in 
Cobourg,  Ontario,  on  March  5th,  1840,  and  held  many  prominent  and 
important  positions  associated  with  the  bar  of  Ontario^and  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto. 

Mr.  John  Davis,  five  times  Mayor  of  Windsor,  Ontario,  and  one  of  the 
best  known  men  in  the  Windsor  district,  died  on  October  13th,  1912. 

Robert  Barr,  the  well-known  Canadian  novalist,  died  at  his  home  in 
England  on  October  21st,  1912.  Mr.  Barr  was  born  in  Glasgow,  Scotland, 
September  16th,  1850,  and  came  to  Canada  with  his  parents  at  the  age  of 
five.  His  father,  sister  and  two  brothers  still  reside  at  Windsor,  Ontario. 
Mr.  Barr  wrote  many  books,  his  early  volumes  dealing  with  stories  of 
Canada. 

John  Gibson,  Chief  of  the  Six  Nations  Indians,  died  at  the  Reserve, 
near  Brantford,  Ontario,  on  November  2nd,  1912,  aged  sixty-four  years. 

Rev.  Professor  William  Clark,  who  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  was 
actively  associated  with  Trinity  College,  Toronto,  died  on  November  12th, 
1912.  Prof.  Clark  was  an  eminent  scholar,  lecturer,  and  preacher,  and  was 
the  author  of  several  works  dealing  with  theological  questions. 

Sir  Edward  Seaborn  Clouston,  Bart.,  formerly  General  Manager  of  the 
Bank  of  Montreal,  and  one  of  that  city's  best  known  financiers,  died  on 
November  23rd,  1912.  Sir  Edward  was  born  at  Moose  Factory,  Hudson 
Bay,  on  May  9th,  1849. 

Major  J.  H.  Snelgrove  died  at  his  home  in  Toronto  on  December  22nd, 
1912.  Major  Snelgrove  was  for  some  years  editor  of  the  "Cobourg  World," 
and  was  one  of  the  best  known  residents  of  Northumberland  County.  He 
was  an  officer  for  thirty  years  of  the  40th  Northumberland  Regiment,  and 
took  a  keen  interest  in  the  County  Historical  Society. 

Dr.  J.  George  Hodgins,  one  of  Ontario's  best  known  educationists,  d^ied 
at  his  home  in  Toronto  on  December  23rd,  1912.  Dr.  Hodgins  was  born  in 
Dublin,  Ireland,  on  August  12th,  1821,  and  came  to  Ontario  in  his  early 
youth,  being  educated  at  Upper  Canada  Academy  and  in  Victoria  College, 
Cobourg.  He  entered  the  Civil  Service  as  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Education 
Department  in  1844.  The  deceased  scholar  was  honored  by  many  academic 
and  scientific  bodies  during  his  long  life. 

Captain  Henry  W.  Bennett,  for  twenty-two  years  editor  of  the  Prescott 
Messenger,  died  on  December  23rd,  1912.  He  was  Captain  of  the  56th 
Regiment,  Prescott,  Ontario,  and  served  in  the  Fenian  Raid. 

The  Hon.  Archibald  Campbell,  founder  and  head  of  the  Campbell  Flour 
Mills  Co.,  Ltd.,  West  Toronto,  died  at  Toronto  on  January  5th,  1913.  He 
was  born  at  Ridgetown,  Ontario,  on  April  27th,  1846.  Mr.  Campbell  was  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Commons  for  a  number  of  years,  and  was  called 
to  the  Dominion  Senate  by  His  Excellency  Earl  Grey. 

Colonel,  the  Hon.  Arthur  James  Matheson,  K.C.,  Provincial  Treasurer 
of  Ontario,  died  at  his  home  in  Perth,  Ontario,  on  January  25th,  1913.  Col. 
Matheson  was  born  on  December  8th,  1845,  educated  at  Upper  Canada  Col- 
lege and  Trinity  University,  and  called  to  the  Bar  in  1870.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Ontario  Legislature  since  1894,  and  was  called  to  the  Cabinet  as 
Provincial  Treasurer  in  1905. 

Hon.  James  Young  died  at  his  residence  at  Gait,  Ontario,  on  January 
29th,  1913.  Mr.  Young  had  a  long  and  distinguished  career  both  as  a  busi- 
ness man,  and  as  a  well  known  figure  in  the  political  life,  and  history  of

Canada.  For  thirty-seven  years  he  was  President  of  the  Gore  Mutual  Fire 
Insurance  Co.  of  Gait,  and  was  also  interested  in  other  business  enterprises. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Commons  from  1867  to  1878,  and  of  the 
Provincial  Legislature  of  Ontario  from  1879  until  he  voluntarily  retired  in 
1886,  and  was  Provincial  Treasurer  from  June  to  October,  1883.  He  wrote 
many  pamphlets  on  Canadian  political  questions,  and  shortly  before  his  death 
he  completed  two  important  historical  volumes  on  "Public  Men  and  Public 
Life  in  Canada." 

Dr.  William  Beattie  Nesbitt  died  at  his  Toronto  home  on  February  7th, 
1913,  in  his  forty-eighth  year.  Dr.  Nesbitt  was  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Toronto,  and  served  in  the  Northwest  Rebellion  with  the  University 
Company.  He  was  the  organizer  of  the  Conservative  Association  in  Toronto, 
and  elected  to  the  Provincial  Parliament  of  Ontario  in  1902,  and  was  later 
appointed  Registrar  of  North  Toronto. 

Pauline  Johnson,  the  Indian  poetess,  died  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  March 
7th,  1913.  Miss  Johnson  was  born  on  the  Reserve  near  Brantford,  Ontario, 
on  March  10th,  1862.  Her  father  was  a  Mohawk  chief.  She  began  to 
write  verse  early  in  life,  and  soon  attained  fame  as  a  reader  of  her  own 
works.  The  first  volume  of  her  poems  was  called  "The  White  Wampum," 
and  it  was  followed  by  several  others,  all  of  which  were  well  received  by 
literary  critics  and  readers. 

Admiral  Sir  Archibald  Lucius  Douglas,  K.C.B.,  died  in  England  on  March 
llth,  1913.  Admiral  Douglas  was  born  in  Quebec  in  1842,  and  served  with 
distinction  in  Canada  in  1866,  and  in  the  Soudan  in  1884.  One  of  his  chief 
missions  was  as  chief  of  the  Commission  in  1873  to  instruct  the  Japanese 
Navy. 

The  Hon.  John  Haggart,  member  of  Parliament  for  South  Lanark,  ex- 
Postmaster-General  and  ex-Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  died  at  Ottawa, 
Ontario,  on  March  13th,  1913.  Mr.  Haggart  was  born  in  the  town  of  Perth, 
Ontario,  on  November  14th,  1836. 

Mr.  Robert  Redford,  of  Montreal,  died  in  that  city  on  March  15th,  1913. 
Mr.  Redford  was  for  many  years  interested  in  extensive  shipping  and  manu- 
fatcuring  interests  in  Montreal,  and  was  greatly  interested  in  McGill  Uni- 
versity. 

James  McMullen,  a  member  of  the  Dominion  Senate,  died  at  Mount 
Forest,  Ontario,  on  March  18th,  1913.  Senator  McMullen  was  born  in  Ire- 
land on  November  29th,  1836.  He  was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Commons 
from  1882  to  1900,  and  was  called  to  the  Senate  on  February  llth,  1902,  by 
Lord  Minto. 

Archdeacon  Pentreath,  one  of  the  best  known  Anglican  clerics  in  West- 
ern Canada,  died  on  March  19th,  1913.  Deceased  was  born  at  Clifton,  N.B., 
on  December  5th,  1846.  In  conjunction  with  Rev.  J.  D.  H.  Browne  he 
founded  the  Church  Guardian  in  1879,  and  later  Church  Work. 

James  H.  Gilmour,  one  of  the  most  respected  and  best  known  citizens  of 
Brockville,  Ontario,  died  at  his  home  in  that  town  on  March  19th,  1913. 

Dean  William  S.  Ellis,  of  Queen's  University  Faculty  of  Education, 
died  at  Kingston  Ontario,  on  March  20th,  1913,  aged  fifty-seven  years.  Dean 
Ellis  was  born  in  Perth,  Ont,  and  was  graduated  from  Victoria  College  in 
1879.  He  served  as  master  in  Woodstock,  Cobourg,  and  Peterborough 
Collegiate  Institutes,  and  was  appointed  principal  at  Cobourg  in  1890,  and 
principal  of  the  Kingston  Collegiate  in  1893,  which  position  he  held  until 
1910,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  position  at  Queen's.  He  was  one  of 
the  leading  educationists  of  the  Province. 

Hon.  Samuel  Casey  Wood,  for  twelve  years  Provincial  Secretary,  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture,  and  Provincial  Treasurer  of  Ontario,  successively, 
died  at  home  in  Toronto  on  April  llth,  1913.  He  was  born  at  Bath,  Ontario, 
on  December  27th.  1830.  He  entered  the  Ontario  Legislature  in  1871,  and 
retained  his  seat  for  twelve  years. 

Sister  Mary  Gabriel  Mackassy  died  in  Toronto,  April  14th,  1913,  on  the 
eve  of  the  celebration  of  the  diamond  jubilee  of  her  entrance  into  the  reli- 
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gious  life  of  the  Catholic  Church.  Sister  Mary  Gabriel  was  in  her  eighty- 
fifth  year. 

Alexander  P.  Macdonald  died  at  his  Cornwall,  Ontario,  home  on  April 
13th,  1913.  Deceased  was  a  brother  of  the  late  Hon.  John  Sandfield  Mac- 
donald, and  the  late  D.  A.  Macdonald.  He  was  born  at  St.  Raphael's  in  1818. 

David  Smfth,  considered  the  most  skillful  engraver  in  the  Dominion, 
and  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the  art  in  Canada,  died  at  his  home  near  Toronto, 
on  April  14th,  1913,  in  his  seventy-second  year. 

Sir  Richard  W.  Scott,  legislator,  Parliamentarian,  administrator,  a 
member  of  the  Canadian  Senate,  and  during  his  lifetime  a'  member  of  more 
Federal  and  Provincial  Governments  than  any  other  living  Canadian  states- 
man, died  in  Ottawa  on  April  23rd,  1913.  He  was  born  at  Prescott,  Ontario, 
on  February  24th,  1825,  and  occupied  many  positions  of  trust  during  his 
long  career. 

The  Rev.  Michael  J.  Ferguson  died  at  Sandwich  College  on  April  30th, 
1913.  Father  Ferguson  was  born  in  Simcoe  County  in  1839,  and  had  a  long 
and  distinguished  career  in  Church  work.  He  was  a  great  personal  friend 
of  the  late  Hon.  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald,  and  of  many  other  notable  men  of 
the  time. 

Mr.  A.  L.  Gillies,  a  York  Pioneer,  died  in  Toronto  on  May  2nd,  1913. 
He  was  born  in  Scotland  in  1821,  and  came  to  Canada  early  in  life. 

Prof.  J.  G.  Mackenzie,  eminent  Canadian  educator  and  Professdr  of 
Natural  Philosophy  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  died  in  Edinburgh  on 
May  21st,  1913.  He  was  born  in  Halifax,  N.S.,  and  was  in  his  sixty-first 
year. 

Judge  Michael  Andrew  McHugh,  Senior  Judge  of  Essex  County  Court, 
and  of  the  Surrogate  Court,  and  one  of  the  most  widely  known  jurists  in 
Western  Ontario,  died  at  Windsor  on  May  31st,  1913.  Judge  McHugh  was 
born  at  Maidstone  on  February  18th,  1853,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  1879,  and  elevated  to  the  bench  in  1891. 

Dr.  Edward  Fisher,  Director  of  the  Toronto  Conservatory  of  Music, 
died  at  Toronto  on  May  31st,  1913.  Dr.  Fisher  was  born  in  Vermont  on 
January  llth,  1848,  and  at  an  early  age  revealed  a  marked  taste  for  music. 
He  studied  in  Worcester,  Boston,  and  in  Germany.  Returning  to  America 
in  1875,  he  held  various  important  positions,  and  founded  in  Toronto  Con- 
servatory of  Music  in  September,  1887. 

The  Hon.  John  V.  Ellis,  Dominion  Senator,  died  at  St.  John,  N.B.,  on 
July  10th,  1913,  in  his  seventy-eighth  year.  He  was  born  at  Halifax,  N.S.. 
on  February  14th,  1835.  Senator  Ellis  is  described  as  possibly  the  last  of 
the  old-fashioned  Henry  Watterson  type  of  editor.  For  fifty-two  years  he 
was  continually  the  editor  and  proprietor  of  the  St.  John  Globe.  He  was 
elected  to  the  New  Brunswick  Legislature  in  1882,  and  four  years  later 
entered  the  Dominion  Parliament.  In  1900  he  was  appointed  to  the  Senate. 

Canadian  Historic  Events. 

The  most  interesting  events  in  Canadian  history  during  the  last  year 
have  been  the  centennial  celebrations  held  throughout  Ontario  commemorat- 
ing events  in  connection  with  the  War  of  1812. 

A  Canadian  Association  was  formed  on  June  4th,  1912,  to  co-operate 
with  the  other  organizations  in  celebrating  the  signing  of  the  Treaty  of 
Ghent  on  December  24th,  1814.  Various  plans  have  been  suggested  for  this 
celebration,  and  the  idea  of  organization  is  to  join  with  the  kindred  asso- 
ciation in  Great  Britain,  and  working  with  the  National  Committee  in  the 
United  States,  to  make  one  grand  peace  demonstration. 

The  King's  birthday  honors  were  issued  in  London  on  June  13th,  1912. 
The  following  Canadians  were  honored  by  His  Majesty, — 

Rodmond  Palen  Roblin,  Premier  of  Manitoba,  and  Richard  McBride, 
Premier  of  British  Columbia,  were  made  Knight  Commanders  of  the  Order 
of  St.  Michael  and  St.  George,  and  Hon.  Joseph  Dubec,  Winnipeg,  a  Knight 
Bachelor.  John  McDougald,  of  the  Department  of  Customs,  and  Prof.  James 
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Malville  Macoun,  of  the  Department  of  Mines,  Ottawa,  were  appointed  Com- 
panions of  the  Order  of  St.  Michael  and  St.  George,  and  William  Henry 
Walker,  of  the  Department  of  External  Affairs,  Ottawa,  was  made  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Imperial  Service  Order. 

On  June  28th,  1912,  a  centenary  gathering  of  the  descendents  of  Major 
Merritt,  and  those  comprising  that  gallant  little  corps  known  as  the  Light 
Dragoons  was  held  at  Niagara-on-the-La,ke,  Ontario.  An  elaborate  luncheon, 
followed  by  short  addresses,  formed  the  entertainment.  Many  distinguished 
Canadians  were  present. 

The  Golden  Jubilee  and  Saengerfest,  of  the  Harmonic  Society  of  Water- 
loo, Ontario,  was  celebrated  in  proper  form  at  that  town  on  August  1st  and 
2nd,  1912. 

The  annual  open  air  meeting  of  the  Niagara  Historical  Society  was  held 
at  Niagara-on-the-Lake,  Ontario,  on  August  19th,  1912.  Many  representa- 
tives from  St.  Catharines  and  Toronto  were  present. 

The  Diamond  Jubilee  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Yacht  Club  was  observed 
by  a  special  celebration  held  in  the  Club  House,  on  August  25th,  1912. 

The  Centenary  of  the  victory  of  General  Sir  Isaac  Brock,  at  Queenston 
Heights,  on  October  12th,  1812,  was  commemorated  by  a  patriotic  gathering 
at  the  old  battlefield  on  Saturday,  October  12th,  1912.  This  celebration 
was  the  most  important  held  during/-the  yeaT.  Gathered  about  the  stately 
monument  overlooking  the  Niagara  River,  patriots  to  the  number  of  fifteen 
hundred  met  to  do  honor  to  the  name  of  Brock,  to  place  wreaths  upon  his 
grave,  to  recount  the  story  of  his  sacrifice  and  heroism,  and  to  celebrate  the 
hundredth  anniversary  of  his  death.  A  handsome  memorial  volume  under 
the  editorship  of  Dr.  Alexander  Fraser,  gives  a  carefully  prepared  account 
of  the  celebration. 

The  annual  decoration  of  the  monuments  to  the  dead  heroes  of  the 
militia  of  Canada  by  the  several  Canadian  Militia  Veterans'  Associations 
in  Toronto,  took  place  in  Queen's  Park,  on  May  24th,  1913. 

The  King,  on  his  forty-eighth  birthday,  honored  the  following  Can- 
adians,— 

Major-General  W.  D.  Otter,  of  Ottawa,  was  made  a  Knight  Commander 
of  the  Bath.  Hon.  Frederic  Eustache  Basku,  of  St.  John,  N.B.,  Hon.  Charles 
Peers  Davidson,  of  Montreal,  Hon.  Hugh  John  Macdonald  and  Major  Edward 
Scott  Worthington  were  made  Knights  Bachelors.  Sir  Lomer  Gouin,  of 
Quebec,  was  made  a  Knight  Commander  of  St.  Michael  and  St.  George,  -and 
Alywin  Cfelgfilon,  of  Ottawa,  and  Andrew  Lang  of  the  Pacific  Cable  Board, 
were  made  Commanders  of  St.  Michael  and  St.  George.  The  Imperial  Ser- 
vice Order  was  given  to  William  Cochrane  Bowles  and  William  Joseph 
Lynch. 

The  celebration  for  the  centenary  of  the  battle  of  Crysler's  Farm  was 
decided  upon  for  August  27th  and  28th,  1913.  Great  preparations  were 
made  to  have  the  celebration,  which  is  being  held  two  months  before  the 
actual  centenary  of  the  battle,  an  impressive  event. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Scammell  F.R.C.I.,  F.C.I.S.,  of  Toronto,  was  on  June  27th, 
1913,  appointed  Secretary  of  the  Canadian  Peace  Centenary  Association. 

Conclusion. 

The  events  chronicled  above  are  the  main  ones  noted  by  your  Com- 
mittee for  the  period  up  to  the  middle  of  July,  1913,  about  fourteen  months. 
Since  July  15th  many  interesting  items  have  been  recorded,  but  this  report 
is  already  too  long,  and  they  will  be  left  to  the  next  Committee. 

The  idea  of  attempting  to  cover  anything  but  the  Canadian  field  in 
tTlts  report  has  been  given  up,  although  there  are  many  interesting  items 
in  the  United  States  scrap  book  that  have  an  important  and  direct  bearing 
on  Canadian  history.

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ORIGIN  OF  EMPIRE  DAY. 

A  year  or  two  ago  the  Council  referred  certain  communications  it 
had  received  on  the  origin  of,  "Empire  Day"  to  Mr.  J.  H.  Smith 
Inspector  of  Public  Schools  for  the  County  of  Wentworth,  requesting 
that  he  should  investigate  and  report.  Mr.  Smith  presented  the  follow- 
ing statement  to  the  meeting: 

Regarding  the  claim  of  Mrs.  Clementina  Pessenden  to  the  honour  of 
originating  "Empire  Day"  as  the  great  patriotic  day  in  our  schools,  I  may 
say  that  I  have  examined  carefully  all  the  documentary  evidence  in  her  pos- 
session in  support  of  that  claim,  and  I  unhesitatingly  affirm  that  her  claim 
is  fully  sustained,  and  that  she  stands  out  among  all  the  claimants  as  the 
one  that  is  pre-eminently  entitled  to  'that  honour.  Doubtless  there  was  a 
strong  patriotic  feeling  being  gradually  developed  in  the  body  politic  of 
Canada,  but  no  vital  expression  of  that  feeling  had  as  yet  been  given  to  it 
either  to  or  by  the  public.  Imbued  with  the  great  importance  of  this  patriotic 
movement,  she,  with  a  far  reaching  foresight  saw  the  necessity  for  impress- 
ing it  deeply  upon  the  minds  of  our  young  Canadians.  With  this  object  in 
view  she  conceived  the  idea  of  having  it  form  a  part  of  the  exercises  of  the 
school,  and  laboured  long  and  diligently  to  have  it  embodied  in  the  regula- 
tions. With  pen  and  voice,  in  season  and  out  of  season,  she  advocated  it 
with  a  tenacity  of  purpose  that  has  finally  overcome  all  obstacles,  and  now, 
"Empire  Day"  stands  out  clearly  as  the  great  patriotic  day  in  all  our  schools. 

Correspondence  in  the  case  of  Miss  Catherine  Fraser,  Hamilton, 
granddaughter  of  Simon  Fraser,  discoverer  of  Fraser  River,  B.C.,  in 
which  the  Society  is  asked  to  co-operate  to  secure  public  recognition  in 
some  suitable  manner  for  Miss  Fraser,  was  referred  to  the  Council  with 
full  power  to  act  in  the  premises. 

The  Committee  to  which  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution were  referred,  reported  in  favor  of  referring  all  the  proposed 
amendments  except  No.  1,  already  carried,  to  a  special  Committee  con- 
sisting of  C.  M.  Warner,  convener,  Dr.  Coyne,  Dr.  Alexander  Fraser. 
J.  Stewart  Carstairs,  A.  F.  Hunter,  Prof.  J.  L.  Gilmour  and  Dr.  C.  C. 
James.  This  was  agreed  to. 

ADDRESSES  DELIVERED. 

A  paper  on  "  Racial  Affinities  of  the  Indian  Tribes  of  Upper 
Canada,"  by  A.  F.  Chamberlain,  M.A.,  Ph.D.,  Worcester,  Mass.,  was 
read  by  Professor  Grant.  It  drew  out  an  interesting  and  appreciative 
discussion,  in  which  Mr.  J.  H.  Smith,  A.  F.  Hunter,  Professor  Grant, 
Dr.  Coyne  and  Dean  Lothrop  Starr  took  part. 

Dr.  G.  A.  MacCallum,  New  York,  sent  an  excellent  paper  on  "The 
Fort,  Reformatory  and  Asylum  at  Penetanguishene, ' '  which  was  read, 
on  his  behalf,  by  Miss  Frances  A.  Redmond,  Collingwood. 

The  papers  contributed  by  Dr.  C.  M.  Barbeau,  Ottawa,  on  "Super- 
natural Beings  of  the  Wyandots";  and  that  on  "Religious  Beliefs  of 
the  Ontario  Ojibwa,"  by  Dr.  P.  Radin,  New  York,  were  received  and 
read  by  title. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  noon. 
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AFTERNOON   SESSION 

Thursday,  Sept.  llth. 

The  Society  met  at  1.30  o'clock,  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  jointly  with 
the  members  of  the  Teachers'  Associations  of  West  and  East  Kent. 
The  hall  was  crowded. 

An  invitation  was  received  from  the  Tecumseh  Memorial  Associa- 
tion, through  Mrs.  Katherine  B.  Coutts,  to  visit  the  battlefield  at 
Moraviantown  on  Saturday  morning  as  the  guests  of  the  association. 
The  invitation  was  readily  accepted.

PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 

Mr.  Dearness  delivered  his  address  as  President  on  the  subject 
"The  Teaching  of  History": 

It  is  well  within  my  recollection  that  many  public  school  pupils 
were  wont  to  attend  school  during  the  winter  months  and  remain  a! 
home  during  the  rest  of  the  year  to  assist  in  farm  or  household  duties. 
The  school  regulations  then  as  now  required  that  pupils  promoted  U 
any  class  should  pursue  all  the  studies  prescribed  for  it,  but  power  of 
exemption  from  the  rule  was  vested  in  the  inspector.  As  such  officer  I 
was  frequently  asked  to  exercise  that  power.  A  parent  would  come  to 
me  and  say  something  like  this:  I  have  had  to  keep  Frankie  at  home 
since  the  spring  opened.  This,  or  at  most  the  next  winter,  is  likely  to 
be  his  last  one  at  school,  so  I  should  like  him  to  give  all  his  time  to  the 
more  useful  studies. 

What  studies  would  you  like  him  to  give  up? 

Well,  I  should  like  him  to  drop     .     .     .    . 
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I  pause  to  ask  what  subject  do  you  suppose  was  almost  invariably 
named  first,  and  in  most  cases  the  only  one? 

Yes;  it  was  history. 

I  know,  he  was  quite  likely  to  say,  if  he  were  ever  to  write  at  the 
"  entrance  "  he  would  have  to  have  history,  but  as  he  will  not  do  that 
I  do  not  see  what  use  it  will  be  to  him.  Do  you  ? 

Shall  I  wait  again  for  you  to  consider  what  answer  you  might  have 
given  him  had  he  asked  you  What  use  is  history?  If  it  is  only  of  use 
in  passing  examinations,  then  should  it  be  a  subject  of  examination  at 
all? 

An  eminent  English  professor  of  constitutional  history — Prof.  A.  F. 
Pollard — declared  not  long  ago  that  if  one  came  to  him  with  the  ques- 
tion, What  is  the  use  of  history,  that  he  would  reply,  taking  the  words 
in  the  current  conventional  sense:  That  it  is  of  absolutely  no  use 
whatever.  His  meaning  is  made  clearer  by  his  adding  that  the  first 
requisite  for  an  English  historian  is  to  have  financial  resources  inde- 
pendent of  the  revenue  derivable  from  his  labors,  and  further,  by  the 
story  of  a  writer  who  had  published  a  history  at  his  own  expense.  On 
inquiring  of  his  bookseller  some  time  afterwards  how  many  copies  were 
sold,  was  answered  Four.  Four!  he  exclaimed.  I  got  members  of  ray 
own  family  to  buy  three.  I  wonder  who  in  the  world  has  bought  the 
fourth  ? 

If  history  as  a  school  study  is  not  generally  highly  rated  by 
parents,  neither  is  it  in  general  favor  among  pupils.  I  have  had  the 
opportunity  of  looking  over  many  hundreds  of  children's  compositions 
under  the  title  My  Favorite  Study.  It  was  remarkably  unusual  to 
find  History  the  favorite.  When  it  was  named,  I  used  to  make  special 
inquiry  as  to  the  cause,  and  commonly  found  it  to  be  connected  with  the 
home-life  oftener  than  anything  else,  to  the  reading  of  pictorial  or 
unabridged  works  in  history. 

The  parent  who  values  education  only  as  contributory  to  the  means 
of  making  a  living  will  not  likely  see  much  use  in  the  study  of  history. 
But  if  it  is  difficult  to  show  that  history  is  useful  in  earning  a  liveli- 
hood or  in  making  money,  it  is  not  difficult  to  see  its  great  use  in 
enriching  life;  in  other  wrords,  in  making  men  and  women. 

History  was  deified  by  the  ancients  as  Clio  the  eldest  daughter  of 
Memory.  Carlyle  called  it  the  first  distinct  product  of  man's  spiritual 
nature,  and  an  eminent  Anglican  bishop  declared  the  right  study  of 
history  to  be  next  to  theology,  and  only  next  so  far  as  theology  rests  on 
divine  revelation,  the  most  thoroly  religious  training  the  mind  can 
receive. 

The  duty  of  history,  as  shown  by  Hegel,  is  to  point  out  the  path 
of  the  progress  of  civilization.  Knowledge  of  the  roads  that  in  tjie 
past  have  led  to  security  and  success  and  of  those  that  have  ended  in 
pitfalls  and  blind  alleys  cannot  fail  to  be  useful  to  succeeding  travellers. 
History  is  philosophy  teaching  by  example ;  it  is  to  the  limit  of  its  record 
racial  experience — experience  in  the  religious,  moral,  social,  political 
and  industrial  life  of  the  human  race.  Thus  viewed,  it  is  potentially 
more  than  any  other  study  pursued  in  the  school  and  college  a  lamp  to 
the  feet  and  a  guide  to  the  path.  There  is  in  it  guidance  for  the  indi- 
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vidual,  guidance  for  the  community,  guidance  for  the  nation.  It  is 
the  only  school  study  that  despots  need  fear.  In  countries  where  the 
springs  of  government  are  in  the  ballot-box  it  is  the  subject  above  all 
others  that  should  be  zealously  and  effectively  taught. 

I  have  emphasized  the  guidance  value  of  history,  but  there  are 
others  that  might  be  dwelt  upon  did  time  permit.  The  reading  of  good 
history  as  intellectual  entertainment  is  equalled  only  by  the  best  of 
fiction  and  poetry.  Its  value  in  polite  conversation  and  political  dis- 
cussion is  not  to  be  despised.  Historical  knowledge  adds  to  the  plea- 
sure of  the  cultured  traveller  when  plain,  valley  or  mountain  that  he 
may  visit  is  charmed  by  remembered  human  associations.  In  the  right 
study  of  history  there  is  excellent  discipline  of  the  memory,  of  the 
imagination,  and  of  the  power  of  representation.  In  training  of  the 
judgment,  especially  in  the  moral  sphere  (and  this  is  where  it  may  bear 
its  richest  fruit  as  guidance),  it  is  peerless. 

Lastly,  and  lower  than  the  lowest  of  the  foregoing,  is  the  teaching 
and  study  of  history  merely  for  the  sake  of  passing  an  examination. 
With  this  aim  in  view  the  memorization  of  a  multitude  of  facts  takes, 
or  is  liable  to  take,  the  place  of  the  study  of  the  logic  of  events. 
Knowledge  is  placed  above  understanding,  and  rows  of  skeletons  hang- 
ing in  the  clouds  of  the  memory  preferred  to  the  warmth  and  beauty 
and  action  of  real  life.  This  examination  use  does,  however,  occasion- 
ally furnish  a  miracle,  or  near  miracle,  in  the  fact  that  interest  in 
history  can  survive  the  ordeal  of  cramming  it  for  examination. 

I  have  said  this  much  of  the  use  of  history  because  to  the  teacher 
and  student  the  importance  of  a  definite,  conscious  purpose  cannot  be 
overestimated.  The  highest  use  conceived  determines  the  highest  aim. 
To  teach  or  study  the  subject  aimlessly  is  possibly  doing  it  uselessly. 
As  the  use  determines  the  aim,  so  the  aim  determines  the  methods  to  be 
adopted  and  the  tests  to  be  applied  to  the  results  of  the  work. 

Now,  if  you  are  ready  to  grant  the  value  of  history,  I  ask  you  next 
to  consider  the  measure  of  our  realization  of  such  value. 

In  the  last  few  months  a  desultory  discussion  of  this  subject  has 
been  carried  on  by  some  of  the  Canadian  newspapers.  The  opinion 
evidently  prevails  among  editors  that  the  subject  is  worthy  its  place  on 
our  programs  of  studies,  also  that  considerable,  probably  sufficient,  time 
and  effort  are  devoted  to  it,  but  yet  the  results  are  unworthy  or  at  Best 
unsatisfactory. 

The  newspaper  alleged  to  have  the  largest  circulation  in  Canada 
in  one  paragraph  accuses  and  excuses  the  teacher  in  the  following 
language : 

"  The  teacher  who  succeeds  in  interesting  the  public  and  high 
school  scholar  in  the  history  of  the  country  is,  we  fear,  a  very  rare  bird 
indeed.  History  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  entertaining  subjects, 
but  it  is  possible  to  make  it  one  of  the  dullest,  and  this  seems  to  be  the 
alternative  usually  chosen.  We  do  not  know  in  saying  this  that  we  are 
casting  reflection  on  the  teachers.  We  are  sure  that  they  do  their  best 
and  that  they  would  make  the  subject  interesting  if  they  knew  how. 
But  there  is  the  difficulty.  The  history  of  their  country  has  never  been 
made  real  to  them,  and  how  can  they  make  it  real  to  their  pupils? 
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Possibly  something  of  the  trouble  is  due  to  the  examination  system.  It 
is  the  spirit  of  history  which  makes  it  grip  the  attention,  but  the  spirit 
is  not  half  so  useful  on  examination  day  as  the  dry  bones  of  fact." 

You  will  notice  that  this  editor  excuses  the  teacher  on  two  accounts 
— the  nature  of  the  text-books  and  the  exigencies  of  examinations. 

Another  compares  the  barrenness  of  learning  strings  of  names  of 
kings  and  dates  of  their  death,  of  names  of  battles  and  the  winners  and 
losers,  of  names  of  treaties  and  lists  of  their  provisions  with  that  of 
learning  by  heart  railway  time-tables  and  pages  of  the  city  directory, 
and  instead  proposes  as  valuable  and  interesting  the  story  of  the  settle- 
ment of  the  country,  the  causes  and  means  of  migration  from  Atlantic 
to  Pacific,  changes  in  the  life  of  the  people  attendant  on  invention  and 
railway  construction,  etc. 

One  editor,  commenting  on  the  first  quotation,  has  this  to  say  for 
text-book  writers,  that  a  considerable  part  of  Canadian  history  for  the 
last  100  years  does  not  and  cannot  appeal  to  the  youthful  mind.  He 
instances  responsible  government,  clergy  reserves,  representation  by 
population,  confederation,  provincial  rights  and  reciprocal  trade  rela- 
tions as  examples  of  abstract  conceptions  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
interest  children  in. 

On  the  other  hand,  to  quote  again  in  summary — Our  writers  of 
history  have  neglected  the  wealth  of  material  to  be  found  in  the  story 
of  the  settlers  who  came  to  Canada  before  the  days  of  ocean  liners,  and 
who  made  paths  and  homes  in  the  wilderness  far  in  advance  of  the 
railway  or  macadamizer.  These  writers  have  given  excessive  attention 
to  the  doings  of  politicians  and  notables,  forgetting  the  farmers, 
mechanics  and  merchants  who  have  been  the  real  makers  of  the  country. 

Amidst  their  divergence  of  views  as  to  causes,  the  critics  seem  to 
be  in  agreement  that  the  teaching  of  history  is  somewhat  of  a  failure. 
In  prescribing  a  remedy  the  pedagogical  doctor  may  say:  Seek  to  dis- 
cover the  best  use,  the  highest  value  of  your  subject,  steep  your  mind 
in  it,  and  throughout  your  teaching  and  reading  hold  to  that  use  or 
value  as  your  ultimate  aim.  The  prescription  is  good,  but  in  the 
subject  under  notice,  like  some  other  prescriptions,  it  is  easier  to  give 
than  to  take. 

In  other  studies — science,  mathematics,  language — the  learner  can 
be  brought  into  the  very  presence  of  much  of  the  subject-matter.  The 
first-hand  material  for  historical  study  is  very  limited.  Most  of  it 
comes  to  us  not  even  second-hand  or  tenth-hand,  but  through  many 
hands.  The  original  sources,  so-called,  are  generally  out  of  reach  in 
more  ways  than  one.  Hence  to  the  teacher,  and  to  a  large  extent  to 
both  child  and  teacher,  in  history,  and  in  history  only,  is  the  book  indis- 
pensable. Who  has  seen  the  ideal  history  text-book  for  children? 
Where  is  it?  A  pictorial  history  of  1,000  pages  written  in  the  style  of 
part  of  Scott's  Tales  of  a  Grandfather  might  be  conceivably  a  more 
elementary  and  more  useful  text-book  than  the  usual  summary  of 
British  and  Canadian  history  condensed  into  a  book  of  one-fifth  that 
size. 

The  difficulties  connected  with  the  text-book  increase  when  it  is 
considered  that  the  progressive  development  of  the  learner  requires  a 
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corresponding  change  in  the  immediate  aim  of  the  teacher  and  a  con- 
sequent change  in  the  method  and  subject-matter  of  instruction.  John 
Morley  said,  and  it  was  of  history  that  he  was  speaking:  I  do  not  in 
the  least  care  to  know  what  happened  in  the  past,  except  so  far  as  it 
enables  me  to  see  my  way  more  clearly  through  the  happenings  of  the 
present.  It  was  of  history's  paramount  guidance  value  that  he  was 
thinking.  But  that  is  a  value  that  appeals  to  the  judgment,  and  the 
judgment  is  a  function  of  the  mind  that  is  late  in  maturing.  Milk  for 
babes  and  meat  for  grown  men  is  as  true  here  as  anywhere.  But  if 
babes  do  not  get  milk,  then  there  will  not  be  grown  men  to  get  the  meat. 

Children  pass  through  a  stage — the  imaginative  period — when 
Hop  o'  my  Thumb  and  the  Sleeping  Princess  are  as  real  to  them  as 
Alfred  and  the  Black  Prince  may  become  later.  Even  then  the  mind 
gropes  for  the  logic  of  events,  but  it  is  easily  satisfied  for  causes  with 
the  caprices  of  hobgoblins  and  good  fairies.  Has  history  anything  to 
offer  the  child  at  this  stage?  Yes;  several  of  the  Bible  stories  and 
selected  stories  from  the  twilight  of  classical  and  British  history.  Our 
school  curricula  recognize  this  stage  and  its  needs,  but  the  suitable 
material  is  not  collected  into  a  convenient  book,  and  in  any  case  the 
value  of  its  treatment  depends  on  the  point  of  view  and  method-skill  of 
the  teacher. 

The  taste  for  Gulliver's  Travels,  Arabian  Nights  and  Robinson 
Crusoe  marks  the  transition  from  the  imaginative  to  the  dramatic 
period,  when  the  child  demands  what  seems  to  him  the  true  story  of 
the  heroic  type.  Now  the  appealing  springs  of  action  cease  to  rise  in 
superhuman  witches  and  fairies,  and  are  sought  in  human  effort  to 
maintain  the  right  and  redress  the  wrong  by  physical  rather  than  by 
moral  prowess.  Every  country  in  the  world  has  produced  some  choice 
spirits  suitable  for  placing  in  the  healthy  youth's  temple  of  heroes — 
Solon  and  Regulus,  Francis  of  Assisi  and  Frederick  the  Great,  Eng- 
land's Alfred  and  Scotland's  Wallace,  Columbus  and  Champlain, 
William  Perm  and  George  Stephenson,  Laura  Secord  and  Florence 
Nightingale.  The  second  book  is  the  Hero-book.  The  child  is 
expanding  and  feels  life  in  every  limb.  Well  for  him  that  the  examples 
set  before  him  at  this  age  and  towards  which  he  grows  should  be  strong 
and  true,  beautiful. 

And  now  a  book  of  the  type  of  Henty's  will  be  read  from  cover  to 
cover  and  over  again.  Hitherto  it  has  mattered  little  or  nothing  to 
the  child  where  his  hero  belonged  in  time  or  place.  On  the  play- 
ground he  lately  preferred  the  single-handed  games,  now  he  has  joined 
a  team.  The  social  instinct  is  awakening,  the  idea  of  nationality  is 
dawning  upon  him  and  giving  a  wider  meaning  to  his  reading  and  to 
the  application  of  his  study  of  history.  Napoleon  is  now  a  Frenchman 
and  Gustavus  Adolphus  a  Swede.  He  begins  to  know  what  it  means 
to  be  called  a  Canadian  or  a  Briton.  He  will  retreat  to  the  corner  and 
bury  himself  in  the  Deeds  that  Won  the  Empire. 

And  here  a  criticism  quoted  above  applies,  since  so  much  of  the 
history  written  for  children  is  of  the  drum  and  trumpet  variety.  It 
wasn't  the  sabre  and  bayonet  and  cannon  that  won  this  Province  for 
the  Empire,  but  the  axe  and  the  plough  and  the  anvil.  We  need 
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Hentys  and  Fitchetts  who  can  do  justice  to  the  heroes  that  here  and 
elsewhere  made  an  Empire  from  centre  to  circumference  worth  defend- 
ing by  the  other  heroes  whom  we  justly  honor  and  remember. 

The  ideal  text-book  will  devote  but  a  fraction  of  the  space  now 
usually  given  to  the  personal  affairs  of  monarchs,  court  intrigues  and 
military  campaigns.  It  will  not,  however,  entirely  ignore  them.  His 
high  office  has  given  the  monarch  more  than  an  average  share  in  the 
making  of  the  history  of  his  country;  but  as  civilization  advances  his- 
torical significance  departs  from  the  king  to  center  around  the  elected 
rulers.  And  there  are  reasons  why  wars  should  not  be  ignored.  The 
annals  of  warfare  furnish  examples  of  human  endeavor  most  praise- 
worthy as  well  as  most  detestable,  and  both  kinds  may  have  useful 
lessons  for  the  learner.  But  there  is  no  reason  why  war  and  warriors 
should  be  glorified  and  the  records  and  lessons  of  destruction  of  prop- 
erty, life  and  home  and  the  train  of  horrible  and  irretrievable  waste  and 
suffering  that  follows  in  the  wake  of  the  monster  that  proverbially 
devours  what  she  brings  forth — that  all  these  records  should  be  sup- 
pressed. Heroism  and  patriotism  have  been  conspicuously  exemplified 
on  the  battlefield,  but  on  the  whole  it  is  a  dismal  place  that  war  and 
warfare,  when  truly  and  fully  set  forth,  occupy  on  the  pages  of  history. 
I  would  give  laurels  and  medals  and  monuments  to  the  gallant 
defenders  of  home  and  country  without  overlooking  the  sanguinary  set- 
ting of  their  fields  of  action  or  the  opportunity  to  discuss  the  more 
excellent  way  of  settling  disputes. 

The  current  number  of  the  London  Times,  criticizing  the  recent 
International  Peace  Congress  for  its  Utopian  propositions,  says  that  it 
should  have  shown  to  the  world  the  truths  that  aggression  defeats 
itself,  that  confiscation,  indemnities,  seizure  of  territory  are  as  injurious 
to  the  conqueror  as  to  the  conquered,  that  war  is  the  collapse  not  only 
of  reason  but  of  the  higher  nature  of  humanity,  that  human  nature 
changes  and  that  just  as  mankind,  or  most  of  it,  has  got  rid  of  canni- 
balism, slavery  and  duelling  and  has  ceased  very  largely  to  rely  on 
physical  force  in  private  life,  so  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  such  a  modi- 
fication of  its  old  instincts  and  emotions  as  will  make  an  end  of  war. 
Thus  would  the  Thunderer  make  an  appeal  to  history  to  open  men's 
eyes  to  see  that  war  is  in  the  category  with  cannibalism,  slavery  and 
duelling,  and  trust  to  their  hearts  and  consciences  under  enlightenment 
to  make  an  end  of  it. 

Yes ;  military  history  should  be  taught  in  right  proportion  and 
right  perspective,  and  if  rightly  taught,  keeping  the  highest  value  of 
history  in  mind,  it  will  not  kindle  and  foster  the  military  spirit,  but 
afford  means  of  calling  'forth,  at  least  in  imagination,  that  higher  kind 
of  courage,  moral  courage,  which  fears  less  to  suffer  injustice  and 
fancied  slight  than  to  give  boundless  rein  to  the  passions  of  hate  and 
revenge.  Riot  and  revolution  will  give  place  to  reason  and  evolution, 
jingoism  and  flag-flaunting  to  the  genuine  brand  of  patriotism  in  a 
country  whose  schools  are  doing  enough  of  the  right  kind  of  teaching  of 
history. 
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The  inculcation  of  patriotism  is  the  bounden  duty  of  the  teacher 
of  history;  fortunately  for  us  that  duty  should  be  found  an  easy  one. 

God  gave  all  men  all  earth  to  love, 

But  since  our  hearts  are  small, 
Ordained  for  each  one  spot  should  prove 

Belov'd  'bove  all. 

There  is  in  this  and  other  countries,  perhaps  we  can  recognize  it 
more  easily  when  we  cross  the  line  than  among  ourselves,  a  crude,  often 
vigorous,  probably  natural  kind  of  patriotism  that  shouts:  My  country 
in  the  right,  but  my  country  right  or  wrong.  Those  who  live  or  wish 
to  live  upon  the  country  exhibit  more  of  it  than  those  who  live  for  the 
country.  This  kind  of  basal  patriotism  calls  not  for  extinction  but 
education  and  refinement.  Patriotism  is  not  indilicrence  or  wilful 
blindness  to  the  mistakes  and  shortcomings  of  one's  country,  or  ths 
inclination  to  magnify  it  at  the  expense  of  other  countries;  but  the 
proper  appreciation  of  its  achievements,  the  knowledge  of  its  mission 
and  highest  ideals  and  the  disposition  to  do  one's  share  towards  their 
realization, — a  kind  of  love  testified  by  action  rather  than  by  boasting. 

So  much,  and  it  is  merely  suggestive,  for  the  matter  of  the  text- 
book and  the  method  suited  to  the  third  stage  of  development,  which 
reaches  practically  to  the  upper  age  limit  of  the  public  and  high  schools. 
The  matter  should  be  pretty  largely  that  part  or  kind  of  history  which 
Herbert  Spencer  would  call  elementary  descriptive  sociology. 

I  have  thus  briefly  reviewed  three  well-marked  stages  in  child 
development — the  imaginative,  the  dramatic,  the  social, — the  kind  of 
historical  material  suited  to  each,  viz.,  the  fairy  story,  the  hero  story 
and  the  social  and  national  story,  and  the  object,  viz.,  to  exercise  imagin- 
ation, discipline,  the  power  of  representation  and  awaken  historical 
interest  in  the  first;  to  plant  enthusiastic  ideals  of  human  nobility  and 
widen  the  historical  interest  in  the  second,  and  to  prepare  for  social 
efficiency,  self-government  and  citizenship  in  the  third.  The  stage 
properly  suited  to  the  study  of  constitutional  and  philosophical  history, 
and  which  should  train  for  leadership,  I  refrain  at  present  from  enter- 
ing into. 

I  hope  that  what  I  have  said  will  enable  some  of  my  teacher-hearers 
to  see  more  clearly  the  need  of  having  an  aim  suited  to  the  learner  and 
consciously  and  persistently  testing  the  matter  and  method  of  their 
teaching  of  history  in  the  light  of  it. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  go  back  to  a  statement  that  history  is 
unlike  science  and  some  other  subjects  inasmuch  as  teacher  and  learner 
are  distant  in  time  or  place  or  both  from  its  materials.  Fortunately 
this  is  only  partially  true,  for  there  is  not  a  school  section  in  the  land 
that  has  not  a  family  or  church  or  store  or  shop  or  bridge  or  road  or 
landmark  of  some  kind  with  a  history  worth  recording,  and  one  that 
may  be  made  by  first-hand  investigation.  But  even  if  a  bit  of  local 
history  of  this  kind  were  commonplace  in  the  extreme,  the  training  and 
experience  derived  from  the  investigation  is  most  valuable.  Think 
what  a  pupil  could  get  out  of  the  writing  of  the  history  of  the  farm  or 
lot  upon  which  he  lives,  in  examining  the  title-deeds  and  papers  and 
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abstracting  names  and  dates  and  values,  in  inquiring  about  and  recalling 
his  observation  of  changes  in  clearings  and  buildings;  of  former  and 
recent  productions  and  accessibility  to  markets,  school,  church;  in 
reporting  the  names  and  the  whereabouts  and  stories  of  the  people  who 
built  and  who  have  lived  in  the  house.  Writing  the  history  of  one's 
family  would  in  some  cases  be  even  more  useful  or  be  served  by  more 
available  material. 

I  beg  to  suggest  to  every  teacher  having  pupils  in  advance  of  the 
Junior  Third  Form  that  he  or  she  proposes  to  his  pupils  the  investi- 
gation for  and  writing  of  an  original  history  (which  may  be  left  to  their 
individual  choice)  of  family  or  farm  or  school  or  church  or  blacksmith 
shop  or  river-crossing;  that  you  instruct  them  how  to  inquire,  investi- 
gate and  verify,  how  to  make  and  arrange  their  notes,  and  lastly  to 
collect  their  material  into  a  coherent  and  readable  history.  Get  them 
to  see  how  like  such  work  must  be  to  that  of  the  authors  whio  make  the 
printed  books  of  history  that  they  read.  Apply  some  of  the  useful  and 
moral  lessons  that  can  be  drawn  from  the  records.  Many,  if  not  all, 
the  boys  and  girls  in  this  young  Canada  of  ours  should  grow  up  into 
stouter-hearted  and  more  socially  efficient  men  and  women  for  dis- 
,  covering  and  reflecting  upon  what  some  of  their  ancestors  endured  and 
achieved. 

Mr.  George  Pattullo,  seconded  by  Rev.  Dean  Lothrop  Starr,  and 
warmly  supported  by  Mr.  Carstairs,  moved  that  the  President  be 
heartily  thanked  for  his  address,  and  that  it  be  printed  in  full  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  Society.  The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  William  Houston,  M.A.,  Toronto,  gave  an  illuminating  address 
on  the  territorial  and  institutional  development  of  Canada,  full  of  sug- 
gestion and  instruction. 

The  meeting  adjourned  to  visit  the  Ursuline  College  on  the  invita- 
tion of  the  Mother  Superior.  Here  one  of  the  young  ladies,  on  behalf 
of  the  College,  read  the  following  address: 

Very  Uespected  Gentlemen:  Great  was  our  joy  on  being  apprised  of  the 
singular  honor  awaiting  us  this  beautiful  autumn  afternoon, — that  of  wel- 
coming to  our  college  halls  this  party  of  distinguished  guests. 

Although  gathered  here  from  the  four  corners  of  the  continent,  we  are 
all  one  in  our  earnest  desire  for  enlightenment  and  advancement;  and  as 
higher  education  includes  more  than  a  cursory  glance  at  contemporaneous 
occurrences  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  state,  we  venture  to  offer  our  appre- 
ciation of  the  work  already  accomplished  by  the  Ontario  Historical  Society, 
in  whose  interests  we  understand  you  have  visited  the  Maple  City. 

Living  as  we  do  in  a  locality  that  has  helped  to  make  history, — a 
locality  which  at  no  remote  period  witnessed  scenes  that  stand  as  turning 
points  in  our  country's  development,  domiciled  upon  a  part  of  the  famous 
Selkirk  grant  of  land  made  by  King  George  III., — we  naturally  feel  a  deep 
interest  in  the  movement  you  are  so  ably  conducting  towards  the  awakening 
of  a  higher  spirit  of  patriotism,  and  a  clearer  conception  of  the  greatness  of 
Canada  in  her  making. 

Respected  gentlemen,  we  do  not  wish  these  few  remarks  to  be  con- 
sidered a  conventional  address  of  welcome,  but  rather  a  friendly  and  loyal 
greeting  on  the  part  of  the  faculty  and  students  of  St.  Ursula's  College  of 
"The  Pines." 

Rev.  Professor  Gilmour  gracefully  and  eloquently  replied  for  the 
visitors. 
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EVENING  SESSION 

Thursday,  September  llth. 

The  evening  meeting,  held  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  was  largely 
attended,  the  Kent  County  Teachers  being  present 

ADDRESSES  DELIVERED. 

Norman  Gurd,  B.A.,  LL.B.,  Sarnia,  read  a  paper  on  "Tecumseh" 
which  was  of  much  local  interest,  and  evoked  favorable  comment  from 
Mr.  J.  H.  Smith  and  Dr.  Coyne. 

Miss  Gilkison  recited  a  statement  made  by  Jasper  Jones,  Six 
Nations  Reserve,  Brantford,  a  reputed  nephew  of  Tecumseh,  in  which 
he  says  Tecumseh 's  grave  is  a  short  distance  east  of  London,  on  the 
north  side  of  the  "Governor's  Road;"  that  he  knows  the  spot,  over 
which  lies  a  sod-covered  stone  slab  with  a  carved  inscription. 

Lt.-Col.  J.  S.  Black,  Detroit,  gave  an  illustrated  address  on  "The 
Defence  of  the  Western  District,  1812-1814,"  in  which  the  part  taken 
by  the  local  militia  was  specially  featured. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  the  speakers  of  the  evening,  and 
after  the  rendering  of  a  patriotic  song  by  Mr.  George  Gumming  the 
meeting  adjourned  at  10.40  o'clock. 

THIRD   DAY'S   PROCEEDINGS 

Friday,  September,  12th. 

The  Society  was  given  a  trip  on  the  River  Thames,  Lake  St  Clair 
and  the  River  Detroit  to  historic  Amherstburg  and  Fort  Maiden  by 
the  Teachers'  Association  of  West  and  East  Kent.  The  party,  number- 
ing from  350  to  400  people,  left  Chatham  at  7  o'clock  a.m.  by  the 
steamer  Ossifrage.  In  charge  of  the  company  in  the  capacity  of 
guides,  philosophers  and  friends  were:  Mr.  J.  H.  Baird,  President  E. 
Kent  Association;  Mr.  J.  W.  Plewes,  President  W.  Kent  Association; 
Miss  E.  Abraham,  Principal,  McKeough  School;  assisted  by  the  public 
school  teachers  of  Chatham.  Bright,  genial  sunshine  and  a  clear 
atmosphere  added  to  the  pleasure  given  by  the  beautiful  woodland  scenes 
on  the  river  banks,  and  to  the  interest  excited  by  the  varied  shipping 
on  the  majestic  Detroit.  En  route  the  Ossifrage  passed  Perry's  ship 
as  she  was  being  towed  from  Put  in  Bay  to  Detroit  for  the  centenary 
celebration  there  that  evening,  and  the  company  had  a  good  view  of  the 
famous  craft.  The  Livingston  channel,  and  the  River  Canard,  also 
attracted  considerable  attention. 

Amherstburg  was  reached  at  1.30  p.m.,  and  there  the  party  was  met 
by  a  reception  committee  including :  Mayor  Dr.  W.  F.  Park,  and  Coun- 
cillors ;  W.  T.  Wilkinson,  R.  Dorsey,  C.  Odette,  A.  Brown,  D.  H.  Tessy, 
A.  Fox ;  Rev.  A.  B.  Farney,  F.  M.  Falls,  John  A.  Auld,  S.  McGee,  John 
Grant,  F.  P.  Scratch,  H.  Gibb,  Rev.  Thos.  Nattress,  F.  A.  Hough,  B.A., 
J.  G.  Mullen,  A.  W.  Marsh,  H.  G.  Duff,  Dr.  Maxwell,  W.  S.  Falls, 
Dr.  T.  J.  Park,  Dr.  R.  H.  Abbott,  C.  A.  Cuddy,  Rev.  A.  W.  Torge, 
M.  Barrett,  Geo.  T.  Floney. 
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Rev.  Mr.  Farney  led  the  party  to  the  old  Commissariat  building, 
where  luncheon,  provided  by  the  Kent  Historical  Society,  was  served, 
after  which  Mr.  Farney  exhibited  and  explained  a  large  number  of 
archaeological  specimens,  Indian  relics  and  arms.  Among  the  valuable 
relics  was  Tecumseh's  wampum  string,  given  by  the  great  chief  to 
Col.  Elliott  prior  to  the  1812  war.  Tecumseh's  stone,  old  fort  Maiden, 
the  newly-restored  Christ  Church,  the  soldiers'  monument,  and  other 
objects  historically  interesting  were  shown  by  Mr.  Farney,  whose 
familiarity  with  the  local  history  was  most  useful. 

MEETING  ON  BOARD  STEAMER. 

The  party  re-embarked  at  5  p.m.,  having  had  a  memorable  after- 
noon at  Amherstburg.  On  the  return  journey  the  Society  was  con- 
vened and  Mr.  Francis  Cleary  read  copies  of  old  papers  relating  to  the 
distribution  of  prize  money  to  militiamen  of  Kent  who  served  in  the 
1812-1814  war;  and  Dr.  Park  spoke  of  the  events  on  the  River  Canard. 

RESOLUTIONS  ADOPTED. 

Dr.  Coyne  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions, 
the  adoption  of  which,  seconded  by  Dr.  Alexander  Fraser,  he  moved, 
and  the  motion  carried.  It  was  as  follows: 

1.  That    the    Ontario    Historical   Society    desires   to   express   its     full 
realization  of  the  obligation  conferred  upon  it  by  the  Honorary  President, 
the  Hon.  R.  A.  Pyne,  LL.D.,  Minister  of  Education,  and  Mr.  A.  H.  U.  Col- 
quhoun,   LL.D.,   Deputy  Minister  of   Education,   in   their  cordial   sympathy 
and  active   co-operation   in   the   work   of  securing   a   permanent   home    for 
the  Society.      By    placing    at    the    disposal    of    the    Society    the    admirable 
suite   of  rooms   formerly   occupied   by   themselves,    they   have   enabled   the 
Society   to  achieve  an  ideal  aimed   at  since   its  inception,   and   to   proceed 
to  wider   fields   of  work   and   influence.     That   the   Secretary   be   instructed 
to  forward  copies  of  this  resolution  to  the  Hon.  Dr.  Pyne,  and  to  Dr.  Col- 
quhoun. 

2.  That  this   Society  gratefully  acknowledges   the   greetings   from  the 
Province  of  Quebec  by  the  Hon.   Mr.   Justice  Weir,   cordially  reciprocates 
the  kindly  sentiments   expressed   by   him,   and   regrets   his   inability   to   be 
present  at  this  annual  meeting. 

3.  That  this   Society   records  its   appreciation  of  the   assistance   given 
by  the  Dominion  and  Ontario  governments  to  the  Canadian  Club  of  Orillia 
in  its  undertaking  to  raise  a  monument  to  the  great  explorer  Champlain; 
that  this  Society  strongly  supports  the  citizens  of  Orillia  in  fittingly  cele- 
brating the  tercentenary  of  Champlain's  visit  to  that  part  of  the  country; 
and  that  the  Secretary  send  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  governments 
at  Ottawa  and  Toronto,  and  to  the  Canadian  Club,   Orillia. 

4.  That   this    Society   is    gratified    to    be    assured    that    the    Dominion 
Government    is    about    to    take    over    Port    Amherstburg     (formerly    Port 
Maiden),  and  to  establish  a  national  park  on  the  Detroit  River,  of  which 
the  fort  will  form  a  part. 

5.  That  this  Society  cordially  approves  of  the  project  for    the    erec- 
tion at  some  suitable  point  in  the  Thames  Valley  of  a  monument  to  com- 
memorate the  valuable  services  to   the   British   crown,   and   the  people   of 
Canada   of   the   great  Tecumseh,   culminating   in   his    death   on   the    battle 
field  at  Moraviantown  fighting  in   defence   of   Canada. 
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6.  The    Ontario     Historical     Society    desires    to     place    on     record    its 
grateful  appreciation  of  the  extreme  kindness  extended  to  the  Society  on 
the  occasion   of   the   annual   meeting   of    1913,    and    to    tender    its    sincere 
thanks  to  the  following  public  bodies  and  individuals. 

To  Mayor  Dunn  and  the  Corporation  of  Chatham,  the  Macaulay 
Club,  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  the  Board  of  Education,  for  the  hearty 
welcome  tendered  to  the  Society.

Algonquin  Indians  of  Eastern  Canada,"  by  Dr.  Alanson  Skinner, 
American  Museum  of  Natural  History,  were  received  and  read  by  title. 

NEXT  ANNUAL  MEETING. 

Mr.  Geo.  R.  Pattullo  extended  an  invitation  to  the  Society  to  hold 
its  next  annual  meeting  at  Woodstock,  speaking  for  the  Oxford 
Historical  Society  and  the  City  Council  of  Woodstock.  Mrs.  Ahearn 
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invited  the  Society  to  meet  at  Ottawa  next   year.       Both    invitations 
were  referred  to  the  Council. 

Miss  Janet  Carnochan  read  an  old  letter  relating  to  Tecumseh; 
Dr.  Coyne,  original  letters  of  Proctor,  dated  at  Sandwich  in  1813,  and 
interesting  comments  were  made  by  Professor  Grant  and  Mr.  Pattullo. 

RESOLUTIONS  OF  CONDOLENCE. 

Professor  Grant  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Obituary,  which  was  adopted,  as  follows:

During  a  long  life  his 
of  the  greatest  value.  To  the  last  he  was  zealous  in  his  task,  and  in  a 
unwearied  devotion  to  historical  studies  enabled  him  to  accomplish  work 
of  the  greatest  value.  To  the  last  he  was  zealous  in  his  task,  and  in  a 
ripe  old  age  he  was  able  to  look  back  on  such  an  extent  of  work  accom- 
plished as  it  is  given  to  few  to  see.  As  editor  of  the  fcife  of  Dr.  Ryerson, 
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and  of  the  monumental  History  of  Education  in  Ontario,  published  by  the 
Government  of  Ontario,  he  has  put  under  a  deep  obligation  every  student: 
of  history  in  the  province.  The  Society  desires  to  express  its  deep  sym- 
pathy with  his  surviving  relatives,  and  requests  the  Secretary  to  for- 
ward to  them  a  copy  of  the  above  resolution. 

The  Annual  Meeting  was  formally  closed  by  singing  the  National 
Anthem, 

The  business  having  been  thus  completed,  light  refreshments  were 
served  at  the  buffet  as  daylight  gave  way  to  the  clear  silver  rays  of  the 
autumn  moon.  The  party  arrived  at  Chatham  at  1.15  o'clock  on 
Saturday  morning,  having  enjoyed  a  notable  excursion,  in  which  busi- 
ness and  pleasurable  rest  were  happily  combined. 

VISIT  TO  THAMESVILLE 

Saturday,  September  13th 

On  Saturday  morning  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Society  who 
had  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  Tecumseh  Memorial  Association  pro- 
ceeded by  train  to  Thamesville,  to  visit  the  field  on  which  the  Battle 
of  the  Thames  was  fought  and  on  which  the  gallant  Tecumseh  fell.  On 
arrival  the  party  was  received  by  Mrs.  K.  B.  Coutts  and  Mr.  Coutts, 
Dr.  R.  N.  Fraser,  Dr.  Stewart,  W.  R.  Davies,  Mr.  Charles  Hubtell  and 
other  citizens.  Motor  cars  were  in  waiting  and  the  visitors  were  driven 
to  the  historic  spots  in  the  vicinity.  The  first  stop  was  made  at  the 
famous  battlefield.  The  disposition  and  the  movements  of  the  troops 
in  the  fight,  as  they  are  generally  believed  to  have  taken  place,  were 
described  and  the  natural  advantages  of  the  positions  taken  up  were 
pointed  out.  Two  medical  students  who  were  with  the  party  in  the  car 
which  went  round  to  visit  the  school  and  the  site  of  the  swamp,  dug 
with  a  walking-stick  in  the  banks  of  the  river  where  the  battle  of 
the  Thames  was  fought.  They  discovered  the  remains  of  an  Indian. 
They  first  unearthed  the  bones  of  his  toes,  and  so  on  to  the  vertebrae, 
and  pointed  to  the  position  of  his  head,  but  as  their  time  was  limited 
they  reburied  the  bones  already  exhumed.  While  digging  they  found 
a  glass  button,  round  and  pointed  on  top,  some  leather,  and  also  a  piece 
of  dull  reddish-brown  cloth.  They  gave  the  button  and  a  piece  of  the 
cloth  to  Mrs.  Ahearn  of  Ottawa. 

The  history  of  the  battlefield  itself  is  not  without  interest  to  the 
historian.  It  extends  over  lots  4  and  5  in  the  Gore  of  the  Township 
of  Zone,  in  East  Kent.  These  lots  formed  part  of  the  Talbot  Crown 
grant,  and  lot  5  was  sold  by  Col.  Talbot  to  Edmund  Watts,  who  was  the 
first  to  settle  on  it.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son  William,  and  he, 
in  turn,  by  his  son  George,  who,  on  acquiring  the  Tecumseh  House, 
Thamesville,  a  few  years  ago,  sold  it  to  Mr.  J.  B.  McDowell,  the  present 
occupant  of  both  lots.  By  the  roadside  at  the  battlefield,  a  solid  blue 
granite,  rough  boulder  has  been  placed,  on  which  is  the  following 
inscription : 

Here  on  October  5th,  1813,  was  fought  the  battle  of  the  Thames, 
and  here  Tecumseh  fell.  Erected  by  the  citizens  of  Thamesville 
A.D.  1911.

From  the  battlefield  the  party  drove  through  the  Indian  Reserve, 
calling  at  the  Moravian  church,  where  the  visitors  were  most  courteously 
received  by  Rev.  Mr.  J.  C.  Nethercott,  the  pastor.  This  mission  is 
situated  about  half-way  between  Thamesville  and  Bothwell,  on  the 
south  bank  of  the  River  Thames,  and  in  the  Ridgetown  District.  In 
extent  the  Reserve  is  about  two  by  three  miles,  and  has  3,010  acres  and 
some  320  people.  The  people  are  mostly  Munceys  and  speak  the  Mun- 
cey  dialect  of  the  Delaware  language.  Mission  work  was  begun  with 
the  band  of  Indians  by  the  Moravians  in  Pennsylvania  in  the  year  1767. 
Mr.  McKee  offered  a  tract  of  land  to  them  on  the  banks  of  La  Tranche, 
and,  leaving  Pennsylvania,  they  landed  in  Canada  on  2nd  May,  1791. 
In  1792  a  church  was  built  on  a  spot  called  Fairfield,  and  was  opened 
by  Rev.  David  Zeisberger,  who  preached  the  first  sermon  in  the  new 
church.  In  1793  Lieutenant-Governor  Simcoe  visited  the  tribe.  A 
tract  of  land  12  miles  long  by  6  miles  broad  was  donated  to  the  Mission, 
assigned  in  trust  to  the  Brethren's  Society  in  London  for  Propagating 
the  Gospel  Among  the  Heathen.  The  government  in  after  years  bought 
most  of  this  land  back,  leaving  an  area  of  about  two  by  three  miles  in 
their  possession.  The  sales  of  land  brought  the  band  about  $150,000, 
the  interest  of  which  is  paid  to  the  Indians  by  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment. In  1881  a  Church  of  England  church,  and  in  1893  a  Methodist 
church,  were  built  on  the  Reserve,  both  encroaching  materially  on  the 
Moravian  cause,  as  three  churches  were  then  serving  300  people.  Thus 
weakened  the  Moravians  sought  amalgamation  with  the  Methodists,  the 
latter  church  taking  over  the  original  mission  church  with  its  parsonage 
and  farm  of  about  80  acres.  Since  then  no  regular  services  have  been 
maintained  in  the  English  church.  The  farm  is  well  cultivated  and  is 
fairly  profitable.  Various  articles  of  interest  were  seen  at  the  church, 
such  as  the  large  white  delf  cups,  the  walnut  trays,  and  wicker-work 
baskets  used  in  serving  the  people  at  the  periodical  love-feasts  of  the 
congregation.  There  are  three  kinds  of  cups,  the  earliest  being  as  old, 
at  least,  as  1791,  when  +he  Indians  settled  at  Moraviantown.  There 
is  also  an  1847  print  of  David  Zeisberger 's  edition  of  the  Moravian 
prayer  book  and  hymn  book  of  1804.  In  the  parsonage  there  are  some 
valuable  records  which  are  being  copied  for  the  Ontario  Archives, 
dating  from  1800. 

From  the  church,  the  residence  of  Mr.  Albert  Tobias,  the  aged 
Indian  chief,  was  visited.  Chief  Tobias  received  the  historians  with 
the  quiet  courtesy  of  his  race.  He  gave  a  most  interesting  account  of 
the  Moravian  Settlement,  recited  very  clearly  what  he,  as  a  boy,  had 
heard  his  grandfather  and  Chief  Tollosh  (Timothy  Snake),  Teeumseh's 
nephew,  and  other  Indians  of  his  boyhood's  day  say  about  the  battle  of 
the  Thames  and  the  part  played  by  Tecumseh  therein ;  also  the  accounts 
of  Tecumseh 's  death  and  burial  given  generally  by  the  Indians  of 
Tecumseh 's  time,  to  the  same  effect  as  published  by  Mr.  Albert  Green- 
wood, Hillsboro',  N.H.  Whatever  might  be  thought  as  to  the  authen- 
ticity of  these  accounts,  they  did  not,  at  the  least,  loose  interest  as  told 
by  Mr.  Tobias.  Chief  Tobias  was,  in  his  day,  a  famous  vocalist,  and 
about  forty  years  ago  was  one  of  a  company  of  eight  who  visited 
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England  on  a  singing  tour  and  had  the  honour  of  appearing  before 
Queen  Victoria. 

The  Indians  suffer  considerably  from  tuberculosis,  though  they 
appear  to  be  comfortably  housed,  and  the  general  conditions  of  living 
to  be  above  the  average  on  the  Ontario  Reserves. 

The  Sherman  pioneer  homestead  and  cemetery  were  viewed  with 
interest,  also  the  old  Sherman  barn,  used  as  a  hospital  by  Harrison's 
troops. 

On  returning  to  Thamesville  luncheon  was  served  in  the  Tecumseh 
House,  among  the  guests  being:  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dearness,  Mrs.  Thomas 
Ahearn,  Ottawa;  Miss  Priddis,  London;  Mrs.  E.  J.  Thompson,  Toronto; 
W.  N.  Sexsmith,  Chatham;  W.  R.  Davies,  Mr.  George  Pattullo,  Wood- 
stock; Dr.  Alexander  Eraser,  Dr  Gilmour,  Toronto;  Miss  Helen  M. 
Merrill,  Dr.  Stuart,  Dr.  R.  N.  Eraser,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Coutts,  Miss 
Sherman. 

The  subject  of  erecting  a  memorial  of  Tecumseh  in  the  Thames 
Valley  was  discussed  by  Mrs.  Coutts,  Mr.  Dearness,  Dr.  A.  Eraser,  Mr. 
Sexsmith,  Mr.  Coutts  and  Mr.  Davies,  and  it  was  clear  that  Thamesville 
will  make  a  strong  effort  to  have  the  monument  placed  there. 

A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  passed,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Pattullo, 
seconded  by  Mrs.  Thompson,  to  the  Tecumseh  Memorial  Association  for 
the  generous  hospitality  extended  to  them,  and  in  conveying  this  senti- 
ment the  President  assured  the  association  of  the  hearty  support  of  the 
Society  in  the  movement  to  honor  Tecumseh 's  memory  suitably  in  the 
valley  of  the  Thames. 

This  closed  the  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Meeting.

Meetings  of  Council. 
Minutes  of  Meeting  held  on  July  25th,  1012,  at  Toronto. 

A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  was  held 
in  the  Secretary's  office,  Department  of  Education,  on  the  above  date,  the 
President,  Mr.  John  Dearness,  M.A.,  London,  in  the  chair,  and  the  follow- 
ing members  present: — Dr.  Alex.  Eraser,  Toronto;  Prof.  Grant,  Kingston; 
C.  M.  Warner,  Napanee;  W.  A.  MacLean,  Toronto;  Sir  Edmund  Walker, 
Toronto;  A.  P.  Hunter,  M.A.,  Barrie;  Justin  Griffin,  Hamilton;  David  Wil- 
liams, Collingwood,  and  Clarkson  W.  James,  Toronto. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  council  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  dealt  with,  clause  by 
clause,  and  the  following  action  taken: 

In  the  matter  of  the  near  approach  of  the  centenary  of  the  death  of 
Britain's  gallant  Indian  ally,  Chief  Tecumseh,  it  was  moved  by  Dr.  Fraser, 
and  seconded  by  Sir  Edmund  Walker,  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to 
communicate  with  the  secretaries  of  the  local  societies  and  ascertain  their 
views  on  the  subject  for  consideration  at  the  next  annual  meeting.  Car- 
ried. 

As  to  the  President's  suggestion  that  more  time  be  devoted  in  our 
public  schools  to  the  study  of  local  history,  it  was  moved  by  Sir  Edmund 
Walker,  and  seconded  by  Prof.  Grant,  that  the  President  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  formulate  a  plan  to  teach  local  history  and  have  same  submitted  to 
the  Minister  of  Education  for  his  consideration.  Carried. 

That  the  excellent  report  of  the  Committee  on  Historic  Sites  and 
Monuments  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Report.  Carried. 

That  the  motion  of  Mr.  Allan  R.  Davis  regarding  a  fitting  commemor- 
ation of  the  birth  of  Canada's  illustrious  statesman,  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald, 
in  1915,  be  concurred  in.  Carried. 

In  the  matter  of  providing  a  permanent  home  for  the  Ontario  Historical 
Society,  etc.,  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  David  Williams,  seconded  by  Mr.  Justin 
Griffin,  that  Mr.  Clarence  Warner,  Sir  Edmund  Walker,  Dr.  Coyne,  Dr. 
Alex.  Eraser  be  appointed  a  committee,  with  power  to  add  to  their  number, 
to  look  into  the  matter  and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council,  and 
that  the  letter  of  Mr.  G.  H.  Locke,  Librarian  of  the  Toronto  Public  Library, 
be  referred  to  the  same  committee.  Carried. 

In  the  matter  of  the  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Pattullo  suggesting  co- 
operation of  county  councils  and  other  public  bodies  throughout  the  Pro- 
vince in  securing  and  taking  steps  to  preserve  documents  and  other  historical 
material  it  was  decided  to  carry  out  the  suggestion,  and  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  prepare  a  circular  to  be  sent  to  the  secretaries  of  the  bodies 
referred  to. 

Secretary:  Following  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Clarkson  W.  James  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  Society,  to  take  effect  on  the  30th  of  September,  1912,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  select  and  appoint  a  new  Secretary  to  assume  duty  on  the 
1st  of  October,  the  council,  therefore,  appointed  Dr.  Alexander  Fraser, 
Toronto,  to  succeed  Mr.  James  as  Secretary  to  the  Ontario  Historical  Society, 
commencing  October  1st,  1912,  on  which  date  Mr.  James  is  to  assume  the 
position  of  Treasurer  to  which  he  was  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in 
Napanee. 

Annual  Meeting:  The  President  and  Secretary  were  appointed  as  a  spe- 
cial committee  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  Annual  Meeting, 
to  be  held  in  the  City  of  Chatham  in  1913. 

Editorial  and  Printing  Committee:  It  was  moved  by  Mr.  David  Williams, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Clarance  Warner,  Napanee,  that  the  "President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer  and  Prof.  Grant,  be  the  Editorial  and  Printing  Committee  for  the 
year.  Carried. 

There  being  no  further  business  before  the  chair  the  meeting  adjourned.

Minutes:  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  were  read  and 
confirmed. 

Correspondence:  Letters  of  regret  for  absence  from  the  meeting  were 
read  by  the  Secretary  from:  Professor  Grant,  Kingston;  Francis  deary, 
Windsor;  Mrs.  Ahearn,  Ottawa,  and  Mr.  Passmore,  Brantford. 

Letters  regarding  the  collection  of  materials  for  biographies  of  Can- 
adian public  men,  in  the  localities  of  their  residence,  by  affiliated  societies 
were  read  from  Mr.  Passmore  and  Mrs.  N.  A.  Brown,  Brantford ;  from  A.  Cal- 
houn.  Calgary  Public  Library;  J.  A.  Holden,  State  Historian,  Albany,  N.Y.; 
Miss  Annette  P.  Ward,  Cleveland,  respecting  the  conditions  on  which  copies 
of  the  Society's  publications  could  be  obtained,  and  from  Waldo  Lincoln, 
Worcester,  Mass.,  inviting  delegates  from  the  Society  to  attend  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  American  Historical  Association  on  the  28th  instant,  at  Bos- 
ton, Mass. 

Next  Annual  Meeting:  On  behalf  of  the  special  committee  entrusted 
with  the  arrangements  for  the  next  annual  meeting,  consisting  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary,  the  latter  reported  that  with  a  view  to  securing  papers 
for  the  next  meeting  that  would  provide  for  a  volume  of  Papers  and  Records 
on  the  Indian  in  Ontario,  correspondence  had  been  carried  on  with  the  fol- 
lowing prospect:  (1)  Dr.  A.  F.  Chamberlain.  Short  Introductory  Paper. 
(2)  D.  Campbell  Scott,  re  Education,  and  Intellectual  side  of  Indian  char- 
acter. (3)  Health  and  Social  Conditions.  Dr.  P.  H.  Bryce.  (4)  Mili- 
tary Services,  1812-14.  Major  Gordon  Smith,  Brantford.  (5)  Rites 
and  Ceremonies  in  Ontario,  19th  Century.  Dr.  C.  M.  Barbeau.  (6)  Treaty 
Surrenders,  Ontario.  Dr.  A.  Fraser.  (7)  General  Survey  of  Ontario  Indian 
Field  as  the  inaugural  Address  by  the  President,  and  that  material  was  being 
collected  by  several  well  known  students  of  the  North  American  Indians, 
with  a  view  to  supplementing  these  papers. 

The  President  also  stated  that  he  had  recently  visited  Chatham.  The 
local  Society  was  deeply  interested,  and  practically  unanimous  in  the  opin- 
ion that  the  meeting  should  be  held  on  the  second  week  of  the  Western 
Fair  (at  London).  He  had  arranged  with  Mr.  Norman  Gurd,  Rev.  John 
Morrison,  Sarnia,  and  Mr.  William  Houston,  Toronto,  for  papers  for  the 
meeting. 

Satisfaction  with  the  programme  was  expressed  by  members  of  the 
Council,  and  it  was  suggested  by  Sir  Edmund  Walker  that  a  contribution 
should  be  obtained  from  Lt.-Col.  Wood,  Ottawa. 

Stoney  Creek:  Mrs.  John  Calder  intimated  that  a  demonstration  would 
be  held  at  Stoney  Creek  on  the  6th  of  June  next,  and  expressed  the  hope 
that  as  many  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  O.H.S.  attend  as  possible. 

Prize  Essays:  The  Secretary  reported  that  in  connection  with  the  Prize 
Essays,  1,000  copies  of  the  governing  rules  had  been  distributed,  to  inspec- 
tors of  schools,  high  school  principals,  principals  of  certain  public  schools, 
registrars  of  universities,  principals  of  colleges,  about  200  clergymen,  about 
170  newspapers,  enclosing  in  each  case  a  paragraph  for  publication;  and 
a  large  number  on  application  to  intending  competitors.  Also,  that  much 
correspondence  answering  questions  re  form  of  the  essay,  etc.,  had  arisen. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Fraser,  seconded  by  Professor  Wallace,  that  Pro- 
fessors Grant  and  Morison,  Kingston,  be  appointed  judges  in  the  Essay 
Competition.  Carried. 
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The  hope  was  expressed  that  the  awards  in  the  Competition  would  be 
made  not  later  than  the  31st  March  next,  the  same  to  be  sent  to  the  Secre- 
tary for  action. 

Mr.  Passmore's  Letter:  On  the  motion  of  Sir  Edmund  Walker,  seconded 
by  the  Secretary,  the  suggestion  contained  in  the  letters  of  Mrs.  Brown  and 
Mr.  Passmore,  Brantford,  was  referred  to  the  Editorial  Committee,  and 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  reply  approvingly  to  the  writers  of  the 
letters. 

Financial  Statement:  Mr.  Clarkson  W.  James,  the  Treasurer,  pre- 
sented a  statement  showing  the  condition  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and 
joined  with  the  Secretary  in  urging  the  strictest  economy  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  Society. 

Travelling  Expenses  of  Members  of  Council:  The  Secretary  reported 
that,  following  precedent,  he  had  certified  an  account  from  Dr.  Coyne  for 
attendance  at  meetings,  though  he  could  not  trace  in  the  records  author- 
ity for  passing  accounts  for  the  travelling  expenses  of  past  presidents,  and 
asked  that  his  action  be  confirmed,  and  that  he  be  directed  as  to  what 
course  he  should  pursue  in  the  future  with  respect  to  such  expenses. 

On  the  motion  of  Sir  Edmund  Walker,  seconded  by  Mr.  Williams, 
the.  following  resolution,  designed  to  be  effective  until  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society,  was  carried:  That  the  expenses  of  any  member  of 
Council  called  by  the  President  of  the  Society  to  attend  meetings  of  com- 
mittees of  Council  be  paid. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  C.  W.  James,  seconded  by  Mr.  Warner,  that  the 
Secretary's  action  in  passing  Dr.  Coyne's  account  be  confirmed.  Carried. 

It  was  moved  by  the  Secretary,  seconded  by  Canon  Starr,  that  the 
expenses  of  the  Past  Presidents  who  had  attended  the  meetings  of  Council 
on  the  25th  July  last,  and  to-day,  be  paid.  Carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Warner,  seconded  by  Prof.  Wallace,  that  the 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  all  accounts  certified  to  by  the  President 
and  Secretary.  Carried. 

Amendment  to  the  Constitution:  The  President  and  Secretary  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  pro- 
viding for  the  Diplomas  of  Fellowship. 

Rev.  Canon  Starr  moved  and  Dr.  Fraser  seconded,  that  until  steps 
be  taken  to  correct  the  omission  from  the  minutes  of  1903,  of  the  provi- 
sion that  Past  Presidents  be  ex  officio  members  of  Council,  and  from  the 
minutes  of  1905  that  the  Ontario  Archivist  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  the 
Society,  this  Council  shall  so  regard  them.  Carried. 

Permanent  Home:  The  Special  Committee  of  the  Council  of  the  On- 
tario Historical  Society  which  was  appointed  to  negotiate  for  permanent 
headquarters  for  the  Society  reported  as  follows: — 

1.  The  Committee  recommend  that,  if  possible,  adequate  quarters  for 
the  Society  be  obtained  in  the  Normal  School  Building,  St.  James  Square, 
Toronto. 

2.  The    Committee   further   recommends    that   its   chairman    with    Sir 
Edmund  Walker  constitute  a  sub-committee  with  full  power  to  take  such 
action  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  purpose  mentioned,   and  that 
they  have  power   for  such   purpose   to   associate   themselves   from   time   to 
time  with  other  person  or  persons. 

3.  The  Committee  begs  to  be  allowed  to  continue  its  labors. 

The  adoption  of  the  report  was  moved  by  Mr.  Warner  and  seconded 
$y  Dr.  Coyne  and  carried. 

Editorial  Committee:  The  Secretary  reported  for  the  Editorial  Com- 
mittee that  one  volume  was  ready  for  the  printer  (Papers  and  Records), 
and  that  tenders  had  been  called  for;  that  the  Committee  hoped  early  in 
ihe  spring  to  issue  an  additional  volume  to  that  now  ready. 
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Annual  Report:  The  Secretary  reported  that  the  Annual  Report  was 
in  the  printer's  hands,  and  would  be  ready  shortly. 

Correspondence:  The  Secretary  reported  that,  since  assuming  office,  he 
had  conducted  correspondence  as  follows:  That  the  letters  posted  had  num- 
bered considerably  more  than  1,000;  700  re  Prize  Essays,  60  to  affiliated 
societies,  60  to  county  clerks  and  municipal  officials,  230  in  general  corres- 
pondence, including  Prize  Essays,  requests  for  information,  etc.,  letters 
with  officers.  Many  requests  had  been  received  for  transcriptions  where 
our  papers  are  not  available. 

Office  Supplies:  The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  expend  an  amount  not 
exceeding  $75.00  in  purchasing  office  supplies  such  as  filing  apparatus, 
etc.,  and  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  furnish  funds  therefor. 

American  Historical  Association:  It  was  agreed  that  should  the  Presi- 
dent be  able  to  attend  the  American  Historical  Association's  Annual  Meet- 
ing at  Boston,  on  the  28th  inst,  his  expenses  in  connection  therewith  be 
paid  by  the  Society.

History  Essay  Competition. 

The  Secretary  read  his  Report  on  the  History  Essay  Competition  as 
follows: — 

•  In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  rules 
governing  this  competition  were  widely  circulated,  and  early  in  the  fall  letters 
began  to  come  in  showing  genuine  interest  in  the  matter. 

Finally  thirty-seven  essays  were  received,  of  which  seven  were  too  late; 
three  were  ruled  out  as  being: — One  a  collection  of  Indian  legends;  one  a 
satirical  sketch  of  the  village  postmistress;  and  one  the  proof  sheets  of  a 
book  on  local  history,  from  which  the  author  wished  me  to  call  5,000  words 
of  the  best  passages.  Thus  ten  failed  to  get  a  hearing,  and  twenty-seven 
complying  with  the  conditions  were  submitted  to  the  judges. 

The  competitors  were  well  distributed  over  the  Province,  the  east, 
north  and  west  being  well  represented.  They  were  mostly  high  and  public 
school  teachers  and  university  students, — the  class  indeed,  that  the  Society 
aimed  at  reaching.  One  thing  proved  by  this  departure  in  our  work  is 
that  there  is  a  very  considerable  constituency  from  which  similar  appeals 
may  look  for  a  sincere  response. 
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"•'  The  subjects  of  some  of  the  better  essays  were: — The  British  at  Port 
Detroit,  Moraviantown,  The  Curtain  Fall  of  a  Tragedy,  The  Banner  of 
Ontario,  Fathers  of  Confederation,  William  Lyon  Mackenzie,  The  Passing 
of  the  Indians,  The  War  of  1812-14,  Stories  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte,  The  Dawn 
of  Ontario  History,  Feudalism  in  Upper  Canada,  At  the  Head  of  Lake 
Ontario  Before  1837,  The  Heroes  of  the  Long  Sault,  Iroquois  Invasion  of 
Manitoulin,  Early  Days  in  Upper  Canada,  Improvements  in  Ontario  Sixty  or 
Seventy  Years  Ago,  Pioneers  of  Ontario,  The  History  of  Toronto,  A  Loyal 
Struggle,  Pioneer  History  of  the  Township  of  North  Norwich,  County  of 
Oxford,  The.  Rise  and  Fall  of  Malton,  The  Peter  Perry  Election  and  the  Rise 
of  the  Clear  Grit  Party,  Bush  Life  in  the  Ottawa  Valley. 

The  Society  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  services,  as  judges,  of  Pro- 
fessors W.  L.  Grant  and  J.  L.  Morison,  Queen's  University,  Kingston,  whose 
awards  on  separate  consideration  were  as  follows: 

First  Essay — "Feudalism  in  Upper  Canada,"  Marjorie  J.  F.  Fraser, 
Toronto. 

Third  Essay — "Bush  Life  in  the  Ottawa  Valley  Eighty  Years  Ago," 
John  May,  M.A.,  Franktown,  Ont. 

The  judges  did  not  award  a  second  prize,  but  named  the  essay  on  "The 
Peter  Perry  Election,"  by  Geo.  M.  Jones,  Toronto,  as  a  proxice  accessit. 

I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $35.00  be  allowed  to  Mr.  Jones,  carrying 
out  the  evident  intention  of  the  examiners.     There  would  still  remain  on 
hand  $25.00  of  the  $200  voted  for  prizes.

Miss  Carnochan  suggested  the  publication  of  a  paper  on  the  War  of 
1812-14,  by  Col.  Cruikshank,  that  had  been  read  before  the  Society  some 
years  ago;  and  that  steps  be  taken  to  augment  the  exchange  list  of  the 
Society.  It  was  agreed  that  both  suggestions  should  receive  attention  from 
the  Editorial  Committee  and  the  Secretary. 

Mr.  Hunter  raised  the  question  that  under  the  Constitution  the  Coun- 
cil had  the  right  to  propose  a  certain  number  of  members  of  the  Committee 
for  the  nomination  of  officers  for  the  Society,  and  asked  that  a  meeting  of 
the  Council  be  held  for  that  purpose  at  a  later  stage  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  meeting.  This  was  concurred  in.

Proposed  Amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

Amendments  Proposed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Society: — 

1.  That  sub-sect,   ta)   sect.  3  be  amended  t>y  aSfflng,  after  the  words 
The  Dominion  Archivist,  the  words  "The  Ontario  Archivist." 

2.  That  sub-sect.    (6)   sect.  3  be  amended:    (1)   by  inserting  the  word 
"General,"  before,  and  the  words  "or    Executive  Board,"    after  the    word 
Council  in  line;   (2),  by  striking  out  the  words:  not  exceeding  seven  in  all, 
in  lines  10  and  11  and  substituting  therefor:   "and,  in  addition  thereto,  the 
said  Six  Nations  Indians  may  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society  by  one  general  representative  elected  by  the  said  Six  Nations  Indians 
collectively;   (3)  The  Delegates  from  affiliated  societies  and  Representatives 
from  the  Six  Nations  Indians  shall  have  the  right  of  voting  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Society  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  annual 
members,  without  payment  of  the  annual  membership  fee;   (4)  by  inserting 
the  word  "Honorary"  before  Secretary  in  line  14. 

3.  That  the  word  Association  in  sub-sects,   (c)   and   (d)   be  changed  to 
"Society"  and  that  the  word  "General"  be  inserted  before  the  word  Council 
in  sub-sect,  (d). 

4.  That  sub-sect,   (e)  sect.  3,  be  amended  as  follows:  Annual  Members 
shall  pay  a  membership  fee  of  one  dollar  per  annum,  in  advance.     Upon 
non-payment  of  such  annual  fee,  after  due  notification  of  arrears  has  been 
made,  such  membership  shall  cease,  except  as  to  Delegates  and  Representa- 
tives as  hereinabove  provided  for. 

5.  That  sect.  3  be  added  to  as  follows:   (h)  The  Society  may  confer  the 
Diploma  of  Fellowship  on  any  of  its  members  in  recognition  of  valuable 
services  in  the  field  of  Ontario  history  in  connection  with  the  work  of  this 
Society. 

6.  That  sect.  4  be  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor:    (a) 
The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be:   A  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  an 
Honorary  Secretary  and  an  Honorary  Treasurer,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
from  among  the  members  of  the  Society,  by  direct  nomination  and  vote,  at 
its  annual  meeting,  and  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  success- 
ors shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  installed  in  their  stead. 

(b)    These  officers  with  the  immediate  past  president  shall  form  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Society. 

7.  That  the  following  new  section  be  enacted  as  section  5  of  the  Con- 
stitution, viz.:   "For  the  general  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society 
there  shall  be  a  General  Council  to  be  composed  of:   (a)  The  officers  of  the 
Society  (as  set  forth  in  sub-sect,   (a)  of  sect.  4),  (b)  Five  members  of  the 
Society,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society;   (c)  the 
Presidents  of  Affiliated  Societies  who  shall  be  ex-offlcio  Vice-Presidents  of 
this  Society;    (d)  the  ex-Presidents  of  this  Society  during  three  years  from 
the  date  of  their  retirement  from  the  office  of  President  (e)  and  the  Chair- 
men of  Standing  Committees,  during  their  term  of  office. 
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8.  That  sect.  5  be  numbered  section  6,  and  that  the  word  Council  in 
line  3    thereof   be   deleted   and   the   following    words   substituted   therefor: 
"Society,  General  Council,  or  Executive  Board";  and  the  word  five  in  line  8 
be  changed  to  "twenty-five";   and  the  words:   for  the  Council  three,  in  line 
9,  to  the  words::    "for  the  General  Council,   nine;    and  for  the   Executive 
Board,  three." 

9.  That  sect.  7  as  at  present  shall  become  sub-section   (a)   of  sect.   7, 
and  that  the  following  be  added  as  subsection  (b)  viz.: 

"(b)  This  Society  shall  have  power  by  a  two-thirds  vote  to  vary  the 
terms  of  any  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  properly  received  by 
it,  but  only  in  so  far  as  such  variation  shall  be  within  the  scope  and  purpose 
of  the  proposed  amendment  thereby  affected." 

10.  That  sect.  13  be  amended  by  substituting  for  ttoe  word  Council  in 
line  3,  the  words  "General  Council  and  Executive  Board,"  by  substituting 
for  the  word  Council,  in  line  9,  the  words  "Executive  Board";   and  for  the 
word  Council  in  line  15,  the  wirds  "General  Council";  also  by  inserting  the 
words  "Honorary"  before  Secretary  in  line  1. 

11.  That  the  word  Council  in  lines  4  and  6  of  sect.  14,  in  lines  6  and  8 
of  sub-section  (a)   of  section  14  and  in  line  3  of  section  15,  be  struck  out 
and  the  words  General  Council  substituted;  and  that  the  word  "Honorary" 
be  inserted  before  the  word  Treasurer  in  line  1,  sect.  14,  and  in  line  6  sub- 
sect,  (a)  of  sect.  14. 

12.  That  section  16  be  repealed. 

13.  That  the  word  Council  in  line  3  of  sect.  17  be  replaced  by  the  words: 
"Executive  Board  or  Genral  Council,  and  that  said  section  be  amended  by 
adding  thereto  the  words:  "The  General  Council  shall  have  power  to  pay  an 
honorarium  to  the  Honorary  Secretary  and  to  provide  for  such  assistance  to 
the  Honorary  Secretary  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary;  or  it  may  delegate  this  power  to  the  Executive  Board. 

14.  That  in  sect.  18,  line  1,  in  sect.  19,  lines  3  and  4,  and  in  sect.  25, 
line  2,  the  word  "General"  be  inserted  before  tlie  word  Council,  and  that 
sections  19,  20,,  21,  and  22  shall  become  subsections   (a),   (b),   (c)  and  (d) 
of  section  18;  and  that  the  following  be  added  as  sub-section   (e)  and  sub- 
section (f),  of  section  18; 

(e)  The  General  Council  shall  hold  two  regular  meetings  annually;  the 
first  to  be  held  on  the  day  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  at 
the  same  place  at  which  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  held.     At  this  meeting 
the  Executive  Board  shall  present  a  report  of  its  transactions  for  the  past 
year;  whicli,  with  the  business  to  come  before  the  meeting  of  the  Society 
shall  be  considered  by  the  General  Council.     The  second  meeting  shall  be  at 
the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  at  the  same  place  of 
meeting,  to  deal  with  business  arising  from  the  proceedings  of  the  annual 
meeting,  and  any  business  within  its  powers,  that  may  by  it  be  deemed 
desirable  in  the  interest  of  the  Society. 

(f)  Should  conditions  of  urgency  arise  special  meetings  of  the  General 
Council  may  be  called  by  the  Executive  Board. 

(g)  All  the  transactions  of  the  General  Council  shall  be  subject  to  review 
by  the  Society  assembled  in  annual  or  special  meeting,  and  the  same  may  be 
confirmed  or  rejected  by  the  Society. 

15.  That  the  following  new  secions  be  added  to  the  Constitution: — The 
Executive  Board  shall  have  general  superintendence  over  the  affairs  of  the 
Society  and  shall  have  power  to  deal  with  business  referred  to  it  by  the 
General  Council. 

16.  Sect.     .     .      (1)  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Society  shall  be: 
(a)  A  Committee  of  seven  members,  on  Historic  Sites;    (b)  a  Committee,  of 
seven  members,  on  Historic   Events;    a  Committee,  of  seven  members,   on 
Local  Work;   all  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Society,   and  shall  be 
elected  by  direct  nomination  and  vote  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

(2)  Each  of  these  Standing  Committees  shall  meet  and  elect  a  Chair- 
man and  Secretary  before  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  and  shall  com- 
municate the  names  of  these  officers  to  the  Honorary  Secretary. 
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(3)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Historic  Sites  to  prepare 
for  the  Society  a  written  Report  on  anything  of  interest  with  respect  to  His- 
toric Sites  within  the  Province  of  Ontario  that  may  arise  during  its  term  of 
office. 

(4)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Historic  Events  to  keep  a 
record  of  current  events  within  the  Province  of  Ontario,  during  its  term  of 
office,  that  may  be  of  historic  interest  in  the  future,  and  to  prepare  a  writ- 
ten Report  on  the  same  for  the  Society;  to  submit  suggestions  regarding  the 
celebration  of  past  events  of  historic  interest,  within  said   Province;    and 
generally,   to  assume  the  duties  hitherto  performed  by  the  Committee  on 
Flag  and  Commemoration  Day. 

(5)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Local  work  to  encourage 
the  work  of  the  affiliated  societies,  and  the  organization  of  local  societies 
where  such  do  not  now  exist;  and  to  extend  the  membership  of  the  Ontario 
Historical  Society.     It  shall  prepare  for  the  society  a  written  Report  of  its 
work  during  its  term  of  office. 

17.  Sect.     .     .     The  Reports  of  the  Standing  Committees  and  of  the 
Affiliated  Societies  shall  be  sent  to  the  Honorary  Secretary  not  later  than  one 
month  before  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting. 

18.  Sect.     .     .     The  Distribution  of    the    volumes    published  by    the 
Society  shall  be  as  follows:    (a)   one  copy  each  free  of  charge  to  Members 
and  Fellows  of  the  Society;  the  Ontario  Archives,  the  Legislative  Library  of 
Ontario,  and  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Education  of  Ontario;   and 
such  copies  as  may  be    ordered  by    the    Executive  Board  to    be    given  in 
exchange  for  volumes  received  from  kindred  societies  and  institutions. 

(b)    Except  as    hereinbefore  provided  for    the    price  per  copy  of  the 
regular  publications  of  the  Society  shall  be  one  dollar. 

19.  Sect.     .     .     Travelling  and  hotel  expenses  incurred  by  members  of 
the  Executive  Board  by  attendance  at  meetings  of  said  Board  and  at  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society; 
and  those  incurred  by  the  President  and  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  in  connection 
with  the  business  of  the  Society  upon  the  authority  of  the  Executive  Board. 

20.  Sect.     .     .      (a)    In  order   to   be   admitted1   to   Fellowship   in   this 
Society  a  member  must  be  proposed  in  writing  by  two  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Council,  which  proposition  shall  be  sent  through  the  Honorary  Secre- 
tary to  the  Executive  Board,  which  shall  report  on  the  same  to  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  General  Council.      If  approved   of  by  the  General 
Council,  the  proposition  shall  be  presented  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of 
the  Society  to  be  voted  upon,  and  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  members  pre- 
sent at  that  meeting  shall  be  necessary  to  reject  the  recommendation  of  the 
General  Council.     Provided,  however,  tn"at  any  recommendation  for  Fellow- 
ship made  by  the  Council  to  the  annual  meeting  in  1913,  on  the  institution 
of  the  Fellowship  may  be  s~een  confirmed. 

(b)  There  shall  not  be  more  than  twenty-five  Fellows  of  the  Society  at 
any  one  time,  nor  shall  more  than  five  Fellowships  be  conferred  in  any  one 
year.- 

(c)  Fellows  of    the    Society    shall    be    designated  F.   O.  H.  S.,  which 
Initials  each  Fellow  shall  be  expected  to  place  after  his  name  on  all  suitable 
occasions. 

21.  That  the  sections  of  this  Constitution  be  classified,  re-numbered  con- 
secutively as  may  be  necessary  by  any  of  the  foregoing  proposed  amend- 
ments that  may  be  made  by  the  Society,  and  that  said  amendments  shall  be 
in  force  immediately  on  having  been  passed.

"Society,"  the  words  "all  Past-Presidents." 

2.  To  amend  Section  4  by  inserting  after  the  words  "a  Secretary"  in  the 
4th  line,  the  words  "the  Chairmen  of  Standing  Committees." 

3.  To  amend  Section  4  by  adding  at  the  end  the  following  words:  "Chair- 
men of  Standing  ConTmittees  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  members  of  the 
Council  during  their  term  of  office  as  such  on  and  since  the  5th   day  of 
June,  1901,  and  every  Past-President  of  the  Society  from  and  after  his  ceas- 
ing to  be  President. 

4.  To  amend  Section  5  by  striking  out  that  portion  beginning  with  the 
word  "place"  in  the  second  line  and  ending  with  "year"  in  the  4th  line,  and 
substituting  therefor  the  words:  "time  and  place  in  Ontario  in  each  year  as 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Council,  at  least  one  month's  notice  to  be  given  to 
members  of  the  intended  meeting."

A  committee  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Major  H.  Leonard,  in-opoeration  with  the  commissioners  of  the  Park 
Board  were  successful  in  securing  from  the  city  council  a  parcel  of  land  in 
the  vicinity  of  Gilkinson  Bridge,  where  Captain  Joseph  Brant  and  the 
Indians  were  accustomed  to  ford  the  river,  and  after  which  place  Brant- 
ford  has  been  named.  The  place  will  be  used  as  a  park.  It  is  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Society  to  erect  a  suitable  memorial  in  it.  Papers  were  read 
during  the  year  by  Judge  Hardy,  Major  H.  Leonard,  John  Hawkins,  and 
Miss  Gilkison.

Historians  were  appointed,  who  are  now  busily  engaged  in  writing 
what  we  hope  to  be  an  authentic  "Life  of  Brant,"  and  "History  of  the  Six 
Nation  Indians  of  the  Grand  River  Reserve."  They  are  also  collecting 
photos  and  pictures,  and  making  a  record  of  the  most  important  events  in 
the  history  of  the  city  and  county,  with  the  view  of  compiling  a  book  sim- 
ilar to  Mr.  Robertson's  "Landmarks  of  Toronto."

Eight  meetings  were  held  with  satisfactory  attendances.  Addresses 
on  "General  Brock  and  Queenston  Heights"  were  given  by  Judge  Erma- 
tinger, Dr.  A.  Leitch  and  Rev.  Dr.  Warner;  "Fenian  Troubles  in  1866  and 
1870,"  Judge  Ermatinger;  "Cities  and  Civilization,  or  City  versus  Coun- 
try," H.  S.  Wegg;  "The  City  of  St.  John,"  J.  W.  Stewart;  "Oklahama  in 
1870-71,"  A.  W.  Graham;  "Railroads  and  Railroading,"  W.  W.  Olmsted;

The  Southwold  Earthwork  was  considered  by  the  late  Dr.  David 
Boyle  to  be  the  most  perfect  specimen  of  an  Indian  fort  in  Canada,  and  the 
only  double  earthwork  left  by  the  aborigines.  Private  ownership  has 
hitherto  maintained  it  practically  intact,  but  the  forest  which  protected  it 
is  gradually  disappearing.  The  Institute  has  endeavored  to  interest  the 
public  authorities  in  the  preservation  of  so  valuable  an  archeaological 
treasure,  which  might  easily  be  endangered  by  a  change  in  private  owner- 
ship of  the  land  or  timber.  There  is  reasonable  ground  for  the  hope  that 
practical  steps  will  soon  be  taken  for  its  acquisition  in  the  public  interest. 
The  Institute  gratefully  acknowledges  the  offer  of  a  plot  of  land  centrally 
situated  in  the  City  of  St.  Thomas,  on  which  may  be  erected  a  suitable 
structure  as  permanent  quarters  for  the  Society.  The  building  conditions 
accompanying  the  offer  are  now  under  a  consideration. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  shows  a  balance  of  cash  on  hand  of  $218.16.

Tablets. — Pursuing  the  work  of  placing  tablets  on  spots  of  historical 
interest,  the  Society  is  now  engaged  in  marking  the  sites  of  the  homestead 
of  Colonel  John  Prince  on  the  Park  Farm,  at  Sandwich,  and  of  Moy  Hall, 
on  the  front  of  lot  93  in  the  1st  concession  of  the  Township  "of  "Sandwich 
(now  the  City  of  Windsor),  this  farm  having  been  recently  subdivided,  and 
now  being  rapidly  built  over  with  residences.  The  inscriptions  on  these 
two  tablets  will  be  as  follows: 
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Park  Farm. — Residence  of  Colonel  John  Prince,  1833  to  1860,  when 
he  was  appointed  Judge  of  Algoma  District,  which  office  he  held  until  his 
death  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  1870.  Represented  County  of  Essex  in  Legisla- 
ture, 1836  to  1856,  and  as  Legislative  Councillor  until  1860.  Was  in  com- 
mand of  the  militia  at  the  Battle  of  Windsor,  December  4th,  1838. 

Moy  Hall. — Was  erected  on  this  farm,  lot  No.  93,  in  1st  concession, 
Sandwich,  1797,  by  Angus  Mackintosh,  who  resided  here  until  about  1830. 
Died  at  Davoit,  Inverness,  Scotland,  January  25th,  1833.  25th  Chief  of 
the  Mackintosh  Clan.  Building  taken  down  November,  1912. 

Publishing  Transactions. — The  Society  has  decided  to  publish,  in 
pamphlet  form,  the  papers  which  have  been  contributed  by  members,  and 
read  at  meetings  from  time  to  time. 

"Pontiac"  versus  "Ojibway." — The  Society  entered  a  vigorous  protest 
on  the  selection  by  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation  of  the  name  "Pon- 
tiac" for  the  new  town  to  be  established  at,  or  near,  the  land  heretofore 
known  as  Ojibway.  A  courteous  reply  was  received  from  the  President  of 
the  Steel  Corporation,  and  in  due  course  of  time  the  announcement  was 
made  that  the  obnoxious  name  was  abandoned  in  favor  of  the.  established 
one  of  Objibway. 

The  Executive  Committee  held  meetings  from  time  to  time  when  occa- 
sion demanded;  and  on  the  3rd  of  June,  1913,  a  public  meeting  was  held 
in  the  Library  auditorium,  when  President  Cleary  read  an  interesting 
paper  on  the  history  of  Moy  Hall,  giving  an  account  of  the  Mackintosh  Clan, 
and  Angus  Mackintosh  who  built  the  hall  about  1797.  Mr.  Cleary  also 
quoted  from  several  old  documents  at  one  time  belonging  to  the  Mackin- 
tosh family,  lent  to  him  by  Mrs.  John  Davis  for  the  purpose  of  using  them 
at  this  meeting.  Some  of  these  papers  showed  that  prize  money  had  been 
distributed  among  the  militia  for  the  capture  of  Detroit  in  August,  1812.

At  the  annual  meeting  in  the  spring,  when  these  officers  were  elected, 
it  was  resolved  that  the  initial  members  consist  of  persons  in  some  way 
connected  with  families  that  have  been  in  Grimsby  town  or  township  100 
years  or  over.  The  object  of  this  was  to  begin  by  securing  histories  of  all 
the  old  families  in  this  district,  most  of  whom  are  U.  E.  Loyalists.  It 
was  also  resolved  that  the  annual  fee  for  membership  be  50c. 

The  first  public  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  at  the  High  School 
Assembly  Hall,  on  the  5th  of  June,  1913,  the  day  previous  to  celebration  of 
the  Battle  of  Stoney  Creek,  one  hundred  years  ago,  June  6th  181?.  The 
Scout  Troop  of  Grimsby  acted  as  guard  of  honor  to  the  visitors.  After 
singing  Maple  Leaf,  by  the  scholars  of  the  schools,  and  O  Canada,  by  Mrs. 
Dr.  Alexander,  an  address  was  given  by  W.  J.  Drope,  of  Lake  Lodge,  on 
"Grimsby's  Parf  in  the  War  of  1812  to  13,"  which  was  full  of  interest, 
the  American  troops  having  camped  here  on  the  way  to  Stoney  Creek, 
and  again  on  their  retreat  from  that  place,  leaving  large  quantities  of  pro- 
vision behind.  Cannon  balls  were  shown  which  had  been  fired1  into  tnetr 
camp  by  the  fleet  of  Sir  James  Yeo,  and  picked  up  on  Mr.  Book's  farm, 
about  100  yards  from  the  lake. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  at  the  home  of  Mr.  Adam  Rutherford,  a 
house  built  at  least  100  years  ago  by  Col  Robert  Nelles,  U.E.L.  A  valu- 
able paper  was  contributed  on  "Col.  Robert  Nelles  family,"  by  his  grand 
daughter,  Mrs.  Rutherford.

Considerable  attention  has  been  devoted  to  the  museum,  and  as  a 
result  many  valuable  acquisitions  have  been  received.  These  comprise 
maps  of  the  town  and  district,  some  of  which  are  very  scarce,  photographic 
views,  many  Indian  relics  belonging  to  the  early  inhabitants  of  the  imme- 
diate neighborhood,  also  a  number  of  collections  of  interesting  articles 
belonging  to  people  elsewhere.  Of  these  special  mention  sJiould  be  made 
of  the  contributions  made  by  Miss  Goodfellow,  who  has  been  laboring 
among  the  Esquimo  for  several  years:  also  of  a  Chinese  goddess,  said  to 
have  been  carried  from  Pekin  during  the  occupation  of  that  city  by  the 
allied  troops  a  few  years  ago.  There  are  many  more  articles  of  equal  inter- 
est, all  adding  to  and  increasing  the  historic  value  of  this  Institute  to  the 
town  and  the  Province  generally. 

It  has  been  decided  to  loan  exhibits  from  the  museum,  to  be  used  at 
the  Children's  Story  House  at  the  public  library.  It  is  hoped  in  this  way 
to  interest  children  at  an  early  age  in  our  early  history.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on  May  30th,  1913,  at 
which  time  the  reports  were  read,  and  officers  elected  for  the  new  year. 
Dr.  C.  C.  James,  of  Toronto,  gave  an  excellent  lecture  on  "Scandinavia." 

The  President  of  the  Society  in  'his  annual  report  gave  a  careful  review 
of  the  work  which  had  been  done  during  the  year.  He  referred  parti- 
cularly to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society,  held  In 
June,  1912,  when  the  officers  and  members  of  the  parent  organization  were 
the  guests  of  th'e  local  Society.

On  the  23rd  June,  1913,  the  Lundy's  Lane  Historical  Society  com- 
pleted the  first  year  of  the  second  quarter  of  a  century  in  its  history  with 
considerable  evidence  of  growth,  and  a  deep  interest  manifested  for  its 
welfare,  and  the  future  success  of  its  operations. 

During  the  year  the  Society  has  completely  renovated  its  quarters  and 
redecorated  the  rooms  occupied  for  business  purposes,  and  the  preserva- 
tion of  historical  material.  While  some  additional  new  furniture  has  been 
purchased  according  to  the  plan  of  the  Society  to  secure  chairs,  tables, 
etc.,  as  made  by  the  early  cabinet  makers  of  the  district. 

During  the  summer  military  manoeuvres  at  Niagara  the  Lundy's  Lane 
Society  availed  itself  of  the  opportunity  to  invite  General  Cotton  and  his 
staff  to  hold  Military  Service  on  Drummond  Hill,  or  the  old  battle  ground 
of  Lundy's  Lane,  and  this  took  place  on  Sunday,  June  9th,  1912.  A  special 
train  from  old  Niagara  brought  up  a  large  detachment  of  officers  and  men, 
accompanied  by  chaplains,  and  a  military  band,  and  the  Honourable  the 
Minister  of  Militia,  Colonel  Samuel  Hughes,  was  present  upon  the  occa- 
sion, while  the  service  was  very  largely  attended  by  citizens  of  Niagara 
Falls  and  yicinity. 

The  Lundy's  Lane  Society  has  co-operated  in  both  1912  and  1913, 
with  the  Nature  Study  Class  from  the  Ontario  Agriculture  College  of 
Guelph,  and  upon  each  occasion  some  fifty  teachers  from  various  points  in 
Ontario,  and  the  other  Provinces  of  the  Dominion  were  shown  over  the 
Lundy's  Lane  Battlefield,  when  a  specially  prepared  historical  address  relat- 
ing to  the  War  of  1812,  and  particularly  the  Battle  of  Lundy's  Lane,  was 
delivered  by  some  member  of  the  Society. 

The  battle  field  monument,  and  other  memorials,  were  decorated  with 
flowers,  wreaths,  and  flags,  of  July  25th,  1913,  the  ninety-ninth  aniversary 
of  the  Battle  of  Lundy's  Lane,  by  officers  of  this  Society,  assisted  by  a  num- 
ber of  young  ladies  from  the  City  of  Niagara  Falls. 

One  of  the  most  important  historical  events  of  the  Society's  yvear  just 
closed  was  the  commemoration  of  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
Battle  of  Queenston  Heights,  and  the  death  of  General  Sir  Isaac  Brock, 
which  took  place  on  Saturday,  October  12th,  1912,  at  Queenston  Heights 
Park.  At  these  commemoration  services  citizens  from  Toronto,  Hamilton, 
St.  Catharines,  Niagara  Falls,  and  the  whole  Niagara  frontier  gathered 
around  Brock's  Monument  placing  wreaths  at  the  foot  of  the  shaft,  and 
listened  to  addresses  from  prominent  citizens.  These  were  fully  reported 
in  the  press,  and  the  Lundy's  Lane  Society  shared  in  the  services. 

The  usual  public  lectures  held  during  the  winter  months  were  con- 
fined to  one  last  year,  by  the  Honourable  Peter  A.  Porter,  of  Tonawanda,

Many  interesting  events  have  occurred  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  our  Society.  In  the  summer  of  1912  the  Centenary  of  the  Niagara 
Light  Dragoons  was  held,  of  which  body  Major  Merritt  was  the  commander. 
Descendants  of  all  the  members  known  were  invited  and  responded  to  the 
names  of  their  ancestors  a  unique  and  touching  ceremony.  The  fourth 
annual  picnic  of  the  Society  was  held  in  August,  1912,  in  the  Niagara  Park, 
and  was  numerically  attended,  and  the  fifth  was  held  at  Queenston, 
August  14th,  1913,  members  were  present  from  Toronto,  St.  Catharines, 
Niagara  Falls,  New  York,  Thorold,  Queenston,  Beamsville.  A  resolution 
was  passed  calling  attention  to  the  inaccuracies  in  the  speeches  made  at 
Fort  Erie  with  regard  to  the  hundred  years  of  peace  said  to  have  elapsed, 
whereas  the  battles  of  Chippawa,  Fort  Erie,  Lundy's  Lane,  Chateauguay, 
Crysler's  Farm,  New  Orleans,  etc.,  took  place  after  the  date  mentioned. 
The  President,  with  a  large  delegation  of  the  members  of  the  Society, 
attended  the  Centenary  of  the  Battle  of  Queenston  Heights,  13th  Oct., 
1912,  to  witness  the  grand  and  imposing  ceremony.  The  unveiling  of  the 
monument  at  Stoney  Creek,  4th  June,  1913,  was  also  attended  by  a  dele- 
gate. 

We  seem  to  have  reached  another  milestone  of  our  existence,  the  first 
being  the  possession  of  a  building  in  1907,  the  second  the  presentation  to 
us  of  a  catalogue  in  1911,  and  this  year  we  have  to  record  the  restoration  of 
Navy  Hall,  which  had  become  almost  a  ruin,  the  Dominion  Government 
having  granted  $  1,000  for  this  purpose. 

Since  last  annual  report  to  you  we  have  printed  No.  22.  Some  Graves 
in  Lundy's  Lane,  by  Ernest  Green,  of  Ottawa,  and  No.  23,  Fort  Niagara  and 
Papers  Relating  to  Col.  Macdonald  and  the  War  of  1812-14."  We  have 
also  reprinted  two  pamphlets  No.  12,  The  Battle  of  Fort  George,  by  Col. 
Cruikshank,  and  No.  15,  Sir  Isaac  Brock  and  Count  de  Puisaye,  and  now 
another  pamphlet  is  almost  ready  for  issue. 

Regular  meetings  were  held  in  the  winter  months,  and  papers  were 
read,  Laura  Ingersoll  Secord,  by  Mrs.  E.  J.  Thompson,  and  an  account  of 
the  Monument  at  Lundy's  Lane,  by  the  President,  the  Diary  of  a  Prisoner 
in  Fort  Garry,  1869-70,  which  is  now  being  printed,  Emigrants  in  Niagara, 
1847,  Notes  on  Francis  Goring,  Letters  were  read  from  the  Antiquarium 
and  Numismatic  Journal  from  an  unknown  man  to  an  unknown  re  a  visit 
to  Niagara  in  1793. 

Many  visitors  have  entered  their  names.  Several  societies  have  come 
in  a  body,  as  teachers  and  students  from  Buffalo,  the  'Literary  and  His- 
torical Club  of  St.  Catharines.  Many  of  the  military  camp,  cadets,  and 
scouts.  On  the  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  Queenston  Heights  sixty  pupils 
from  the  public  school  visited  the  building  and  sang  O  Canada,  The  Maple 
Leaf,  and  a  song  composed  by  Miss  Merritt,  of  Toronto". 

During  the  year  thirty  have  been  added  to  the  membershio,  amon? 
these  several  life  members,  but  we  have  to  deplore  the  death  of  a  much 
valued  honorary  member.  Mrs.  J.  G.  Currie,  whose  valuable  work,  Lnn~a 
Secord  was  being  reprinted  with  additions,  and  we  much  regret  that  Mrs. 
Currie  did  not  live  to  see  her  work  out  of  the  press.  We  have  also  lost 
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another  honorary  member,  Hugh  J.  Chisholm,  who  gave  so  generously  to 
our  building  fund,  we  also  regret  the  death  of  Barlow  Cumberland,  an- 
other member  who  had  always  taken  great  interest  in  our  work.  We  are 
continuing  to  place  tablets  in  our  room  to  early  settlers  and  regiments 
which  were  on  duty  here,  and  have  placed  a  marble  tablet  on  Navy  Hall 
with  the  following  inscription:  "One  of  four  buildings  called  Navy  Hall, 
1787.  One  was  altered  for  Governor  Simcoe,  1792.  He  had  one  believed 
to  be  this  one  prepared  for  Parliament,  1792.  Called  Red  Barracks,  1840. 
Moved  up  1864.  Almost  a  ruin  1911.  Restored  by  Dominion  Government, 
1912,  by  petition  of  Niagara  Historical  Society." 

Another  improvement  has  been  that  many  of  the  maps  which  we  have 
had  copied  from  the  Archives  in  Ottawa,  have  now  been  mounted  and  are 
of  great  interest  to  visitors.  During  the  year  we  have  had  1,500  visitors, 
have  distributed  900  pamphlets  to  members,  societies,  and  others,  of  these 
copies  were  sold  to  the  value  of  $46,  the  contribution  box  yielded  $44, 
and  the  fees  from  members  $104,  besides  $30  from  life  members.  The 
county  grant  has  been  continued,  and  an  addition  has  been  made  to  the 
Provincial  grant  for  research  work,  and  investigations  have  been  made  in 
the  Archives,  and  other  places. 

Numerous  letters  are  received  asking  for  information,  and  this  entails 
heavy  correspondence,  so  that  during  the  year  240  letters  have  been  writ- 
ten by  the  President  in  the  interest  of  the  Society. 

Among  the  articles  contributed  to  the  collection  are  the  model  of  a 
Man  of  War  made  in  Niagara  80  years  ago,  rigged  by  a  member  of  the 
Royal  Navy,  a  number  of  articles  brought  from  North  Baffin's  Land  by  a 
member  of  the  Lucky  Scott  Exposition,  a  remarkable  Maconic  medal  found 
in  a  garden,  made  for  the  Minden  Lodge  of  the  20th  regiment,  leaving 
Kingston  in  1847,  Proclamation  of  Sir  Isaac  Brock  framed,  made  in  Feb. 
1812,  Hudson  Bay  Script  of  1846.  Chair  of  Hon.  J.  Munro,  of  Executive 
Council,  1792,  several  Indian  relics,  among  them  a  bird  amulet  and  arrow 
head  of  beaten  copper,  belt  and  helmet,  buckles  of  the  41st  Regiment, 
and  De  Wattville  Regiments,  1814.  Geneaological  Chart  of  Hon.  Robert 
Hamilton,  the  founder  of  Queenston,  Transactions  of  many  Historical 
societies,  and  portraits  of  early  settlers.  Many  original  documents  have 
also  been  added,  and  several  rare  books. 

We  rejoice  to  know  that  greater  interest  is  being  taken  by  the  public 
year  by  year,  and  in  this  connection  we  would  earnestly  hope  and  urge 
that  a  monument  be  erected  to  Tecumseh,  that  noble  Indian  who  was  so 
faithful  to  the  British,  and  who  gave  his  life  in  defence  of  our  territory.

This  Society,  which  for  want  of  a  suitable  meeting  place,  and  for 
other  reasons,  had  become  dormant,  was  re-organized  on  November  26th, 
1912. 

There  was  a  considerable  enrollment  of  new  members,  and  meetings 
of  the  Society  are  now  held  in  the  Public  Library  Building. 

Apart  from  individual  work  done  by  some  of  the  members,  the  chief 
event  of  the  year  was  an  open  meeting  on  February  25th,  1913.  At  this 
meeting  two  valuable  papers  were  read: — One  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  T.

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The  records  show  an  encouraging  increase  of  interest  in  the  Society's 
work,  and  an  addition  to  its  membership,  possibly  due  to  the  necessity  of 
preparation  for,  and  the  carrying  out  of  the  celebration  of  the  centennial 
of  the  Battle  of  Stoney  Creek,  on  June  6th  last.

This  Society  has  had  seven  meetings,  all  of  which  have  been  well 
attended,  and  the  papers  read  have  been  interesting.  We  have  tried  to 
have  two  papers  at  each  meeting,  one  of  an  historical  character,  the  other 
of  a  more  personal  character.  Dean  Packenham  gave  a  paper  on  "Early 
Schools  in  Canada,"  mentioning  of  course  the  splendid  work  accomplished 
by  Dr.  Strachan  and  Mr.  Stuart,  as  well  as  several  others.  Miss  MacCal- 
lum  read  a  paper  on  "Early  People  of  British  Columbia,  followed  by  the 
paper  on  "The  Baldwin  Family,"  which  forms  part  of  our  last  published 
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transactions.  The  next  paper,  too,  was  most  interesting  about  Early  Dis- 
coverers of  British  Columbia,  followed  by  a  family  paper,  by  Miss  Merritt. 
Other  interesting  papers  were:  "Early  Discoveries  in  Hudson  Bay  Dis- 
trict," by  Mrs.  J.  B.  Tyrrell;  "The  Tramp  of  a  Botanist  in  1817,"  and
